REVOLT IN HONDURAS. 


LIBERALS UNDER NUILA CAPTURE 
CEIBA AND TRUXILLO,

Caused by Munoz’s Methods of Collecting 
Taxes — Leyva and the Bogran Party 
Driven Out — Revolutionists Seize the 
Prof. Morse, a Vessel from New Orleans 
Bearing Arms to the Government Com- 
mander—Story of the Easy Couquest 
Told by Its Officers. 

Nu.] Ontzans, La., July 2.—[ Special.] The 

steamship Prof, Morse, which arrived at 

noon today, brought news of the seizure 
of the steamship Joseph Oteri while at 
the port of Ceiba, Spanish Honduras, by 
revolutionists. This last revolt, which many 
predict will be successful, has been brewing 
since the election of Dr. Ponciana Leyva as 
President to succeed Bogran. Honduras was 


divided into two parties, the Conservatives 


and the Liberals. 

President Bogran headed the Conservatives 
and endeavored to elect: his brother-in-law, 
Prospero Vidiauretta, as his successor. The 
Liberals were at a loss for a leader, Gen. 
Arrias bemg dead, and Marco and Soto in 
exile, but fixed upon Policiarpio Bonilla. a 
popular young lawyer, as their candidate. 
The campaign was bitter, and when the Con- 
servatives saw defeat imminent, they with- 
drew Virdiauretta, announced that Bogran 
would take no further hand in the govern- 
ment, and called upon Dr. Leyva to resume 
‘the office. 

Leyva is a retired physician,a man of 
wealth and education, but he is devoted to his 
large plantation and his family and averse to 
the cares of active life. 

He Took Things Easily. 

Much of the opposition then died out and 

Leyva was elected. Since then he has not 


paid much attention to the office, leaving the 


unharmed, The Professor Morse left unmo- 
lested, and Gen. Francisco Peralta, placed in 
command of Ceiba by the rebels, gave orders 
to allow the Oteri, _American ship 
from New Orleans, to load with bananas and 
afforded her crew every protection. 
The news of the revolution spread like wild 
‘fire. All along the coast the rebel standard 
was raised and men rallied around it. The 
whole Department of Loro came over to the 
cause. Cases of cruelty, natural to such a 
movement, are already reported. One family 
of seven, fearing disturbance, sought safety 
by going into the’ interior. The rebels mis- 
took their mission and ambushed them. 
The Professor Morse, which arrived yester- 
day, left Honduras June 27, and had already 
heard that Gen Bonilla, who has been a lead- 
ing revolutionist for years, marched with an 
army into Tegucigalpa and captured it without 
difficulty. If that be true the revolution must 
be at an end and the Liberals are at last in 


charge of the country.

He went to Rockville yesterday afternoon 
in a buggy with a stranger, who waited 
two blocks away while he went to the 


First National Bank to get money, but that | 


bank could not accommodate him. Then he 
went to the Park Bank and gave his note fur 
$6,000 for thirty days. The cashier asked him 
to take drafts, but he said that only cash would 
do, The next thing heard from him was a 
telegram to the police to look out for the 
parties to whom he gave the money. 

He was once a Democratic County Commis- 
sioner, and owns hundreds of acres of Wabash 
bottom land, extending three or four miles in 
one direction. He has always been a shrewd 
money-maker, and the last man in the county 
expected to be taken in by sharpers. Brown 
says a well-dressed man entered his field. He 
introduced himself as William Hudnut, son of 
the wealthy Ben Hudnut, hominy Will 
owner of this city, saying: We bought

The persons affected told the Harbormaster 
when he delivered the order that they would 
not move out of the basin until forced to do 
do, and that they proposed to maintain that 
‘position. They said the value of the 
boats . in the excursion business 
which this city order made war 
upon is $440,000, but it was owned largely by 
- individuals; that they had made no money 
thus far this season, and were in no condition 
to fight two great monopolies like the Henry 
Syndicate and the Illinois Central railroad, 
but they would do the best they could, and 
would certainly resist to the last; and that the 
order was certainly exasperating, coming as it 
does now, just when the boats were likely to 
make a little money from tne patronage of 
Fourth of July pleasure-seekers.

I went to see 
Chief McClaughry today and he said the 
whole matter was in the hands of the Harbor- 
master and that he would take no action un- 
less the Harbormaster called upon him for 
assistance. 

Col. Rae Sides with the Boats. 


Capt. Herman Dahlke and Capt. R. A. Davis, 
both of the Van Buren Street line, went late 
in the afternoon tv consult Col. Robert Rae 
on the situation. Col. Rae informed them 
that the city had no rights beyund the water’s 
edge; that it had no right to cut off their 
shore line; and that no one outside of govern- 
ment officers of the Port of Chicago had any 
right to interfere with the scows. Col. Rae 
said that while the city had no right to pursue 
the course it has begun, yet it is 
possible that the city would attempt to carry 
out its order, whether legal or not. That 
would leave them the remedy of a suit for 
damages, and heavy damages could, no doubt, 
be recovered, but it would take five years to 
reach the end of the litigation. 

Col. Rae said that the World’s Fair syn- 
dicate had offered him a retainer of $500, 
which he had refused. Then they had offered 
him a retainer of $500 not to take sides in this 
controversy at all, but he told them that he 
wasn’t so cheap a man as that. 

‘he twenty-four hours’ notice expires today 
according to the calendar, but some of the 
Captains think that today being Sunday and 
tomorrow a legal holiday, the city will not 


take any steps before Tuesday. This opinion 
was not shared by all, however, some think-. 
24 ing that the city was merely trying a game of 


bluff and would attempt to carry it through. 
This particular time was considered especially 
favorable to such a scheme. 

The World’s Fair Side of It. 

President W. T. Baker of the Worid's Fair, 
whuse letter to Mayor Washburne caused the 
trouble, said yesterday afternoon: 

„ The time has arrived when it is necessary 
for us.to clear the Lake-Front of the boats 
other than those to which we have granted the 
privilege of landing passengers at Jackson 
Park. I haven’t consulted with the Henry 
syndicate because that was unnecessary. We 
want to begin work on the dock facilities at 
Van Buren street, and those boats would be 
in the way. Besides, it is very confusing to 
visitors to be told by one line that they can be 
landed at the World’s Fair grounds, when 
they can’t, and by another [ne that it has the 
sole right to avail itself of the Exposition 
piers; Asa result there are continual com- 
plaints. eae 

„There is no intention’ whatever of inter- 
fering with the business of the other steam and 
sail boats. The Lake-Front Park belongs, for 
the time being, to the Exposition company, 


and all we want is to exercise the rights and 


privileges conferred by the act of the Legisla- 
ture in 1890 and the ordinances of the City 
Council. These give us the right to take pos- 
session, and that is all there is to my letter 
which was sentto Mayor Washburne. The 
Lake-Front must be cleared in order that we 
may go ahead with our Exposition plans.

The trio changed the personnel of the 
Government, raised taxes, and levied right 
and left. If they did not do this themselves 
the officers they appointed proved merciless 
tax collectors, and one of these cases has been 
the direct cause of the present revolution 
under the Bogran administration. 

Col. Leonardo Nuila was for six years Col- 
lector of the port of Ceiba, and military com- 
mandant of the department. Among other 
things he had charge of the sale of tobacco 
and whisky for the government, that being 
the main source of revenue. 

Col. Nuila is a son of Gen. Pablo Nuila, one 
of the government men in the army. The 
younger Nuila is 35 years of age, handsome, 
popular, progressive, has made the coast pro- 
ductive and profitable, aud endeared himself 
to the people. 

Nuila’s Resignation Accepted. 


When the new President was inaugurated 
alt of the officers of the government sent in 
their resignations, Nuild among them. Much 
to everybody's surprisg the resignation of 
Nuila was accepted. His successor was Rogue 
Jacinto Munoz, who haf. been Collector and 
Adiministrator of Revenue for the whole coun- 
try.. He was made Inspector of Custom- 
Houses and General of the Department of the 
Coast, giving him control of all the ports. 

His first act was to discharge all the old em- 
pioyés, seize the books, and call upon the old 
officers to make settlements: Gen. Munoz 
also set about raising revenue for the govern- 
ment at the point of the bayonet. Merchants 
who refused to pay the sums asked were taken 
from their beds at night and forced to pay 
thrice the original tax. 

The Liberal party naturally obtained many 
converts and Nuila was easily prevailed upon 
to become a leader. Rogue Jacinto Munoz, 
the government leader on the coast, is a man 
of middle age who began life as a barkeeper 
at the American Hotel at San Pedro Sula. 
He entered tne army, attracted the attention 
of Bogran, was made a Lieutenant-Colonel 
and stationed at Ruatan. A defect in one eye 
gives him a forbidding and ferocious aspect, 


and he is known as The One-Eyed Man.“ 


Anticipated a Revolution. 


Munoz suspected that the severe rule of his 
régime would cause an uprising and he early 
began to prepare for it, ordermg arms through 
New Orleans firms. The first shipment con- 
sisted of fifty repeating Winchester rifles and 
100,000 cartridges. The second consigninent 
of 200 rifles and 500,000cartridges arrived here 
the morning the steamship Pizzatti left and 
was held over until the Oteri sailed. 

In some manner the rebel party became 
cognizant of the purchases and determined 
upon earlier action in consequence. Fortune 
favored their plans, The Oteri usually went 
to Truxillo, first touching at Cetba on the re- 
turn trip. This time it went from New Or- 
leans to Ceiba. The arrival served as a sig- 
nal for the uprising. At noon Saturday, June 
23, Gen. Nuila and fifty men marched upon 
the barracks and custom-house, defended by 
Col. Indealicio Argueta and twenty-five men. 

The Colonel is said not to have offered much 
resistance, but the garrison fought until the 
next in command, Lieut. Santiago Hernandez, 
was killed and several wounded. When the 
citadel surrendered the revolutionary army 
grew rapidly, and soon after Nuila led a fleet 
of canoes and 500 men toward the Oteri to se- 
cure the arms. 

Capt. Challoner protested against being 
boarded by men under arms, and urged his 
American citizenship, but the- rebels went 
aboard anyhow and took possession. Capt. 
Challoner went to the American Consul, and 
the latter saw Nuila. The rebel General said 
it was acase of necessity; the arms were 
needed, so was the ship, 

Munoz Surprised at Truxillo, 


The revolutionists armed themselves, and 
as soon as night came the Oteri was headed 
for Truxillo, where Gen. Munoz was in com- 
mand, and all unconscious of impending 
doom. Munoz was taken by surprise and 
captured. The flag of the revolution was 
raised and the people flocked to it rejoicing. 
Not a shot was fired, but it was announcea 
that at 8 o’clock Sunday morning Munoz 
would be executed. 

The rebels divided forces, leaving one body 
Truxillo and sending the remainder 
to Ruatan. The other ships at Ceiba were 
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facturers in the country and operate half a 
dozen mills in the valley, most of their cot - 
ton being stored at River Point. The build- 
ing was of wood amd covered an acre 
of ground. The fire departments of 
River Point, Phoenix, and surrounding 
villages were quickly on the scene, but could 
make no impression on the flames, which 
spread rapidly throw the building. Aid 
was summoned from the eity and a steamer 
was quickly loaded on a special train and was 
at the scene at 11:30 0’clock. It was too late 
to be of any service, however, as the building 
was at that time a mass of smoldering ruins. 

Bartimore, Md., July 2.—The large furni- 
ture manufacturing establishment of the 
P. Hanson Manufacturing company was 
completely gutted by fire tonight. The loss 
on the stock is estimated at $150,000, with an 
insuranee of about $100,000. The building, 
which is badly dainaged, is valued at $45,000, 
and is fully insured. 

Dututs, Minn., July 2,—[Special.]—The 
Catholic pro-cathedral at Fourth street and 
Second avenue was burned this evening, to- 
gether with the residence of Bishop McGol- 
ick, or priest-house. The fire originated in- 
side the church, where a large num- 
ber, were awaiting confessional. A 
lamp near the altar was accidentally 
overturned, and before those present 
could recover from their confusion the fire 
had gained too much headway to be over- 
come. The streets surrounding the church 
were crowded with members of the Catholic 
faith from all parts of the city, and every 
effort possible was made to recover Bishop 
McGolrick’s private library, one of the finest 
and most complete in the Northwest, and 
numbered 15,000 volumes. They were partially 
successful in this, but over half of it, as well 
as the library of the Rev. Father Corbett, was 
destroyed. Records of the result of private 
research belonging to both and priceless in 
their value to them were also. burned. The 
pro-cathedral was a frame structure, built in 
1869, and the losson both buildings is esti- 
mated at $10,000, 

MARQuzErrTE, Mich., July 2.—[Special. ]— 
Fire appeared on the roof of the Marquette 
Opera-House at 6:45 this afternoon, having 
apparently caught from the sun burner. 
About 200 persons, many of them chil- 
dren, were in the house rehearsing dances 
for the kirmess to be given 
week, They did not discover the 
fire and the first alarm was given 
by persons outside. No one was hurt of those 
inside. The fire was well handled, but owing 
to its location was difficult to get at. The roof 
is considerably damaged by fire, and the 
seats, scenery, and frescoing badly damaged 
by smokeand water. The loss will prabably 
not exceed $5,000, fully covered by insurance. 


ARRESTED FOR COUNTERFEITING.

Three Citizens of Brazil Taken ‘in for Is- 
suing the Spurious Coin So Prevalent. 
Brazit, Ind., July 2.—[{Special.]—This 

town isin a fever heat over the arrest last 
night of William May, Charles Oliver, and 
William Gowan of this city for counterfeiting. 
Gowan and May are married and have 
families. Oliver 1c unmarried and was gen- 
epally considered by all who knew him to be a 
straightforward young man. The arrests 
were made by Chief of Police Louderback and 
Constable Furlong. Mr. Louderback has 
been working on the case for nearly two 
months, and has now in his possession most 
of the spurious coin that has been passed in 
this city. The men passed their coins principally 
in other cities and smaller towns. The officers 
captured nearly $1,000 of counterfeit money, 
mostly half dollars, the metal from which it 
was made, plates and dies, and other neces- 
sary tools. Oliver and May pleaded: guiity, 
while Gowan claims he had no knowledge of 
the counterfeiting.

SIX YOUNG MEN DROWNED AT MONTREAL. 


The Canoe in Which They Were Paddling 
Capsized in the Strong Current, 
Monrreat, Que., July 2.—[Special. ]—There § 
was a frightful boating accident on the St. 
Lawrence in sight of this eity this afternoon, 
by which six lives were lost. Seventeen mem- 
bers of the Grand Trunk Boating club rowed 
over during the afternoon from their boat-

The boat reached the island in safety and the 
young men spent several hours on the island 
enjoying themselves.

The report was adopted amid applause. 

The Subcommittee on Transportation sub- 
mitted the following: 

Transportation being a means of exchange and 
a public nocessity the government should own 
and Wee the railroads in the interest of the 
people. 

(a) Telegraph and telephone, like the postoffice 
system;\being a necessity for the transportation 
of news, should be owned and operated by the 
government in the interest of the people. 

(b) If 8 shall determine the Nicaragua 
Canal or any national waterway necessary the 
same should be constructed, owned, and operated 
by the government, and we oppose any subsidy or 
national aid to any private corporation fur any 
purpose. 

The Subcommittee on Preamble‘ reported 
that it had not yét prepared the preamble to 
the platform and was gtanted until Monday 
morning to complete its labors.

WISCONSIN. DEMOCRATS ARE 


AFRAID OF THE COURTS. 


Secretary of State Cunningham Publishes 
the Notices of Election Under the New 
Gerrymander So as to Forestall the Re- 
publicans, Whe Had Intended to Pro- 
cure an Order Restraining Him—Cleve- 
land Is in Need of Exercise—Charges 
Against Stevenson. 

Mapisoy, Wis., July 2.—[Special.|—The 
Republicans have been laying plans by which 
they could bring the apportionment bill just 
passed by the Democratic majority in the 
Legislature before the Supreme Court ever 
since its passage. Secretary of State Cun- 
ningham has, however, as he thinks, check- 
mated them. ) 

When the last apportionment bill was before 
the Supreme Court the chief question to be 
decided was whether the court had jurisdiction 
of the action or not. The Democrats con- 
tended that the act was the act of the Legisla- 
ture, and that the court ‘could not touch 
it. The  Republeans, however, had 
brought an action not directly attacking 
the law, but one in which it was sought to en- 
join the Secretary of State from issuing the 
notices of election under the law. The court 
held that the action was therefore simply one 
to restrain an officer from acting in his minis- 
terial capacity, and though a decision of the 
question of the constitutionality of the law 
was necessarily involved in.the case the court 
had jurisdiction and was not touching on the 
legislative department of the government. 

The Secretary of State’s ttar play, as he 
considers it, has been this new apportion- 
ment law published in the State paper, and in 
one of this morning’s papers will have the 
notice for the November elections published. 

The law can thus not be attacked through 
him in his mmisterial capacity and the Su- 
preme Court gain jurisdiction of the case by 
such means, In the action on the last gerry- 
mander the whole fight of the Democrats was 
on the question of jurisdiction, many, of their 
best lawyers conceding that if e court 
ence took jurisdiction the case was lost. 
So certain were they of winning on this ques- 
tion that Attorney-General Connor, who, in 
his official capacity, was forced to bring the 
case for the Republicans, said: I have got 
the fools into court; now let us see how long 
they can stay there.

CHARGES AGAINST STEVENSON, 


A Methodist Preacher Says He Was a 
Golden Circie Kuicht. 

GaLxsnund, III., July 2.—| Special. ]—The 
Rev. G. B. Snedaker of Abingdon says that 
Adlai Stevenson, Democratic candidate for 
Vice-President, during the war was a Knight 
of the Golden Circle. . Both were then resi- 
dents of Metamora, Woodford County, III. 
Mr. Snedaker said today: 

It was in the fall of 1862 that I went to 
Metamora as pastor of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church, Mr. Stevenson and some of his 


relatives were living there, his sister being a 


member of my church, It was then generally 
believed by the more loyal people that there 
was a society existing there under the name of 
the Knights of the Golden Circle. 

»The sentiment in opposition to a draft 
these 
Knights began to make their threats df what 
they would do in case there was any more 
preaching and praying for the saving of the 
government. There were four ministers in 
the town, and a newspaper known as the Sen- 
tinel and edited by a man named Whiffin 
would, almost every week, make some sort of 
a personal attack on these munisters. Adlai 
Stevenson took an active part with the 
Knights, and, while it was not known for cer- 
tain at the time that he was a member, you 
could not make any man in town believe he 
was not. : 

One day the Sentinel came out in an arti- 


| cle teeming with abuse and threats against 


the ministers in case they did any more pray- 
ing and preaching. In a day or two I was 
waited on by a committee of the Knights, and 
had a written copy of the order informing me 
that I must desist in my course or leave town. 
Such an order was also served on the other 
ministers and two of them did leave, one 
being the Rev. Dickson of the Congregational 
church. While Stevenson’s name was not 
signed to these notices he was acting in har- 
mony with the Knights and lending whatever 
aid he could in denouncing the part taken 
by the government in the war. It was

CLEVELAND'S BROKEN PRINCIPLES, 


All Abandoned in His Efforts for Re-elec- 
tion—Not Greater Than His Party. 
The following is from the Sunday Freie 
Presse, the leading German Republican 

paper of Cmcago: 

In 1884, when Blaine and Cleveland were op 
ing each other for the candidacy of the Presiden- 
cy, we gave it as our opinion that Cleveland was 
the better candidate of the poorer party, but 
Blaine the poorer candidate of the better party.

In view of these principles to which the present 
Democratic Presidential) candidate expressed 
himself so clearly we sere a personal preference 
to him in place of Mr. Blaine, and for this reason 
we can say without reserve we gave Mr.

Some Doubts Felt About His Accepting the 
- Chairmanship. | 

Wasainaton, D. C., July 2.—|Special.]— 
Some anxiety is felt in Washington to hear 
definitely from William J. Campbell regard- 
ing the Chairmanship of the National com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Campbell has never formally accepted. 
When the National committee got into an 
ugly wrangle’ Clarkson, Manley, Payne 
Fessenden and others of the Blaine men begg 
him in the interest of party harmony to take 
the position.

VALPARAISO, July 2.—Despite difficulties 
dispatches have been forwarded from Rio 
Grande do Sul, the tenor of which indicates 
that a great and decisive battle is to be fought 
near Bage soon. Both forces are making 
great preparations for the battle. On the re- 
sult may depena the independence of the 
State. To Gen. Taveres has heen intrusted 
the duty of recruiting the Federal forces in 
that section. He has already enlisted an army 
of 6,000 men, who are well armed and 
equipped. They have been drilled in all 
branches of the service—artillery, infantry, 
and cavalry—and divisions of each branch for 
an active campaign. The men are under 
thorough discipline, and will fight desperately 
when the battle takes place. This army is 
strongly intrenched in Bage, and can be dis- 
lodg only by almost total annihilation or a

The dispatches sent from the revolutionar 
sources are equally encourag for the lead- 
efs of the movement for independence, Ta- 
veres has raised an army of 8.000 men.

A LITTLE LECTUFE ON MOONS, 


At Least Twenty in the Solar System—Some 
Better than Ours, . 
Providence Journal: The moons of Mars 
were discovered a few years ago through the 
telescope of the Naval Observatory at Wash- 
ington by Prof. Asaph. He will be actively 
interested in the observations of that planet 
and its new-found satellites which will be 
made in August next by astronomers all over 
the world. Since the discovery of the moons 
in 1887 this is the first opportunity afforded 
for examining them, inasmuch as they are 
so small as to be perceptible only at close 
range. Once in every fifteen years Mars 
reaches its nearest point to the earth. Eight 
weeks hence it will be within 35,000,000 m. 
of us, whereas its greatest distance is 141,000,-

There are at least twenty moons in the solar 
system.

GLADSTONE SPEAKS AT GLASGOW. 


He Asks That the Liberals Not Split Their 
Votes, as Has Seemed Possible, 
Guaseow, July 2.—Mr, Gladstone arrived in 
this city this afternoon. The streets through 
which he passed were lined with crowds, who 
kept up a continuous round of enthusiastic 
cheering. An immense crowd had gathered 


at the meeting, and when the speaker appeared 


on the platform he was hailed with every 
manifestation of friendship and respect. 

The meeting was timed for 3 6’clock, but 
the ticket-holders had assembled at thé theater 
at noon in order to secure places, the interval 
being beguiled with vocal and instrumental 
music. Mr. Gladstone and Messrs. Trevelyan, 
Bannerman, and other members of the House 
of Commons, occupied seats on the platform. 
The arrival of the Grand Old Man“ was the 
signal for a demonstration, the audience rising 
to their feet and singing Auld Lang Syne,”’ 
**He’s| a Jolly Good Fellow,“ and other popu- 
lar songs. | 

Mr. Gladstone delivered one of his char- 
acteristic addresses. He warned his hearers 
against the folly of running rival Liberal 
candidates in the present elections. He said 
that unless the electors voted solely for the 
candidates which the Liberal party selected 
they might as well support the representa- 
tives of the Conservatives. Mr. Gladstone's 
warning tothe Liberals not to split their 
votes with the Independent candidates was 
much needed in Glasgow. There are seven 
Parliamentary districts: in the city. If the 
Liberals are united they can carry every one 
of them. As matters stood before the arrival 


of Mr. Gladstone the chances favored the de-

Continuing Mr. Gladstone reminded the au- 
dience of the religious struggles in Scotland 
200 years ago. and said that Southwest Scot- 
land looked across the sea to Northeast Ire- 
land. Geography had more to do with 
human sympathy than may were 
aware of. Jndoubtedly some vein of 
stimulants with supposed danger to 
Protestant interests in Ireland influenced the 
Scotch electors in 1886 to the detriment of the 
Liberal cause. He wished to point out that 
Ulster consisted of nine counties, of which 
four were represented wholly by Home- 
Rulers, Tyrone, Down, and Antrim being 
largely represented by them. 

It was a curious fact, he said, that the cry 
ot alarm emanated almost entirely from that 
part of the country where the Protestants are 
in a large majority. The spirit of Irish na- 
tionulity a century ago was more vivid in 
Antrim and Down than elsewhere in Catholic 
Ireland. 

He proceeded to argue the disastrous prin- 
ciple that Protestant ascendency through the 


possession of land and public authority was 
used to goad practically a united country m 


its partial rebellion in order to split it into 
parties. They must not disguise from them- 
selves the fact that the act of 
union was conceived in a spirit of 
utter hostility to Irish nationality. 
That it was that had eaten the spirit of na- 
tionality out of the peerage and the squire- 
archy of Ireland and left them with nothing 
but their miserable antipathies. That spirit 
of ascendancy in faction and clique had ac- 
cumulated and originated all the Irish trou- 
bles. [Cheers.] He was not a man to dispar- 
age the danger of ecclesiastical power, but it 
did not impress him with great alarm. He 
greatly doubted whether the power 
of the Irish priesthood over their flocks was as 
great as it was fifty years ago. He believed 
that the more liberty accorded to the mass 
of the Irish people the less risk there could 
possibly be of the surrender of that 
liberty into the hands of ecclesiastical 
power, [Cheers.] Whatever might be said 
of the Catholic clergy; there never was a 
clergy that entered more profoundly inte the 
deepest wrongs which. one nation inflicted 
upon another, or which built its power more 
upon the recollection of inestimable services ; 
and he wanted to diminish the power of the 
clergy’s influence so that they would 
no longer have a motive to seek 
extraneous help, but to rest protected and 
happy under the guidance of a beneficent gov- 
ernment of equal laws. [Cheers] They ought 
to ask themselves whether it was the clergy 
they had to fear, or whether it was not the 
danger to liberty by the undue tempering be- 
tween England and Rome.

“If you want to see a magnificent, a terrifying 
sight, take a peep at the planet Mars through a 
powerful telescope,” said Prof. P. P. De Witt. 
“A mighty world, with its seas, continents, and icy 
poles, appears to be swinging directly over your 
head. It seems so close that you instinctively be- 
gin to look for the people who inhabit it. Mars 
is more like the earth than any of the other 
planets, and is well fitted to be the home of hu- 
man beings. Many astronomers. believe that it is 
inhabited. The strongest evidence in support of 
that theory is the existence of canals on Mars. 
Some astronomers think they may be rivers, but 
they are too uniformly straight to be the unas- 
sisted work of nature. Besides, some of them 
cross each other at right angles, showing con- 
clusively that they are works of art. Now, as we 
have practically abandoned canals in this coun- 
try, we may pride ourselves oh being somewhat 
in advance of our celestial neighbors. Still, it is 
have so improved water 
navigation that their boats excel in speed, safety, 
and comfort our boasted railways.

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AFFAIRS GKEATLY COMPLICATED, 


German Newspapers Show That Bismarck’s 
Speeches Have Had an Effect. 
[SPECIAL CABLE | 

Paris, July 2.—When not @ single newspa- 
per in Europe imagined that any importance 
should be attached to Prince Bismarck’s jour- 
ney I cabled to Tur Trisunz June 20 that in 
view of Emperor William's character the re- 
ceptions which had been prepared in honor of 
the sged ex-Chancellor might result in com- 
plicating the political situation in Germany. 
All doubt on this point has now been re- 
moved by the recent articles in the German 
newspapers. Emperor William has entered 
upon a struggle with the ex-Chancellor, and 
persons who claim to speak with authority say 
that he is thinking of prosecuting him, where- 
as, on the other hand, Count Caprivi would 
like to settle the matter amicably. 

Bismarck, meanwhile, continues the cam- 
paign which he has begun, and talks as often 
as he gets the chance. He is sure of the ap- 
proval of a considerable party in Germany, 
and he intends to say whatever he pleases. At 
Munich he told a professor in the uni- 
versity that he’ believed he had the 
same right as; other citizens so far as ex- 
pressing an opinion of public affairs is con- 
cerned. Finding, therefore, that public 
affairs are in a bad way, and believing that the 
unity of Germany is being threatened by the 
Emperor’s policy, he proposes to continue his 
outspoken criticism and to repeat the asser- 
tion, which he has already made in Vienna, 
that in consequence of the strained relations 
between Germany and Russia all the benefits 
of the triple alliance have been lost. 

The ex-Chane¢ellor’s intimate friends, who 
know his temperament, believe that instead 
of fearing prosecution he really desires it, as 
in this way he might have a unique. 1 
tunity of expressing his opinion of the - 
peror’s methods and of defending his own pol- 
icy. The Prince’s political papers have for a 
long time been in safe keeping in London, 
and the only copies of them are at Friedrichs- 
ruhe. A man like Bismarck would be sure to 
have papers relating to well-known person- 
ages, and a prosecution would give him an 
opportunity to express his personal and polit- 
ical dislikes—a practice, by the way, in which 
he was always fond of indulging. 

Meanwhile, it must be confessed that Ger- 
man stateemen are decidedly of the opinion 
that a prosecution will not take place. The 
Emperor, they maintain, will shrink from it, 
since it is impossible to forget the immense 
service rendered by Bismarck and the dis- 
tinguished position he holds ir history. It 1s 
a notable fact, however, that every person who 
has supported Prince Bismarck, eitherdisectly 
or indirectly, has left the service of the Ger- 
man Empire. 3 

Prince Reiss, Ambassador at Vienna, and 
Gen. Schevlinitz, Ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg, have resigned, while. Count Radowitz, 
the Ambassador at Constantinople, has also 
left his post and has been appointed Ambas- 
sador at Madrid, which proves that the policy 
of Germany is to draw Spain into the triple 
alliance. Radowitz is an adroit diplomatist, 
who is always ready to enter upona difficult 
campaign, and he will know how to profit by 
the bad effect which has been produced in 
Spain by the protectionist policy of France. 

The negotiations for a commercial treaty 
between France and Spain have fallen through, 
and an official announcement to that effect 
will be made Monday. It is clear that tne 
policy of Spain will remove it still further 
from France. 

Political interest in Europe is at present 
centered on the elections in Great Britain. 
There will be no serious change, however, until 
the elections are over, but then we shall know 
why for several weeks the Italian press has 
been attacking France and aceusing it of aim- 
ing to stir up war in Europe, and we shall also 
know whether the object attained by King 
Humbert during his stay at Berlin was the 
official recognition of Prince Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria. If this news is true a new era would 
begin and there would be not much hope of 
peace.

crater of the moon volcano called Eudoxus. 

Eclipses are every-day affairs on Jupiter. 
Three of its satellites are eclipsed at every 
revolution of that mighty globe, so that a 
spectator there might witness during the Jo- 
vian year 4,500 eclipses of moons and about 
the same number of eclipses of the sun by 
moons. One of Saturn’s moons, called Mi- 
mas, about half the size of the earth’s satel- 
lite, is so close to the planet in its circling 
that it seems to cross the face of the latter at 
an astonishing rate of speed. Of the seven 
others, Titan has a diameter of 3,300 miles, 
Iapetus 1,800 miles, Rhea 1,200 miles, Dione 
and Thetyseach 500 miles, while Enceladus 
and Hyperion are very little fellows, 
Several of them in the sky together, 
with the flaming ring of star dust 
stretched athwart the heavens, must makea 
gorgeous spectacle by night on the Saturnian 
sphere. Through the telescope it is very in- 
teresting to watch the shadows thrown upon 
Jupiter by that giant planet’s moons, observa- 
tion of the eclipses of which furnished the 
first data for estimating the velocity of light. 
Uranus has four little moons—Ariel, Umbriel, 
Titania, and Oberon—which, funnily enough, 
rise in the north and set in the south A 
single dimiuutive one, belonging to Neptune, 
traverses the sky from southwest to northeast. 
Neither Mercury nor..Venus has any satel- 
lites, oe. 

But the most interesting of all moons are 
the two that attend Mars, each about sixty 
miles in diameter. That planet is just one- 
half the size of the earth; its surface is di- 
vided into continents and seas, having as 
much land as water; it, has an atmosphere, 
clouds frequently concealing its face, and its 
seasons are about the same as here, though 
the winters are colder. Because one of its 
moons travels around it three times as fast as 
Mars itself turns, it appears to rise in the 


west and set in the east, while tne other, 


really circling in the same direction at a 
speed comparatively slow, rises in the east 
and sets in the west. Thus both moons are 
seen in the heavens at the same time, going 
opposite ways. 

ne of the most remarkable quesses on 
record was made by Dean Swift, who, a cen- 
tury before the moons of Mars were discov, 
ered, made Gulliver say of the astronomers of 
Laputa: They have found two satellites 
which revolve about Mars, whereof the inner- 
most is distant from the planet exactly three 
diameters of the planet; the former revolves 
in the space of ten hours and the latter in 
twenty-one and one-half hours.“ In fact the 


inner moon is 10,000 miles from Mars, where- . 


as—the diameter of the planet being 4,000 
miles—Gulliver’s estimate would place it at 
12,000 miles. For the outer moon he gives 
20,000 miles for the distance, which is really 
15,000 miles. The time of revolution for the 
inner moon is actually seven and one- 

hours, and for the outer one thirty hours. 
Prof. Hail has named these moons Deimos 
and Phobes, after the attendants of the 

Mars, who are mentioned in Homer's “ Iliad,” 


Playing-Cards in Russia. 


There is only one factory in Russia for the man- 
ufacture of playing-cards. It has a monopoly of 
the business and belongs to the Foundling Hospi- 
tal. Itis figured that there aré 30,000,000 people 
in Russia who play cards, and to supply the de- 
mand this factory puts out 6,000,000 packs of 
cards annually. In order to make this enormous 

uantity of cards only 329 women, 

om 15 to 20 years, and sixty-eight men 
are employed, And they are chosen 
amid the sisters, wives, and daughters 
of the workmen at the factory. Both exterior! 
and interiorly the factory is a model of cleanii- 
ness. This is one of the essential conditions of 
this branch of the production. All the employés 
live at the factory and earn from 5 to $15 a 
month. They work from6 in the morning to 6 
o’clock at night, and are allowed two hours a day 
for their meals. Besides the ordinary playing- 
cards of different qualities the factory produces 
annually 120,000 packs of figured — A for the 
Germar colonies, besides 12,000 packs of miniature 
playing-cards as toys. The annual profit of the 
factory amounts to about $800,000. The cardboard 
is supplied by the Neva paper-mill.

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HELP TO KEEP ORDER. 


BUT IRONWORKERS STAND READY 
TO FIGHT HARD. 


Carnage Men Surround Homestead Pre- 
pared to Prevent the Introduction of 
Non-Union Men—Negotiations at an End 

tor the Present—Both Sides Are Firm— 

Bristol Company Signs the Iron Scale— 
Joliet Company Gives Notice of a 45 
Per Cent Reduction in thie Rod Mill. 

Prrranund, Pa., July 2:—[Special. ]—Car- 
negie’s locked. out workmen at Homestead 
are tonight resting on their arms, but are 
ready at a moment’s notice to make a move, 
The plan of campaign has now been perfect- 
ed, and the patrol committees are zealously 
guarding the interests of the men. ‘he ex- 
citement occasioned late last might by a re- 
port that non-unionists were en route to the 
works kept many of the men up until an early 
hour this morning. 

The Advisory committee held a secret meet- 
ing this morning, which lasted three hours. 
At this meeting it was agreed to permit two 
engineers to work at the water pumps which 
are located in the mill, This was done in or- 
der that the offices, company hotel, and 100 
families living in company houses could be 


‘supplied. Supt. Potter and other officials got 


off a Pittsburg, Virginia and Charleston train 
at Munhali this morning and walked down the 
board walk to the general office. Although 
there were large crowds of men stauding 
about there was no effort made to molest 
them. : | 

At noon today the work of paying off the 
old employés began and it was 5 o’clock when 
the last man received his money. There was 
no disordér of any kind and no more drinking 
in the town than usual. 

The Advisory committee was quite indig- 
nant today. It appears that along the fence 
which separates the mill from the Pittsburg, 
Virginia and Charleston railroad tracks the 
company has natural gas jets. These con- 


nect with a main valve and can only be turned 


on and cut off inside the fence. Last night 
it was discovered that twoof these jets had 
not been turned off and workmen heard a 
hissing sound as if gas wasescaping. Inves- 
tigation confirmed their suspicions, and there 
were some not-headed. enough to ignite the 
gas. If this were done the entire fence would 
have been in flames. Conservatives prevented 
any such act, and in order that the locked-out 
men might not get into trouble the 5 
committee placed a number of men at eac 
jet with instructions to prevent men from 
lighting them. In the meantime the Carnegie 
ofticials had been notified. 

In anticipation of large crowds visiting the 
town tomorrow the Advisory committee has 
appointed a picked number of men, whose 
duty it will be to see that every „ speak-easy * 
or illegal liquor saloon is kept closed. Per- 
sons who keep open after bemg requested not 
to do so will be dealt with by due course of 
law. The Carnegie firm today declared posi- 
tively that when work is resumed any one ap- 
plying for work will be given it irrespective of 
his membership or non-membership in any 
labor organization, 

There will be no further steps taken toward 
a settlement of the wage question between the 
Amalgamated Association and the manufact- 
urers until Wednesday, according to Presi- 
dent Weihe. He refused to say what took 
place in the conference yesterday, or whether 
the trend of affairs looked like a settlement or 
not. There is a difference of $1 per ton in the 
price of puddling in the two scales. The man- 
ufacturers still want to pay $4.50 per ton, 
while the workers are sti!l demanding $5.50. 

It was said today at the headquarters of the 
Amalgamated Association that the men 
would not recede from their position on any 
material point. It is asserted that the work- 
ers have $250,000 of a defense fund, and that 
this amount will be increased to half a mill- 
ion dullars if necessary, which will be used 
in battling against the manufacturers. This 
is the largest amount of money ever known to 
be in the possession of one labor organization 
at onetime. There are no new developments 
in the situation from the standpoint of the 
manufacturers. They say they are determined 
to carry out their decision and insist on a re- 
duction. 

Secretary Madden of the Amalgamated As. 
sociation reported that one more signature to 
the iron scale was received this morning. It 
was that of the Bristol iron works of Bris- 
tol; Pa. This concern is.a bar iron and 
puddling mill, and employs over 200 men. 
Fully 1,000 men were on guard all of last 
night in Homestead and Munhall and around 
the Carnegie steel works. There is no possi- 
ble approach to the town and mills that is not 
strongly guarded, and the dead lines are 
drawn clear around the fifty acres of mill yard. 
No one can pass through the dead lines unless 
he has business of his own that takes him that 
way, and even then if he is nota mill worker 
of some sort or a resident of the town he gan- 
not pass. 

The Advisory committee has fully ma- 
tured its plans and the whole body of men 
move together like clock-work. There are 
night men and day men for all of the different 
posts. ‘I'wice a day the men report and their 
work is mapped out forthem. Today a com- 
plete system of signaling was arranged and 
the night guards provided with rockets. The 
plans have been so well matured that 1,000 
men can be had at any spot in five minutes, 
night or day. | 


AGAINST THE UNION MEN, 


H. C. Frick Is Fighting the Amalgamated 
Association, 

Pirtrspurc, Pa., July 2.—[Special.]—The 
trouble between the iron manufacturers and 
the Amalgamated assogiation has been gath- 
ering for years, Since 1886 iron manufacturers 
have objected to the wage scales promulgated 
by the great and powerful Amalgamated asso- 
ciation, and which have been accepted with 
protests which interpreted means We would 
give you battle if you were not so strong and 
did not number in your organization nearly 
all the skilled workers of the country, and if 
you had not a mint of money to put against 
us. 

But there came a man of courage, whose 
will was strong as the steel he makes, and 
whose sagacity is so acute as to carry to suc- 
cess any underta ig he decides upon. He 
has millions of wealth at his command; 
Henry Clay Frick, Chairman of the Carnegie 
Steel company, the new corporagion which is 
a consolidation of all the Carrfegie interests, 
and whose corporate existence began Friday, 
is the man. He is young—42 years of age. 
is five feet six inches in height, has clear, dark 
blue eyes, and wears a full, short, sandy 
beard. He is stocky in build, weighs 
about 165 pounds, and has a constitu- 
tion like the armor-plate made in his Home- 
stead mills, 

Twenty years ago this man had less money 
than any one of a hundred people who work 
in his miils. He was born in Westmoreland 
County near a place now called Bradford, in 
the heart. of the famous Connellsville coke 
region. He kuows what it is to work for a 
living. Many a sack of. grain has he oarried 
from 4 wagon into his grandfather’s grist 


mill. He began to make coke in a few ovens |, 


about 1871. He was shrewd and far-seeing, 
a better busimess-man some say than his 
partner, Andrew Carnegie. He prospered, 
and in a few years was tbe coke king of the 
Connellsville region. In 1882, realizing how 
much coke meant to the manufacture of iron, 
Andrew Carnegie bought an interest in Mr. 
Frick’s business, and about five years ago 
Mr. Frick became Chairman of Garnegie 
Bros. & Co., and is today in control of the 
vast Carnegie interests, His net profits it is 
admitted are $2,000,000 per year, and $3,000,- 
000 are probably nearer correct. 

It was shortly before Mr. Frick assumed 
the Chairmanship of Carnegie Bros. & Co. 
that a strike occurred in the coke region, and 
he considered he was so badly treated by the 
leaders of the labor organizatiun there, that 
their policy was so dictatorial, unreasonable, 
and unbusiness like, their demands so unjust, 
and the depredations of the strikers so uncalled 
for that he vowed then to ignore organized labor 
in all his industries as rapidly as ible. 
Circumstances were such, however, t he 
was forced to abide his time. In 1888 it came. 
By the introduction of new machinery in the 
big rail mills at Braddock which revolutionized 
the pro of rail makmg he promulgated a 
wage » which was a reduction of earnings 
per but the tonnage was in „con- 
sequently the men could earn nearly or quite 
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| as much with no more labor than under the 


former scale. 

These workers were members of the Knights 
of Labor, the Amalgamated Association never 
having received them up to that time. They 
refused to accept the scale, and after a strike 
of about a month they returned to work as 
individuals, each skilled worker having signed 
an individual contract. The year followmg 
new scales were made for the Homestead mills, 
the seat of the present trouble, Here the pow- 
erful Amalgamated Association was strongly 
intrenched. Conferences were held between 
its leaders and the firm, and those days were 
foreboding and full of suspense. Mr. Frick 
was not then in control of these mills, other- 
wise the negotiations then so eagerly watched 
might have terminated differently. The men 
refused the newscale, which was a three years’ 
sliding contract, and were locked out. Deputy 
Sheriffs were sent to the mills to protect new 
men who were coming in, and a sanguinary 
conflict was imminent, when former em- 
ployés reconsidered their refusal and were re- 
instated asunion men. The next year, 189, 
the Allegheny Bessemer Steel company’s plant 
at Duquesne, two miles above Braddock on 
the Monongahela River, was bought by Car- 
negie Bros. & Co., and here a new scale was 
made, and the firm won the strike against it. 

Last year occurred the great coke strikes in 

the Connellsville region in which a dozen men 
lost their lives. Organized labor was deteated 
at terrible cost. The strikers lost half a mill- 
ion in wages, lost their homes, because, as Mr. 
Frick said, their leaders made nonsensical and 
arbitrary demands. 
Now comes Homestead, The scales made 
in 1889 for three years expired Thursday 
night, June 30. The employés, who are paid 
on the basis of tonnage—that is, workers who 
are paid a certain sum for each ton finished, 
were given new sliding scales. These new 
scales govern certain of the eleven different 
mills which comprise. the Homestead plant, 
occupying 360 acres of ground. The scale 
just expired was based on the selling price of 
billets. The minimum was fixed at E. and 
if billets sold for less money there was no re- 
duction below the $25 basis. On the other 
hand, if the price was above that figure, wages 
increased to correspand. For instance, if 
billets sold at $30 a ton—and they have sold at 
$33.75-—the workers were paid 20 per cent 
more than if the price was $25. 

Tne new scales contemplate reducing the 
basis to $23, a reduction, provided billets sell 
that low, of about 84¢ per cent. But there are 
other reductions. For example, comparin 
the wages paid last month with what woul 
be paid in July, under the new scales, the 
heaviest reduction, according to a member of 
the firm, would be 22 per cent. The men 
have claimea 40 per cent. But comparing the 
wages which would be paid in July of this 
year with July of 1889, when the old scale 
went into effect, the result would be ia favor 
of the new scale, according to the same mem- 
ber of the firm quoted above, The reason is 
that, while the new scale gives less money per 
ton, improved machinery admits of a greater 
tonnage, 

When the new scales were given to the men 
they were told that if they were to be accepted 
the reply must be made on or before June 24. 
Several conferences were held previous to that 
date between representatives of the men and 
the firm. The men objected toa lower base 
than $25, and the firm conceded $1, and came 
from $23 to $24. The men would not agree to 
this, and there were a few other objections. 
The conferences resulted in nothing, and the 
two sides parted, the one never to meet the 
firm again as representatives of union workers 
of the Homestead Mills. 

Homestead stands on the south bank of the 
Monongahela River at a point opposite the 
eastern boundary of the corporate limits of 
this city, but is eight miles from the Union 
station by railroad. The plant is the greatest 
structural, plate, and armor plate mills in the 
world. It could not be duplicated for less 
than $8,000,000 or $10,000,000. Nearly $2,000,- 
000 has been spent in improvements in the 
last year. Here are employed 3,800 men. 
The borough of Homestead of nearly 10,000 
people is almost entirely pupulated by workers 
in these mills and their families. Anxiety is 
seen in every face. The workers know that 
the Amalgamated Association is prepared to 
dump a fortune of $150,000 or $200,000 into the 
tight if necessary, but the wives and mothers 
and some of the men cannot see victory even 
then when that sum is pitted against 85, 000, 
000 of capital, not a dollar of which is water. 
The men have all sworn to stand loyal to their 
cause, but.the poor women are notso sure 
that the little homes but partially paid for are 
to be theirsin fee simple. The men see re- 
duction, reduction until te fight fer their 
homes and principle becomes their religion. 
The feeling is intense, but as a class they are 
stoics and therefore only occasionally does 
one of them give voice to his feelings as he 
sees about the mills preparations for conflict. 

It may seem strange,” said F. T. F. Love- 
joy, Secretary and Treasurer of the company, 
that only 256 of the 3,800 men employed in 
the Homestead Mills are directly concerned 


in or affected by the new scales, but it is a 


fact. The wages of only that number are 
changed; the remainder are to receive the 
saipe wages as at present., But so strong is 
the loyalty of the men to their organization 
that nearly all the empleyés have decided to 
fight for the 256, 

‘* When you were making the new scales did 
you think of the political effect it would have 
and of the capital Democrats and free-traders 
might make of it?“ he was asked. 

Not in the slightest,’’ replied Mr. Love- 
joy. We made the scales to suit trade and 
mechanical conditions and gave no thought to 
political cause or effect nor the tariff.“ 

As for the iron mills throughout the dis- 
tricts in question the future cannot be so 
clearly outlined. The manufacturers have de- 
manded a reduction and are this year almost 
a unit in their demands, a condition that has 
not existed for years. The Youngstown and 
Mahoning Valley (Ohio) manufacturers have 
refused to sign the Amalgamated Association 
scales, and none of the Pittsburg manufactur- 
ers have signed the iron scales except two, 
which have special products governed by 
special wage scales. It is clearly evident that 
the manufacturers intend to stand out for a 
reduction. They have asked for a reduction 
of $1 per ton for puddling and offer $4.50. 
They also demand reductions of rollers and 
other finishers. 


WILL REDUCE WAGES 45 PER CENT, 


Notice Served on Rod-Mill Men at Joliet— 
Change Occurs Dec. 31. | 

Jouiet, III., July 2.— [Special.] — The roll- 
ing- mill wage trouble today struck Joliet and 
affects about 2,700 employés. Notice was 
served on the Jolict lodges that the present 
wage scale would expire Dec. 31 next. The 
company almost at the last moment took 
advantage of the clause giving either side 
the right to give six months’ notice of a 
change. The rod-mill gives notice that it 
will reduce wages 45 per cent. It is simply 
an evidence that the, Illinois Steel company 
is in full accord with the Pittsburg manu- 
factuters and those of the Mahoning and 
Shenango Valleys, who are aiming a blow at 
the wages of iron and steel workers, such as 
has not been yattem pted for many years, and 
as fat as present appearances go they are 
likely to provoke a connict such as the iron 
and steel business has not witnessed for 
years either. It was late in the afternoon 
when} the notice came. 


Sioux City Engineers May Strike. 

Stoux Crry, Ia., July 2.—[ Special.] — Master 
Workman P. M. Arthur of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers is here to adjust the 
difficulties between the Sioux City and North- 
ern and its engineers. It is charged that the 
company has not kept the agreement made 
four months ago. Arthur says there may be 
a strike, 


Trains Moved in California, 
Fresno, Cal., July 2.— The situation of the 
railroad tie-up is unchanged. Railroad offi- 
cials report trains moved at Mondota and 
Lathrop this morning and it was expected that 
freights would be moved from Fresno this 
afternoon. There is no excitement. 


‘Iowa Coal Operators to Meet. 
Orrumwa, Ia., July 2.—[Special ]—The 
coal operators of Southern Iowa will meet in 
this city July 15, to discuss the business, ad- 
just rates as far as possible, and arrive at an 
understanding on various matters pertaining 
to coal mining.

During the Season He Takes His Place in 
the Box Office of a Kansas City Theater,

Some of the irrev- 
erent advance agents say that Prince is a 
regular con man, and that he has learned 
the trick from his master. „ 

One of the first traits peculiar to Prince“ 
that attracted attention was his distinguishing 
of colors. Treasurer Cooley lives in the south- 
ern part of the city,on the Summit street line 
of cars, which are yellow in color. Two other 
car lines run past the theater, one of which is 
blue and the other red. Whenever Prince“ 
sees his master getting ready to go home, 
he rushes out in front of the theater 
and sits there waiting for a car. He 
lets the red and blue cars go past him, and 
jumps aboard the first yellow car that comes 
along. At first Prince's“ acquaintances 
were inclined to doubt the genuineness of his 
knowledge of colors and he was put to many 
tests, but he invariably came off triumphant.

“Prince” didn’t take kindly to these 
slurs on his character, and, though he had 
never before been known to disturb anything 
hanging on the walls, he began to tear these 
placards down. It was then that a new 
mania was cultivated in him. Prince had 
always been fond of sweets, and one of his 
old friends, in order to ingratiate himself 
again, began to bring him lumps of sugar.

WONG CHUNG TAKES POISON. 


Discouraged Because His Sight Falled a 


Chinaman Commits Suicide, 

Wong Chung, a Chinese patient at the Eye 
and Ear Infirmary, No. 227 West Adams 
street, was found dead in his bed by the at- 
tendants yesterday morning. Suicide by poi- 
son was the cause of his death. The kind of 
poison he took or how he obtained it is not 


known. 

Before he took the poison he washed him- 
self and then attired himself in a clean suit of 
Chinese clothes. When found he lay in the cen- 
ter of his cot with his hands folded over his 
chest, all ready to be placed in his coffin. He was 
22 years old, and came to Chicago two weeks 
ago from Helena, Mont. He was little known 
among the Chinese of Chicago, though he had 
a cousin connected with the Quong on Chong 
company, No. 317 Clark street. 

„His mind was too small,“ said Wong Kee, 
his cousin, last night, and he did not know 
enough to care for himself. If he had come 
to us, as he would have done had his mind 
been all right, we would have taken him to 
Yee Sick, our physician, who would have cured 
him. His eyes were bad and the pain made 
him foolish. He went to the hospital and had 
the doctors cut his eyes. He became blind. 
He told some of the China boys who called to 
see him that he intended to kill himself. But 
we willigive him a good funeral, and bury him 
in the Chinese lot at Rosehill. The funeral 
will take place at 1 o’clock today.“

He 
has not been sentenced. The case will be 
taken to the Supreme Court.

Isabella took pleasure in increasing the 
number of her vassals that she might possess 
a dominion over human souls, whereby to 
swell tne ranks of true believers on earth and 
of the elect in heaven, Ferdinand took pleas- 
ure likewise in the growth of the church and of 
Christianity, but above such religious gratifi- 
cation he.set the satisfaction born of domina- 
tion and conquest. Daughter of a learned 
king, and of an English mother who died be- 
reft of reason, Isabella had a clear perception 
of ideas and lived in a ceaseless state of ex- 
altation Son of that quarrelsome and wily 
king John II. of Aragon, and of a mother of 
masculine and ambitious nature, Ferdinand 
inherited on the parental side a mixture of 
political and warlike temperaments, and on 
the maternal that incredible ambition which 
led him to add to his royal house and to his 
native country by conquest and by a. 

The two founded the Inquisition; Ferdi- 
nand for political reasons, Isabella for, — 
ious ends. Both were conquerors; Isabella 
gained Granada for her Castile, and Ferdinand, 
Navarre forhis Aragon. The conquest of Gra- 
nada reads like some book of chivalry, the 
conquest of Navarre like a chapter of Ma- 
chiavelli. By the one achievement Isabella 
expelled the Moors, and by the other Fer- 
dinand drove the French from our peninsula. 

As a natural consequence of their different 
temperaments Isabella and Ferdinand each 
dealt with Columbus as their several natures 
prompted; the Queen ever enthusiastic, the 
King, as usual, cautious, guarded, ¢tafty, and- 
reserved. He computed the cost of the enter 
prise and the returns it might yield; she 
thought only of spreading the dominions of 
her idolized Castile and winning souls to 
Christianity. 


The Georgia Melon Crop. 

South Georgia melon shipments are now mov- 
ing freely, but the stock is inferior, being much 
smaller in size on accountof the severe drought 
which has prevailed for nearly ten weeks. The 
average up to date is only eighteen to nineteen 
pounds, while in the past seasons it has run from 
twenty-three to twenty-five pounds, Another 
calamity which has overtaken the melon crop 1s 
“blight.” A large grower tas lost fully 2 per 
cent of his crop from this cause alone, and some 
melon fields are now planted in corn and cotton. 

It is safe to say that Georgia shipments this year 
will not exceed one-half of last year's crop. A 
large proportion of the shipments thus far have 
been eagerly taken by buyers as soon as loa 
2 pecs ranging from $150 to $200 per carload of

the melon beit, isnow loading about fifteen cars 
per day. The receipts next week are expected to 
run about thirty cars per day and then we may 
expect better fruit and somewhat lower prices.— 
Atlanta Constitution.

After speak- 
ing of the first pointsseen in European cities, 
Mr. Head notes the fact that in approach- 
ing Chicago the conspicuous objects are the 
massive temples of trade and commerce, the 
vast warehouses for the storage of grain, the 
lofty office buildings, or the great Audi- 
torium, where even the most superb. tem- 
ple of the Muses and Graces which the world 
has seen, in its hotel and office annex, is made 
vo subserve the purposes of commerce. The 
contrast is thus striking ana significant, illus- 
trating the fact that in the first development 
of acityy asin an individual, business tran- 
scends in importance the questions of religion 
and art. We are taught that the body is of 
small importance as compared with the mind 
and the soul, yet the body is far more clamor- 
ous in its demands; and, as neither a states- 
man, a seer, poet, nor a human soul can be 
satisfactorily matured without a body, ma- 
teria] wants must first be met. 

“Chicago is a city of magnificent dis- 
tances, its extreme length, north and south, 
along the shore of Lake. Michigan, being 
twenty-four miles, and its width varying from 
five to ten miles. The heart of Chicago, how- 
ever, by which is meant its business center, is 
comprised in an area something over half a 
mile square, extending from the main Chi- 
cago River south as far as Harrison street, and 
from Michigan avenue west to the south 
brauch of the river. The city thus stands 
in striking and absolute contrast to the sym- 
pathetic and sentimental Mrs. Skewton, who, 
as the readers of Dickens will remember, her- 
self admitted that she was all heart.’ Con- 
sidered, however, in reference to its accessi- 
bility by water and by land to all the princi- 
pal lines of transportation, the heart of Chi- 
cago, like that of the martyred Lincoln, is 
unquestionably in the right place. 

As is the dase in most large cities the dif- 
ferent classes of business tend to segregate 
and to concentrate in certain localities. Com- 
mencing at the northend of the business dis- 
trict, South Water street, which 1s to most. of 
the people of Chicago, as well as to the 
strangers within her gates, a veritable terra 
incognita, extends across the Msiness district 
along the side of and parallel with the river. 
This street is almost entirely given over to the 
sale of fruits, garden, aud farm produce. 
These products arrive in the city partly by 
team from the market gardens in the vicinity, 
but more largely by rail and water, and are 
delivered to the hundred or two small stores 
on both sides of South Water street. This 
street is about half a mile in length, and is 
at all hours a most interesting and pictur- 
esque pandemonium. The sidewalks aré 
packed with boxes and barrels, among which 
thousands of people elbow their several ways, 
and the street is so filled with teams that one 
wonders how any can ever be extricated. 
There are thousands of small markets and 

rocery houses in all parts of the city, and 

rom each of these places come express 
wagons from morning until night to distrib- 
ute throughout the city the South Water 
street wares: Of perishable’ fruits and 


vegetables nearly all received in the 
morning are sold during the day. 
On this street may be seen the 


wholesale banana houses, a wholesale house 
in this line indicating that nothing smaller 
than a cluster is sold. The dealers in oranges, 
in spring chickens of all ages, in cheese and 
watermelons, in onions and asparagus, in po- 
tatoes and cucumbers, in game of all varieties 
in season and out of season, in strawberrics 
and string beans, in turnips, turkeys, and to- 
matoes, in butter of all grades, from delicious 
freshness to extraordinary power, in eggs old 
and young, in artichokes, celery, and pineap- 
ples, in peanuts and popcorn—here traffic side 
by side in interminable confusion and endless 
hurly-burly. ~ 

“ The traders on South Water street, in ad- 
dition to supplying the million and one-half 
people in Chicago and its suburbs with their 
fruit, garden, poultry, and dairy products, 
supply at least as many more in the outlying 
towns, sending the early products of the South 
as far west aud north as 9 —.— and Fünnipag. 
and in like manner distributing northern prod- 
ucts throughout the territory between Chi- 
cago and the Gulf of Mexico. Over 15,000 car- 
loads of California products alune were last 
year distributed from this tumultuous center. 
Forty or fifty carloads of bananas are not an 
unusual daily delivery, and on one gala day 
a year or two ago, 140,000 half 
bushel cases, each containing sixteen theor- 
etical quart) boxes of strawberries, were re- 
ceived. The word ‘theoretical’ is advisedly 
used,—the familiar claret bottle of Dr. 
Holmes, which harbored in its roseate bosom 
‘a dimple which would hold your fist,’ being 
fairly distanced by the quart berrv box of to- 
day. In addition, too, to supplying from this 
point the wants of the territory indicated, 
each of the five great trunk lines between Chi- 
cago and the seaboerd sends eastward a daily 
train of refrigerator cars, loaded with poultry, 
eggs. butter, fruit, and other perishable 
products, for New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
and intermediate points, from this same 
crowded thoroughfare. 

„The office district commences at Randolph 
street, the next street south of Lake, and 
extends southward to Harrison street, occu- 

ying a large proportion of the frontage on 

earborn, Clark, and La Salle streets. The 
territory between Dearborn street and 
Michigan avenue is largely occupied 
by retail dry-goods merchants and 
dealers in fancy articles of merchan- 
dise. West of the office district are the whule- 
sale merchants of various kinds, although the 
whulesale grocers are largely upon Michigan 
and Wabash avenues between South Water 
and Washington streets, aud the wholesale 
millinery establishmentsupon Wabash avenue 
south of Washington street. ; 
O In the district described are over 1,200 tall 
chimneys and over 2,000 steam boilers. A 
large wholesale house or office building con- 
sumes for heating purposes and the run- 
ning of its elevoturs as much steam power 
as a large factory, and in the small business 
center of Chicago nearly 1,000,000 tons of 
coal are annually burned. Bituminous coal 
is sold at about one-third the price of anthra- 
cite, which makes its use absolutely impera- 
tive, and the careless methods of burning this 
fuel have given to the city an atmosphere 
rich in unconsumed carbon, and suggestive 
Vigorous 


nuisance, and the workers in the business dis- 
tricts cherish fond hopes of occasional 
glimpses of the sun itself in the near future. 
„The most noticeable feature of the heart 
of Chicago is its size. The business of this 
city, covering an area of 181 square miles, is 
substantially all done or managed in an area 
something less than 3,500 feet square. The 
city has some thirty large banking establish- 
ments, nearly all of which would be emraced 
in a circle. with a radius of 900 feet. 
Within this circle, too, would be included 
the principal office buildings. The con- 
centration of business into so small 
an area has its advantage in convenience 
of communication,, which seems thus far 
sufficient to prevent its spreading to any con- 
siderable extent to other parts of the city. 
This concentration, however, leads to exces- 
sive crowding of the streets and sidewalks 
amounting to a serious hindrance to travel. 
Compared with many of the busiest Chicago 


streets, the most crowded avenues of 
New York or Boston are me- 
gerly peopled and those of Philadel- 


phi dre a desert waste. John . Phenix 
describes a densely packed crowd on the San 
Francisco wharves to witness the departure of 
the mai) steamer, and mentions that much 
suffering was caused by the passing of heavily 
loaded drays on the heads of the people. 
Should the crowd in the Chicago streets in- 
crease for the next few years as in the past, 
this human pavement of the chief thorvugh- 
fares may be a necessity, thus doubling their 
capacity. 

“After the great fire the city ordinances for 
a time practically prohibited the erection of 
buildings ex ing four or five stories in 
height, ana the business district. was largely 
covered with structures of this class. The 
idea underlying the building laws was that no 
building shoulg be so high as to be beyond 
easy re of the apphances for the extin- 
guishment of fires. n the erection of fire- 
buildings was commenced, greater

ints ship large amounts of grain, yet the 
ulk of this grain is owned and marketed by 
Chicago men and Chicago capital. Omaha, 
Kansas City, and several other Western towns 
have vast establishments for the curing and 
packing of meats, yet thése establishments are 
owned in Chicago, and their products are 
marketed from that point. 

„ Chicago is now and always has been a 
city of, young men. Even now, when the 
city has ita semi-centennial, very few 
of ita active men of affairs are past middle 
life. In an article of this character it would 
perhaps be unwise to speak largely of in- 
stances of individual enterprise, but a few 
typical cases may be mentioned where large 
success has been achieved by wise manage- 
ment in different lines of trade carried for- 
ward in the heart of the city.“ 

Mr. Head instances Potter Palmer, Mar- 
shall Field, George M. Pullman, and Philip 
D. Armour as four typical citizens who have 
a fitting place in an article on ‘*The Heart of 
Chicago,” since they are not merely among 
its most successful and widely known men of 
atfairs, but they have also erected within its 
border many of its finest buildi The 
wholesale warehouse of Marshall Field, cover- 
ing an entire square, was built by Richardson, 
and is the finest building of its kind in Amer- 
ica, while the Pullman Building was the first 
of the model office structures of the city. 

„The successful business-men of Chicago 
are, too, as a rule, men of great public spirit, 
active iu the duties of citizenship and en- 
thusiastic in their belief in the future of the 
All enterprises of public or charitable 
nature aimed at the upbuilding or develop- 
ment of the city teceive from them a cordial 
and generous support, New York possesses 
immeasurably greater accumulated weaith 
than Chicago, havi garnered, doubtiess, 
a greater number of dollar than Chicago has 
cents; yet it is easier, in behalf of a public 
measure for the good or glory of the to 
rais® dollars in Chicago than cents in New 
York. There is in Chicago almost no inher- 
ited wealth, The capital is thus far largely in 
the hands of those who have accumulated it, 
and they seem to realize that the city and its 
marvelous growth and opportunities have 
been factors in their success, and are 
willing to recognize their public obligations. 
The Armour Mission, with its kindergarten, 
manual training, and other schools, wherein 
thousands of. waifs.have been taught the pos- 
sibility of a higher and better life and fitted 
for its attainment, with its ample endowment 
for future-work, will doubtless preserve the 
memory of its founder long after his wonder- 
fn Fae tg achievements have been for- 
gotten. The new University of Chicago, the 
endowment of which has been so munifieently 
commenced by Mr. Rockefeller, has for its 
site a large and valuable tract of land donated 
by Mr. Field, while the hand and purse of 
Mr. Pullman are ever open for every worthy 
cause, 

‘** The owner of inherited wealth, as a rule, 
feels less strongly than the worker his duties 
to the State, but even to this rule Chicago af- 
fords some shining exceptions. The names of 
Peck, McCormick, Hutchinson, and Ryerson 
recall to us young men inheriting ample fort- 
unes, who in older communities might have 
been fops and idlers; but who in this atmos- 
phere 72 and abounding life are 
among the most public-spirited citizens, act- 
ing upon the theory that relief from the neces- 
sity of labor entails upon them the obligation 
to devote time and energy to the promotion 
of the public ; 

The architecture of the business center of 
Chicago is not of especial excellence. The 
building of twenty years ago was of thick and 


substantial walls and deep-set windows, the 


interior necessarily’ somewhat dark and 
gloomy. The later idea is to make the walls 
as thin as is consistent with safety, the win- 
dows large and numerous, and the interior as 
light airy as possible. 

The concentration of the city’s business 
into so small an area has enormously in- 
creased the value of real estate in this favored 
locality. Lots upon the business streets are 
usually from 100 to 150 feet in depth, and, as 
a rule, prices are fixed by the front foot rather 
than by the square foot, as is the usage in 
some of our Eastern cities. It is but a few 
years since the first sale of land at $1,000 per 
front foot was recorded. and the most hopeful 
of our real-estate dealers conceded 
the price was excessive and that it would 
be long before this valuation would be ex- 
ceeded ; but within the last two years several 
sales and leases have been made based upon 
a valuation as high as $10,000 per front 
foot; and even at this valuation it is 
claimed that the property when im- 
proved with the best style of lofty office 
or mercantile building will earn a reason- 
able interest upon its cost. High rentals 
would seem to be a serious drawback in lines 
of business open to general: competition; yet 
merchants appear to find it to their alvantage 
to pay the extravagant rents necessitated by 
the high price of central property rather than 
to remove to 2 commodious quarters 
half a mile distänt at one-tenth the annual 
rental. One reason of this may be that all 
the 400 miles of intramural lines of transpor- 
tation, in the way of horse-car, cable, and 
elevated roads, terminate in the business 
center of the city, and thus bring the custom- 
ers of the merchants from all parts of the 
city to their very doors. 

In construction no deep basements or 
subcellars are practicable, as the city is built 
upon land but a few feet above the level of 
Lake Michigan. It stands upon a bed of clay 
of varying-thickness and density. which is a 
most unsatisfactory material upon which to 
place foundations, The best method yet de- 
vised is to cover substantially the whole 
area. of the building with pads of steel 
and cement. Steel rails are placed parallel 
with each other and six or eight inches 
apart, the spaces between them filled with 
cement, another similar course placed above 
these and at right angles to the first, and so on 
for four or five courses. Buildings upon this 
foundation settle but little and settle uniform- 
ly, so that no damage is done to the walls. 
The method used elsewhere in swampy loca- 
tions, of driving pile foundations, has not 
been satisfactory in Chicago. The Govern- 


ment Building for the . Postoffice and 
Federal courts is built upon piles, 
and while it has been completed 
for many yea is constantly settling, 


and its absulute collapse seems imminent. 
locai statistician of unchallenged accuracy 
has computed that, at its present rate of travel 
toward China, the highest point of the roof 
will, in sixty years, be forty feet below the 
level of Lake Michigan, which would necessi- 
tate the eraployment of submarine divers for 
the entire clerical force of the Postoffice and 
the removal of the Federal courts to other 
quarters, except during the trial of cases in 
admiralty. * 

But few even of tus latest office buildings 
have any architectural features of excellence, 
the effort being to get the greatest possible 
amount of room in a given area, so that many 
of the lofty buildings are as unpicturesque as 
a dry-goods box pierced with holes for win- 
dows. The Women’s Temple, however, which 
was the latest work of Mr. John W. t, an 
architect of brilliant promise, whose early 
death was a public calamity, the great Audi- 
torium, the Venetian Building, and the Ma- 
sonic Temple are exceptions to the general 
monotony, and examples of possibly 
the best results achieved in buildi 
of this class. sky-scraping build- 
ings aré now almost entirely of steel 
construction, the spaces between the thor- 
oughly braced steel framework being filled 
with hollow tiles, and the -inner partitions 
made from the same material. This style of 
building is much less weighty than those con- 
structed of solid masonry, a building twelve 
stories high carrying no greater weight on its 
foundation than a brick or stone building of 
seven or eight stories, This method of con- 
struction is new, and the world is waiting for 
an architect who will design a building of this 
class which will happily illustrate its method 
of construction, . vad „ idea being to 
simulate in these | andé airy buildings the 
massive mason w of earlier days.

Well Placed by “Snapper” Garrison His 


Victory an Easy2One—Corduroy Lands 


the Second Half of the Double Event— 
The Other Coney Island Winners Were: 
Key West, Cynosnre, Atlanta, and Snow- 
ball—Gloucester Racing Results—Trot- 
ting at Gartford and Syracuse. 

New York, July 2.—[Special]—The spring 
meeting ofthe Coney Island Jockey club 
ended to-day, the Realization Stakes, for 3- 
* year-olds, being the great event of the card. 
It was won by Tammany, who plainly showed 
that the estimate of his trainer, Matt Byrnes, 
that he was as good a colt as Salvator was not 
far wrong. He won in a commoncanter, with 
the Western colt, The Pepper, second 
and Patron third. Tammany and 
Victory divided favoritism at 26 to 1 
each, The Pepper being heavily backed at 34 
to 1, while 10 to 1 was an offer against Patron, 
12 to l against Charade, 20 to 1 against Shell- 
bark, 30 to lagainst Entre and Greenwich, 
and 50 to 1 against Roller. There was little 
time wasted as soon as they were in the hands 
of the starter, At the second attempt they 
were dispatched to an excellent send off. 


‘Shellbark at once went to the front, fol- 


lowed by Entre, Roller, Greenwich. 
Charade, and The Pepper, with Tammany 
bringing up the rear. They ran much 


in this order until three-quarters of a mile had 


been negotiated when The Pepper assumed 
command, Half-way down the back-stretch 
he had as much as four lengths to his advan- 
tage, Shellbark and Victory being his closest 
attendants, with Patron most prominent of 
the others.

WALTER RALEIGH’S HOUSE FOR SALE. 


A Residence of Great Historic Interest Is 
on the Market. 

A fine old Elizabethan house of great his- 

toric interest can be bought by any man with 

a fancy for antiquities who has enough ready 

money in his pocket. There is nothing ordi- 

nary or prosaic about the house in question. 


It is nothing more nor less than the residence 
in Ireland of Sir Walter Raleigh. | 

It was built by the great navigator in 1588, 
upon part of a large allotment of land granted 
to him for services in putting down the Des- 
mond revolt. The house is situated in 
Youghal, in the County of Cork. 

It is impossible to tell how long the restless 
adventurer settled in this quiet retreat. He 
was Mayor of Youghal for two years, aud he 
was certainly visited by his friend Speuser in 
this his Irish home. In this spot,“ writes

In the garden there isa group of four aged 
yew trees, which tradition states to have been 
planted by Raleigh. There he has many a

vain search of which he sacrificed his fortune,

The grounds appear to be remarkable for 
the luxurious growth of myrtles. bays, arbutus, 
and other exotics, Some of the myrtles, from 
which the place received its name, exceed 
twenty feet in height. Here the first potatoes 
ever planted in Ireland were grown, and 
also the first tobacco plant imported py 
Raleigh. Every one knows the story of the 
servant maid who cy ty a pail of water over 
her master, thinking him to be on fire. What- 
ever truth there may be in the tradition there 
can be no doubt that the first pipe of tobacco 
lit in Ireland was smoked here. house 
will thus be seen to be of unique historic in- 
terest, and it is to be hoped that it may fall 
into the hands of an owner who will-deal care- 
fully with it. The last proprietor was the late 
Sir John Pope Hennessy, whose widow is the 
present tenant. :

ECONOMIC GAS GOMPANY ASKS FOR 
| SUNDRY PERMITS.

Despite the Fact That Its Franchise Has 
Been Declared forfeited the Corpora- 
tion Appeals to Commissioner Aldrich 
tor Permission to Make Halt the Thor- 
oughfares in the City Impassable—A 
Few Words of Explanation—Fall Text 
of the Petition. ‘ 

Here is richness! Some days ago Commis- 
sioner Aldrich received the communication 
from the President of the: Economic Gas com- 
pany given herewith. It speaks for itself. 

But a word of explanation about the gas 
corporation may be necessary. It was granted 


an ordinance by the boodle Council over a 


year ago. That boodle methods were em- 
ployed to pass it is accepted as true and is 
hardly denied by the interested parties, The 
Aldermen passed it over the Mayor’s veto und 
the money paid Ald. Roth for his vote on that 
occasion is now in the keeping of the or of 
a morning paper, having been handed over by 


_Roth. 


Five or six miles of pipe were laid under the 
ordinance. The work began to lag, and soon 
it was known that the Economic company had 
been gobbled up by the Chicago Gas company, 
alias the gas trust. 

Last winter, when this fact was established, 
resolutions were adopted by the Council on 
the motion of Ald, Kerr declaring. that the 
franchise of the company had been forfeited 
because the provision against combination to 
prevent competition had been violated. The 
Commissioner of Public Works was at the 
same time directed to seize the pipes of the 
company already laid and to prevent the lay- 
ing of any more. The Commissioner has 
obeyed the orders of the Council. Now 
comes the company with this request to tear 
up the streets wholesale. Here is the full

posed of the foremost playwriters of today 
who stand ready and willing to say bravo“ 
to any courageous writer who shows an in- 
clination to depart from the old, well-beaten 
path and produce a work in which realism and 
truth are the foremost elements. 

Mr. Garland’s success as a writer has been 
marked, and his opinions in dramatic art are 
considered among the best. Just at present 
he is interested in the new play, “ Margaret 
Fleming.“ which is shortly to be brought out 
by Mr. and Mrs. Herne at McVicker’s. He 
says he is not alone in his judgment of Mr. 
Herne’s ability, but that his opinions are car- 
ried out by thove of W. D. Howells, Bronson 
Howard, A. M. Palmer, and others. It is the 
human quality in Herne’s work that he con- 
siders particularly strong; and in this respect 
he is inclined to rank the best of Herne’s 
dramas with Bjérnsen’s “ Bankrupt” and 
Suderman's Honor.“ 

In“ Drifting Apart, one of Herne's older 
dramas, Mr. Garland finds an illustration of 
his ideas of sincerity. In discussing the ques- 


tion he said: 

It was the first play containing uncon- 
scious humor that I had ever seen. Let me 
illustrate: In life nine-tenths of the people 
who are funny are not funny to themselves. 


They are unconscious of the effects on the 
spectator, and attempts to be funny would 
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in failure. Yet almost 
| funny plays which are called 
studies of life are full of this 
kind of effectism. Josh Whitcomb pours out 
a stream of ‘endman’ witticisms and al- 
manac jokes that may be funny, but they are 
absurdly untrue when taken to be the output of 
a New England farmer.“ 

Mr. Garland is as much a realist in his 
views of the drama as of the novel. He in- 
sists that there is no possibility of keeping 
them long separated in artistic purpose, The 
successes of Alabama, “The Lost Para- 
dise,’’ “ A Modern Match,” „Margaret Flem- 
ing, and Uncle Nat,“ in his opinion, point 
out the inevitable trend of the high grade 
drama. It must approximate the novel in 
truth. 

In his lectures on the drama Mr. Garland 
has pointed out three great principles: First, 
to interest the audience; second, to adjust the 
story to the limitations of space and time: 
third, to be true to self and the life that is be- 
ing depicted, These principles, according to 
his judgment, tend to do away with the ab- 
surd involutions, plots, subplots, villains, 
and distressed inaidens, He has one predic- 
tion: 

Look to see the drama rise to the 
plane of the modern novel, and I 3 that 
works like Alabama,“ Margaret leming,’ 
Col. Carter,’ and A Modern Match are in- 
dications of the change. 


LOW RATES CHICAGO TO NEW YORK. 


Competition for the Christian Endeavor 
Society’s Business— Other Railway News. 
The demoralization in passenger rates be- 

tween Chicago aud New York, caused by 
undue competition for the business of the 
Christian Endeavot’Societ:, is the worst ever 
known. The Petinsyivania and Vanderbilt 
lines are selling tickets between Chicago and 
New York at $18 forthe round trip without 
any limit as to their expiration. The other 
Chicago-New York lines are making a rate 
of $16 for the round trip. The Western roads 
are simply adopting the rates of the Eastern 
roads for basing purposes, but are using ex- 
tended limits and apply the same through 
other gateways than , Mississippi River 
points. | 

The estimated gross earnings of the entire 
system of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific railway company, both east and west of 
the Missouri River, for June, 1892, are $1,470,- 
910; increase as compared with estimated 
earnings June, 1891, of $183,217. This is far 
better than other Western roads have done for 
the month of June, 

The Pennsylvania railroad has taken a new 
departure by establishmg a European agency 
under the management of a general officer at 
London, England. James L. Taylor, hereto- 
fore General Passenger and Ticket Agent of 
the Richmond Terminal company, has been 
appointed General European Agent of the 
Pennsylvania. Mr, Taylor is one of the 
ablest and best known passenger officers in 
this country and was prominently mentioned 
for Chairman of the Western assenger As- 
sociation. In his new capacity he will be of 
great value to the Pennsylvania, especially 

uring the World’s Fair. 

C. F. Smurr of the Southern Pacific com- 
pany has issued a circular to shippers, agents, 
and connecting lines, announcing that his 
com pany does not undertake the refrigeration 
of fruit or vegetables during transportation 
over its lines. Refrigerator cars containing 
fruit or vegetables are not iced by the South- 
ern Pacific company, whether in its thrcugh or 
local traffic, and such shipments should be made 
only by arrangement with and under the su- 
pervision of refrigerator car companies hav- 
ing traffic contracts for operation of their cars 
on the company’s lines;-under which con- 
tracts they relieve the Southern Pacific com- 
pany from responsibility for icing or other 
attention to refrigeration of the cars. 


JUDGE GRESHAM’S BROTHER IS DEAD. 


He Served Through Two Wars with Dis- 
tinction and Died from Battle Wounds, 
Col. Benjamin Gresham, Judge Walter Q. 

Gresham’s eldest brother, died late Friday 

night on a farm near Lanesville, Harrison 

County, Ind. Col, Gresham died of a com- 

plication of diseases of the liver and stomach, 

primarily caused by seven wounds he received 
in the late war, in which he served with dis- 
tinction. Col. Gresham was 67 years of age. 

The funeral will be held in Lamnesville today. 
Benjamin Gresham was born in Harrison 

County, Ind., where he resided on a farm 
practically all nis life. He served through 
the Mexican war, and entered the Union army 
in the Civil War as a Lieutenant in the Sev- 
enth Indiana Cavalry. He was badly wound- 
edinthe hip and stomach at the battle of 
Nashville, and at Chancellorsville was almost 
clubbed to death while engaged in a hand-to- 
hand struggle with a Rebel soldier. He was 
mustered ont a Lieutenant-Colonel when the 
war ended. He leaves a widow and several 
grown up children.

TREASURER OF THE MADISON 
STREET OPERA-HOUSE MISSING. 


Charles W. Roberts, Alias William Holton, 


Leaves an Empty Safe and a Shortage 
of $800 to $1,400—He Also Leaves His 
Wife and Is Thought to Have Gone 
East—Women and Wine Said to Have 
Caused His Fall—Sam T. Jack Takes His 
Loss Philosophically. 
Charles W. Roberts, whose real name 18 
Wiliam Holton, the Treasurer of the Madi- 
son Street Opera- 
House, has disappeared, 
and with him $800 to 
$1,400 of the money in- 
trusted to his keeping. 
His wife says that he is 
insane. Women and 
drink, it is said, have 
caused his downfall. 
He was last seen with 
a well-known woman 
/ YY in this city, and rumor 
has it that the Treas- 
urer has deserted his

wife and left for the 


East. Roberts has held 
o. W. ROBERTS. the position of Treas- 
urer of the Madison Street Opera-House sinoe 
last fall. At that time he was given em- 
ployment by Hannah & Hogg, the owners 
of the theater. Jan. 1 the manage- 
ment changed hands, and Sam T. Jack, 
the present manager, became the owner. The 
former owners had reposed the utmost confi- 
dence in their Treasurer. His accounts with 
them, they say, were always as straight asa 
string. When Mr. Jack took charge Roberts 
was retained owing to his past record. He 
was the only person about the theater who 
knew the combination of the safe. 

At 10 o’clock Thursday morning he left the 
office, ostensibly to pay some bills. He had 
with him about $1,000. From the moment 
he stepped out of the box-office to the present 
time nothing has been heard of his where- 
abouts, 

The missing Treasurer enjoyed the impli cit 
contidence of his employer. For three days 
Mr. Jack awaited his return. Yesterday he 
had given up all hope and called in experts to 
open the safe. As nobody knew the combina- 
tion the safe door had to be drilled. When 
the doors were thrown open the cash-box was 
found empty. The management inspected 
the books, but they had not been posted for 
two weeks, Numerous bills, which should 
have been liquidated weekly and which the 
management supposed had been paid, were 
also discovered. 

Accounts Are Mixed, 

Sam T. Jack was seen yesterday afternoon. 
He takes a philosophical view of his loss. 

»The books,“ he said, are in such a shape 
that Iam unable to exactly state the amount 
of money missing. The shortage will in all 
probability amount to $800, but it may reach 
as high as $1,400,”’ 

Mr. Jack did not desire to say much about 
his Treasurer. He has taken no steps to re- 
cover the missing money or to find the miss- 
ing man. He regrets his loss, but his sympa- 


thy is with the Treasurer’s wife, who appears 


to feel keenly the disgrace brought upon her 
by her husband. 

Mrs. Roberts visited the box-office yester- 
day afternoon. She called for a picture which 
her husband had hung on the wall there. 

1 only am sorry that this thing has 
brought about so much notoriety,” she said. 
No, I have nothing to say against my hus- 
band. I tried hard to. economize and we 
never had any quarrel except when he would 

t intoxicated. But that was not often. 

ve talked to him time and time again and 
have entreated him to stop drinking. I have 
heard that he was out carousing with some 
circus men and I 2 — he is on a spree. I 
cannot account for his actions except that he 
is insane. He often came home and told me 
he knew that he would go crazy some day.”’ 

Mrs. Roberts lives at No. 363 West Madison 
street. She is but 25 years old, while her hus- 
band is 26 years her senior. She has been 
married six years. They have no children, 

Paid Attention to Women, 

„Roberts had been lately paying attention 
to too many women,“ said Press Agent 
Michael O’Neil läst night. Their calls be- 
came 80 frequent at the theater that we were 
finally compelled to forbid them enter- 
ing the box-office. One of ourmen has just 
told me that the woman with whom it is sup- 
posed Roberts left the city called at the box- 
office Wednesday, and, putting her face close 
to the opening of the window, said, ‘Are you 
ready?’ Mr. Roberts warned her to say noth- 
ing. and she left immediately. A short time 
afterward Roberts went away and that was 


the last we saw of him. 


He is one of the best-known theatrical 
men in the country. Hetraveled with Rich- 
ard Mansfield for several years, was with Hav- 
erly’s Minstrels, and with several other com- 
panies on the stage.“ 

By the death of his father, Roberts fell heir 
to one-third of $208,000 and his share of the 
money, it is claimed, was paid him. Soon 
after the division he remarked to a friend in 
the box-office: ‘“‘ Will this fortune turn my 
brain? Well, I guess not. I'll sell tickets 
right along here as if I was still a poor man.”

Chicago off the rocks at Kinsale last night 
would have been attended with a most fright- 
ful result, and it is only due to the moderation 
_of the elements that no loss of life is to be 
recorded, for all_the circumstances point to 


‘ the possibility of an appalling disaster in less | 


favorable weather. . 

It was a bedraggled-looking crowd of pas- 
| sengers who arrived at Queenstown this aft- 
„  ernoon. They had undergone all the tortures 

of agonizing suspense and had more than 
ones believed themselves doomed to destruc- 
tion. As it is, their escape seems almost 
miraculous. ‘The danger in sinking on board 
ship was not half so terrible as the perils 
which resulted from what may be called the 
panic-stricken management of those in charge 
of the ship. The passengers are being cared 
for by the agents ot the Inman line. They 
are outspoken and forcible in their criticisms 
of the manner in which they were left almost 
to shift for. themselves. 

Among the first that reached Cork today 
was Prof. Cameron of Princetop Univefsity. 
He was accumpanied by Bayard Stockton, the 
. Prosecutor of the Court of Pleas in Mercer 
County, N. J., his family and the two Misses 
of New York. Their experience reads 
like aleaf out of Mr. Stevenson’s or Dr. Clark 
Russell’s most sensational ocean tale. Prof. 

Cameron's story is given in his own words: 

: Story Related by a Passenger. 
n We ran into a fog off the Fastnet about 
5 o’clock Friday afternoon. It is not necessary

Further advices from the scene of the

the anchor cables pass, down to the forefoot is 
completely gone. 

The agent here of Lloyds thinks that the 
steamer is pivoted on the rock just below the 
funnel. He says there are nine fathoms of 
water from the funnel aft. Quite a swell is 
on and the ship is working. This is bad, for 
its moving on the rock will cause its bottom 
to be torn out. The agent thinks no attempt 
will be made to float the steamer until power- 
ful pumping gear is sent to it. Its own pumps 
would not keep it free, and itis a safer plan 
let it remain where it is for the present.

}BISMARCK’S ENEMIRS WOULD 


HAVE HIM DEALT WITH. 


They Cali on the Government to Take Ac- 
tion Against Him for His Recent Utter- 
ances—He Maintains Silence on the 
Emperor and Chancellor von Caprivi 
Five Aharchists on Trial—No Military 
Band at the World's Fair—Mrs, W. W. 
Sewull in Berlin,

Beruiy, July 2.—Prince Bismarck has been 
assiduously entreated at Kissingen to dilate 
further on the Emperor and Chancellor Von 
Caprivi, He maintains, however, absolute 
silence, except to categoricaliy deny having 
attacked the Emperor. His special organs, 
the West- Deutsch Allgemeine Zeitung, the 
Munich Allgemeine Zeitung, and the Ham- 
burger Nachrichten, have also become reti- 
cent. The Hamburger Nachrichten for days 
past has not made the slightest reference to 
the situation. This silence does not mean 
cessation of the agitation. The parties are 
quietly excited and are arranging themselves 
for or against Prince Bismarck. 

‘The leaders of the National Liberals, though 
disapproving of the Prince’s recent, utter- 
ances, are ready to resent. any interference 
with him and to oppose the government if it 
ventures upon 4 prosecution, A strong sec- 
tion of the Conservatives are in a similar 
mood, 4 

On the other hand, the Freisinnige party and 
the Center party want the government to take 
immediate action against the Prince. Ata 
meeting of the Center party the speakers de- 
clared that revelations made by Prince Bis- 
marck verged upon high treason and that he 
ought to be tried for the offense. They de- 
nounced him as seeking to embroil Europe, 
in order to avenge himself on the Emperor 
and Chancellor Von Caprivi, and as compro- 
mising peace while giving vent to his ill- 
humor. | 

Time to End the Toleration. 

The Frankfort Zeitung, a Liberal organ, 
urges that it is'time to end the toleration the 
government has accorded Prince Bismarck. 
The Ministers, it says, should accept the chal- 
lenge he-has offered. They will need allies, 


but the struggle will enable the government 


to distinguish between its friends and its 


-enemies. | 


Despite thé encouragement from the Rad- 
icals and members of the center party the 
government is irresolute over the prosecution. 
The official opinion is that if the Prince re- 
news his attack, prosecution will be inevitable 
and prompt. 

In the meantime, Prince Bismarck is en- 
joying repose after his triumphal progress, 
and his presence at Kissingen bas drawn 
crowds to that place. He resides in a villa be- 
longing to the Bavarian Government, to which 
are attached spacious grounds and a garden 
along the River Saale. He has-a guard of Ba- 
varian soldiers, who have been specially de- 
tailed to honor him. A carriage and horses 
kor his use have been sent by the Prince 
Regent of Bavaria. Every night a 
band plays in front of the villa 
and during its performances the Prince, smok- 
ing a long pipe, can be generally seen at a 
window listening. He treats the members of 


the band at intervals with copious draughts of 


beer and hobnobs with the bandmaster over 
wine and cigars. The crowd greets him with 
repeated ‘‘ hochs.’’ The Prince selaom goes 
out, but he receives a large number of visit- 
ors, His outings are sometimes accompanied 
by troublesome demonstrations. 
The Prince Has a Bad Eye. 
The injury tothe Prince’s eye, caused by 


| his being struck ashort time ago by a bou- 


quet that was thrown to him by a fervent fe- 
male admirer, was not at all serious. 

In a private letter to a Hamburg friend, al- 
luding to the threatened prosecution of him- 
self, Prince Bismarck says that he has too 
much respect for -himself not to know the 
limit beyond which he ought not to go in re- 
ferring to others. He defies any one to show 
that he has overstepped the limit. 

The Munich Allegemeine Zeitung returns to 
the defense of Prince Bismarck in an article 
denying that his criticisms were inspired by a 
desire to return to office. It says that 
his summary dismissal precluded all such 
.houghts. 

The West Deutsche Allegemeine Zeitung re- 
news its call for the publication of the truth 
regarding the Prince’s dismissal. The simul- 
taneous appearance of the articles in both or- 
gans suggests that Prince Bismarck means 
to push the government to action. 

Will Witness the Military Display. 

The Emperor, on his return from. his voy- 
age to the North, will attend the combined 
naval and military maneuvers, which.will be 
held on a great scale at the beginning of Au- 
gust at the mouth of the Elbe.\ The plan of 
operations is for the fleet comma@aded by Ad- 
miral Schroeder to rendezvous at the Heligo- 
land, whence they will proceed and try to ef. 
fect a landing near Guxhaven. The fleet will 
be opposed by the Ninth Army Corps under 
Gen. Count von Waldersee. 

Extensive fort works are building on Heligo- 
land. Shell-proof quarters are being erected 
for the garrison and a great powder magazine 
and five armored turrets are being con- 
structed. Engineers now fully recognize the 
value of the island as a defense tothe entrance 


to the Elbe. 


While the Emperor is cn his voyage to the 
North the Empress remains at Potsdam. 
The Princess will go to Wilhelmshohs and 
thence to Nordeney. ° 

The Hointze trial, which promised a sensa- 
tional treat to the public, is proceeding behind 
closed doors. During the first hearing that 
was held last fall the case attracted. attention 
on account of the depths of immorality that 
were shown to exist in Berlin. The trial was 
then postponed, Hointze calling for the evi- 
dence of a mah named Just, who had gone to 
Chicago. Just’s deposition has now been re- 
ceived. It fails to exonerate Hointze. From 
the details that are coming out the conviction 
of the accused is certain. It was the disclos- 
ures in this case from the Sauteneurs and 
their women associates that gave the Em- 
peror the impulse to issue his famous rescript, 
which resulted in severer penalties for immo- 
rality. | 
Five Anarchists on Trial for Treason. 

Five Anarchists, Kowener, Bennthaler, Ruff, 
Weiner, and Dobberstein, are undergoing trial 
before the Imperial Tribunal at Leipsic for 
high treason. They are charged with dis- 
tributing fly sheets to the soldiers. The trial 
is held at Camera.

BISMARCK HAS INJURED. HIMSELF. 


His Recent Utterances Regarded Unwise by 
| Friends as Well as Enemies, 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

BunLIx, July 2.—Emperor William and his 
henchman, Count von Caprivi, have reason to 
be grateful ta, Prince Bismarck. Had they 
been bigger men they would hare thanked 
him for his late imprudences and would not 
have damned him, for never did any adver- 
sary help them more than the ex 
when, in a moment of inaction: or anger, he 
confided his opinion to the newspapers. With 
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| marck’s countrymen have blamed his frank- 


| ness, and the friends of the great statesman 
have for once been almost as severe as his 
enemies. It is admitted on all sides that the 
right or wrong utterances of the Prince in the 
row famous interviews with the Neue 
Freie Presse and the Wes he Allgemeine 
Zeitung have harmed him much more than 
they have harmed his foes. A week ago the, 
German Emperor was unpopular, Count Ca- 
privi seemed to be tottering, and Prince Bis- 
marck was a hero. Now if the Emperor is 
not more beloved, he is at least less disliked ; 
Count Caprivi has been strengthened, and his 
great predecessor has been seriously weak- 
ened. | 

How have the powers, that he acknowledged, 
the best of the services which Prince Bis- 
marek has rendered them? Not by silence, 
which would have been adroit; and not by an 
affectation of disdain, which might have been 
intelligible; but by bitter, fierce accusations 
of the statesman who built up the German 
Empire. The leadersin the Nord Deutsch 
Aligemeine Zeitung, which have made such a 
comotion this week, were inspired by 
the Emperor himself, and their publication 
was the outcome of long conferences between 
the young monarch and the Chancellor. They 
were reflections of the wrath with which the 
sovereign, no less than Count Caprivi. had 
watched the Dresden demonstrations, and at 
one moment they seemed likely to be fol- 
lowed by even more unseemly demonstration, 
which would have shaken the allegiance of 
the Germans to their rulers and sapped the 
foundations of the Empire. 

{ am assured that in the first flush of 
excitement caused by the appearance 
of the Vienna interview the Emperor 
talked of having Prince Bismarck arrested. 
The youthful “ war lord.“ however, gradually 
sobered down. The Prince was denounced in 
the semi-official organ; he was proclaimed a 
traitor, he was threatened with impeachment, 
but he was not arrested, 

Count Caprivi’s colleagues, who knew what 
nasty shafts the ex-Chancellor has in his 
quiver, have showed no eagerness to enter on 
a fight with Bismarck.. They would prefer to 
let things stand as they are and avert a fresh 
scandal, : 

It is not sure, however, that their wishes 
will be gratified. In his present mood the 
Prince is dangerous. He has burned his boats, 
broken his sovereign, and made his own re- 
turn to office impossible. It may not suit 
him to refrain from further conflicts, 

Baron Bleichroeder, who is said to. have ar- 
ranged the interview in the Neue Freie Presse, 
has fallen into disfavor at court, and will 
probably be less conspicuous in politics hence- 
forth than he was formerly. It is no seer 
that, to some extent at all events, h2 controls 
the Viennese organ, and his intervention in 
the Bismarck question has been resented. ~~ 

The Emperor will have plenty of time, now 
that he has started for Norway, to reflect upon 
the wisdom or unwisdom of his resent con- 
duct, and it may be hoped that he will abstain 
from adding to the prevailing confusion by 
prolonging the campaign against the ex-Chan- 
cellor. :

HAS CREATED A GREAT UPHEAVAL. 


Bismarck’s Utterances Causing More Ex- 
citement in Europe than Ever. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 
Lonpon, July 2.—Simece the excitement over 
Bismarck's fall in March, 1890, there has been 
no such other spectacular upheaval of, Ger- 
man politics as that which has this week set 
Europe on end with anxiety. Everybody has 
been saying to himseif fora long time that 
if Bismarck did not keep a closer watch over 
his tongue he would get intotrouble. He 
could not possibly push the imperial patience 
much farther, but when during the present 
week he went to hitherto unheard-of lengths 
in conniving at the publication of the Augs- 
burg interview, in which he spoke over and 
over again contemptuously of the Emperor 
and delivered himself of along tira le of sneers, 
accusations, and insults against his successor 
in office, and the echoes of this diatribe were 
promptly. drowned by the threatening official 
thunder of the Nord Deutsche Allgemeine Zei- 
tung, everybody was as frightened as if there 
had been no anticipation whatsoever of the 
trouble. The interest created in this startling 
new situation for a day or two superseded in 
the Euglish press the everlasting subject of a 

general election. 

Public opinion has settled downto a con- 
viction that Bismarck has had his lesson and 
henceforth will keep still. This feeling, per- 
haps, is based on insufficient premises. It is 
true that the incident has served to show that 
almost the entire newspaper press, the Em- 
pire, Tory, Liberal, Clerical, and Radical 
alike, takes sides vehemently against him, 
and that he has got no real following anywhere 
among the substantial citizenship of Germany. 
Even in Munich, where he counted on his 
greatest personal strength, the Town Council 
by a big majority voted down a proposition 
to do him special honor. If Kaiser 
William and Caprivi had arranged the whole 
affair, they could not have secured a more 
impressive object lesson as to where the true 
sympathies of the German nation are. 

But it may be a mistake to assume that all 
this will have the desired effect on Bismarck. 
He used to temper his apparent willfulness 
with a great deal of shrewd caution, but that 
was in the old days, and a good deal has been 
said that his mind is now failing with age and 
the wear and tear of wrathful passions, and 
that this former prudence is a lasped quantity 
in his present mental outfit. 

A curious parallel between Bismarck and 
Parnell has been often pointed out in these 
dispatches. It has never been more striking 
than in the last few days, when the hitherto 
haughty and reserved Prince Chancellor, who 
used to disdain newspaper interviews and 
spoke only guardedly by the book when he 
consented to talk, bas now excitedly sought 
every channel of publicity possible for wild 
and reckless harangues, and has poured out a 
mass of conflicting statements the worthless- 
ness of which is apparent even to the poorest 
political memory. The pitiableness of these 
latest manifestations has increased the pre- 
vail.ng hope in Germany that he will be in- 
duced to keep quiet and avom the necessity of 
prosecution. It is not only that this would 
certainly go against him, but that in his pres- 
ent state of senile hysteria he would say 
and do things which would irretrievably 
smash his popularity and make Germany 
ridiculous. It is interesting to note that the 
few writers in the press outside of Germany 
who are using this painful episode to belittle 
Wilham and create an impression that he is a 
flippant youngster who is striving to persecute 
the great and good man, are the same writers 
who. persistently attack liberalism in England 
and France, and misrepresent every broad- 
ening and reforming impulse all over Europe. 
As was said on a memorable occasion, one 
measures the value of areforming force by, 
the character of its enemies. It is important 
testimony to the truth of my theory about

Cause of John Robson’s Death. 

Tue Tripuns reporter learned today the ex- 
traordinary cause of the death of the Hon. 
John Robson, Premier of British Columbia, 
who died in London and was buried in Vic- 
toria this week. Robson was driving a han- 
som cab and accidentally shut the dour on his 
little finger, crushing it. The physician who was 
called in did not consider the injury serious, 
and it was not until George Ogilvie, the cele- 
brated specialist, was sent for six days later 
that it was discovered that blood poisoning had 
setin. Dr. Ogilvie amputated the finger, but 


it was too late, and Robson’s life paid the for- 
feit for what seemed at first a trifling accident. 


Cause of the Balloen Disaster. 

There is little doubt that the balloon dis- 
aster at the Crystal Palace this week was 
primarily due to the rottenness of the rial 
machine, which had been cut down from a 
larger balloon. It had been drenchingly wet 
the previous week, and when it was unfolded 
for inflation Wednesday the material was ex- 
Gessively heated. The ballvon started with 
the sky overcast. A second later the sun 
shone forth with great power, and the instant 
expansion of gas, the strain of the skin of the 
balloon upon the cordage, and the friction 
eaused the fragile thing to burst. The 
material was of the commonest and the con- 
struction of the crudest. Public opinion is 
that machines making erial voyages should 
be subjected to the same official inspection as 
vessels navigating the sea. 

Bismarck’s Interview Antedated. 

The Berlin correspondent of the- Times, 
commenting on the interview with Prince 
Bismarck, published in a Munich paper, 
which interview is couched in a milder form 
than any other Bismarck interviews, and 
which is dated June 27, says: 
to believe that.the interview was not ante- 
dated in order to allow Prince Bismarck 
to tone down the asperities of 
his former utterances without ap- 
pearing to do 80 under the 
pressure of the North German Gazette arti- 
cles. If so, there is room for the hope that 
the appeals which have been made to Prince 
Bismarck by his warmest admirers have not 
falien on deaf ears, and that Prince Bismarck 
will postpone all controversy until he can ap- 
pear in the Diet, where nobody will dispute 
his right to criticise the government.“ 

The Freisinnige Zeitung of Berlin points 
out some ipconsistencies in Prince Bismarck’s 
recent utterances, apparently proving the de- 
cay of his mental powers. 

Low Prices at the Colworth Sale. 

The first day of the sale of the Colworth 
collection at Christie’s today realized £10,363. 
It was clearly dealers’ day and few private 
bidders took part. The only exception was 
the Duke of Westminster, who purchased half 
a dozen historical portraits, but kept his hand 
tightly closed over his purse strings and con- 
fined his bids to low figures. The great feat- 
ure of the day was the sale of the portrait of 
Lorenzo de Medici, by Raphael, which 
was knocked down to Mr. Agnew for 
540 guineas, It was fully expected that 
this picturé would bring at least 2,000 
guineas. Higher prices were paid for pict- 
ures by Janet. An equestrian portrait of 
Frahcis I., King of France, went for 870 
guineas, and an equestrian portrait of Henry 
II., King of France, brought 840 guineas, 
beth going to Durlacher, adealer. A family 
portrait of Catherine de Medici and three of her 
sons brought the low price of 270 guineas. 
These disappointing figures will probably not 
prevail when the bric-à-brac and other his- 
torical works of art are put up next week,

silver pipe, formerly Napoleon Bona- 
parte’s and marked with the imperial 
crown and N.,“ £13 Is; a small red- 
leather picnic case, £30 108; a gold ring, 
with a portrait of Lord Byron and engraved 
„G. G. B. to R. B. H.,“ £4 11s; a curious lead 
tobacco box, formerly belonging to Robert 
Burns and marked R. B., Kilmarnock, 
1780,“ brought no less than £28, and was 
bought by Mr. B. F. Stevenson, doubtless for

CUBA’S SUGAR CROP 18 SHORT, 


Continued Heavy Rains Brought It to a 
Close—Much Cane Standing. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) . 

Havana, Cuba, July 2.—The continued 
heavy rains have brought the sugar-making 
season to a close with a total crop of about 
900,000 tons, 100,000 tons of sugar less than 
was anticipated New Year’s, with large fields 
of standing cane left over for another season, 
This will enable planters te commence the 


| next crop in the latter part of November or 


the first of December. 

Sufferers from the late floods are doubly oc- 
cupied repairmg damages, railroad tracks, 
bridges, and houses. Garden truck lands, being 
“under water, have had to be replanted and 
many vegetables, such as potatoes onions, 
and plantains, have become much dearer in 
market. This, however, will be soon over- 
come, as Cuban lands are ever producing, and 
planting means cropping continuously with- 
out having to stop for change of season, two 
crops of corn being raised annually. 

The delicious mango, the peach of Cuba, is 
now in the height of its season and is abun- 
dant, being brought to great perfection by the 
recent rain. 

Shipments of pineapples continue and have 
reached the enormous quantity of 200,000 bar- 
rels since April 1 from this port alone, but 
the result has been disastrous to shippers, the 
production beingso much in excess of con- 
sumption,even with the great facilities for dis- 
tributing to all parts of the United States and 
Canada from New York, to which port such 
large quantities of this fruit are sent from 
Cuba. 

We are enjoying hot weather with frequent 
showers and fresh breezes, but never get as 
high in temperature as repurted at New York, 
nor do we have any cases of sunstroke. The 
health of the city is fairly good for the time of 

ear. 

The Madrid Government has provided the. 
sum of $100,000 for the rebuilding of bridges 
destroyed by the recent heavy rains at Matan- 
zus, and the immediate wants of the sufferers 
have been most generously supplied by the 
people of Cuba. A careful estimate of the 
losses at Matanzas foot up $1,170,000, of which 
$600,000 was of sugar ia bags stored in the 
warehouses situated on the bank of the River 
Don Juan. |

Confession of Prisoners on Trial for the 
Murder of M. Beiltche tf. 

Sorta, July 2.— The trial by court-martial 
of sixteen persons, including M. Karaveloff, 
former Bulgarian Premier, and M. Moloff, a 
former Cabinet Minister, was commen 
here today. The prisoners were accused 
complicity in the murder of M. Beltcheff, 
Minister of Finance, who was shot March 27, 
1891, while leaving a shop in this city, and 
died immediately. One of the prisoners 
named Svetoslav declared during the proceed- 
ings that the ambition of his life was to over- 
throw Prince Ferdinand, the ruler of Bul- 
garia. He said that an Odessa delegate of a 
Slav benevolent society furnished funds to 
those engaged in the plot. 

Another of the prisoners named Popoff con- 
fessed that he and three others had taken an 
oath to kill Prince Ferdinand, and had sol- 
emly sworn to sacrifice their lives if neces- 
sary in carrying out the plans to assassinate 
the Bulgarian ruler, This prisoner also con- 
“fessed that the conspirators had obtained 
money and revolvers in St. Petersburg to aid 
in carrying out their murderous designs, He 
admitted that he once lay in wait to kill 
Prince Ferdinand, intending to shoot him 
with a revolver, but that at the critical mo- 
ment his nerve failed him and he did not have 
the courage to discharge the weapon. 

The statements of these two prisoners - con- 
firm the belief that the assassination of M. 
Beltcheff and thie plots against Prince Ferdi- 
nand were due to Russian instigation. Other 
prisoners gave evidence implicating Russian 
officers in the conspiracy.

DAVID SHEEHY SEKIOUSLY INJURED, 


Assault on Him After Addressing an Anti~ 
Parnellite Meeting at Waterford. 

Dusuin, July 2.—A serious political riot oc- 
curred in Waterford late last night. Two 
political meetings were held in different parts 
of the city, at one of which the principal 
speaker was Mr. John E. Redmond (Parnell- 
ite), who represented Waterford City in 
the last Parliament. At the other meet- 
ing Mr. David Sheehy (anti-Parnellite), 
who sat for Soutn Galway, was the 
principal speaker. Both meetings were well 
attended, and the usual style of campaign 
oratory was indulged in. There was no 
trouble at the meetings, but later the sup- 
porters of the Parnellite faction, headed by a 
band, stormed Mr. Sheehy’s committee room. 
The anti-Parnellites fought the attackers des- 
perately, but the latter were in too strong 
force. The police charged the assailants, but 
their efforts, too, were useless, and the com- 
mittee-room was captured. During the fight 
many of the participants on both sides were 
wounded, including Mr. Sheehy, who was in- 
jured in three places. Several arrests were 
made. : 

The doctors who were called to attend Mr. 
Sheehy report that he is dangerously wound- 
ed. He is weak, having losta great deal of 
blood. 

Mr. Sheehy is one of the anti-Parnellite 
‘leaders, beihg a member of the Executive 
committee of the Parliamentary party, of 
which Justin McUarthy is the nominal chief. 
He has represented South Galway since 1885, 
having been elected that year and the follow- 
ing year without opposition. He has been re- 
nomivated this time, also for South Galway, 
but undertook to lead a forlorn hope against 
Redmond in Waterford. Mr. Sheehy is a 
brother of the well-known Nationalist priest, 
Father Eugene Sheehy, who was imprisoned 
with Mr. Parnell and others during the Fors- 
ter régime in Ireland. The Rev. Mr. Sheehy 
is well known in America, which he has fre- 
quently visited on Irish missions.

While Mr. William O’Brien was addressing 


a meeting at Limerick in support of the can- 
didature of Mr. F. A. O’ Keefe (anti-Parnellite) 
the assemblage was attacked by a -band of 
Parnellites armed with sticks. A fierce fight 
followed, during which several of the partici- 
pants were founded The police arrested the 
rioters and rted Mr. O’Brien to his hotel. 
Mr. O’Brien, a Parnellite, formerly M. P. for 
North Monahan, is contesting the Limerick 
seat with O’Keefe, who is being opposed by 
Bishop O’ Dwyer. 

Father Behan, whose recent speech in which 
he bitterly attacked the memory of Mr. Par- 
nell and whose language regarding the Par- 
nellites caused much bitter feeling, spoke 
again in this city today. He excused his for- 
mer utterances on the plea that they were 
made in the heat of the campaign. After the 
meeting was over a crowd followed Father 
Behan’s carriage hooting and yelling at him. 
The priest lost his temper, and, putting his 
head out of the carriage window, he called the 
Parnellites scoundrels and said they were 
stuffed with the cheapest kind of porter. 
police had to interfere to protect him from 
being assaulted by the enraged Parnellites. 

Col. Joh P. Nolan (Parnellite), who is 
standing in the Northern Division of County 
Galway, while canvassing his district today 
was knocked down and badly beaten. 

A priest has been arrested on the charge of 
inciting the attack on Col. Nolan. 

The house of a prominent anti-Parnellite at 
Cork has been attacked by a crowd of Par- 
nellites, who smashed the windows and shat- 
tered the furniture. The children in the house 
were injured by stones thrown by the attack-

The English Refuse to Tax Themselves for 
the Benefit of Canada. 

The advocates of imperial. union have been

To this meeting the Tory Govern- 
ment at Ottawa sent deputations from various 
Canadian commercial bodies, under the lead- 
ership of Sir Charles Tupper, for the purpose 
of urging the imposition of duties on 
American food staples while admit- 
ting the corresponding products of Can- 
ada duty free. Even had Sir Charles 
Tupper and his colleagues succeeded in per- 
suading this congress to approve of their fis- 
cal program it would have been repudiated, 
as we know from the declarations of Lord 
Salisbury and Mr. Gladstone, by both of the 
political parties in Great Britain.

In vain was Mr. Medley's resolution op- 
by Sir Charles Tupper and the delegates 
rom Canadian commer¢ial bodies, who had 
been carefully selected With an eye to their 
commercial proclivities. In vain they drew a 
pathetic picture of Canadian industries 
strangled by the McKinley act, and of Cana- 
dian Loyalists driven by starvation into polit- 
ical union with the detested United States. 
Equally fruitless was the prophecy that the 
American octopus would not be satisfied with 
devouring Cenada, but would present-

West Indies also. To the annoy- 
ance of Sir Charles Tupper, the delegate from 
the Trinidad Chamber of Co erce declared 
the sooner the tentac referred to 
reached the West Indies the better, inasmuch 
as the general feeling in*that quarter was that 
every reasonable effort should be made to re- 
tain the United States market for sugar, 
which is the chief staple of the British Antilles. 
Scarcely had this West Indian battery been 
turned upon the flank of Canada than their 
whole position was assailed by Sir Thomas 


_Henry Farrer, lately Secretary of the Board 


of Trade. Sir Thomas told the representa- 
tives of the Dominion Government that the 
British traffic with their country was of infin- 
tesimal importance compared to the trade 
with the United States, which would be lost to 
Eugland by the adoption of Sir Charles Tup- 
per’s suggestion. Sir Thomas dwelt on the 
absurdity of Great Britain’s foregoing $50,- 
000,000 worth of American trade in order to 
secure a very questionable $11,000,000 from 
Canada. In short, he made the Canadians 
understand that the British workingman 
would never be taxed in order to benefit the 
Canadian farmer and keep alive the flickering 
flame of Canadian loyalty. 

In the end Sir Charles Tupper became very 
modest in his demands, and modified his 
ameodment to Mr. Medley’s. motion 80 as 
simply to recommend the adoption of a 5 per 
cent differential duty in favor of certain speci- 
fied home products, including particularly 
grain, as against foreigr products. Even this 
amendment was voted down by 79 to 34 in a 
Congress of Federationists; or, in other words, 
of the only men in England who even pretend 
to care about the colonies. Sir Charles Tup- 
per may now as well come home and tell his 


colleagues in the Ottawa Government that they 


will have to.abandon the last hope of commer- 
cial union with the mother country. 

This is plainly the moment for passing the 
bill introduced in the Senate to retaliate on 
the Canadian Tories for their discrimination 
of American vessels on the Welland Canal. 
Repudiated even by the British Conservatives 
and without a friend in the Gladstonian party 
the Ottawa Government is now exposed to the 
contempt of the Canadian people. Let our 
Congress put the screws to it, and we shall 
promptly bring it to its knees. 


HOME-RULERS A PARTY OF ONE IDEA, 


Lord Randolph Churchill Says Ireland Is 
Pruspering Now. 
Lonpon, July 2.—Lord Randolph Churchill, 


who was the first member of the new Parlia- 


ment to be elected, in speaking today, said 
that for five years he had occupied the posi- 
tion of an outcast Unionist, but he unshaking- 
ly adhered to the party. Behind the home 
rule movement, he declared, there existed a 
party of one idea—that of repeal of 
the union. That party had tried 
their idea in effect in 
1866, but had failed. The abolition of the 
House of Lords was suggested, That he 
would resist to the last. He could not im- 
agine howthe Empire could exist with the 
same strength and power if two Parliaments 
with conflicting powers were ereated within 
the borders of the present government. It 
had been shown that Ireland under the Im- 
perial Parliament was growing in prosperity. 
There was no serious difficulty in governing 
Ireland, and why, he asked, should a change 
involving the greatest dangers be resorted to?

Indiana Christian Endeavor Societies to 
Attend the New York Convention. 

IxDIANATotas. Ind., July 2.—[Special.]— 
Two special trains of nineteen vestibuled 
coaches will leave this city Tuesday afternoon 
for New York, containing delegates to the 
Christian Endeavor cohvention.. Five will be 
filled with Terre Hauté people, two with Fort 
Wayne people, and two from Richmond. The 
entire train will be covered with streamers 
bearing the mottoes of, the societies, Miss 
Bettie Wishard, Secretary of ‘the Indiana so- 
ciety, will be in the party, and the Rev. A. C.

CONTRACTORS INDICTED FOR CONSPIRACY 


Accused of Agreeing to Overcharge Terre 
Haute for Work. 

Terre Havre, Ind., July 2.—[Special.]— 
The grand jury this morning returned an in- 
dictment against Anderson Bruner, William J. 
Irwin, Peter Fullerton, Thomas W. Kinser, 
and Frank Cooper, charging them with con- 
spiracy to commit a felony. The indictment 
charges that they, Feb, 15, conspired with one 
another to Obtain moneys from the City of 
Terre Haute; that they agreed that Robertson 
& Mercer should have the contract for build: 
ing the Crawford street extension, and to ac: 
complish this object it was agreed that Rob:

of the English. He could not love them. He 
had long been enamored of France and the 
French.

Wilde’s threat to expatriate himself that if 
hé becomes a citizen of France he will be com- 
pelled to serve in the French army.

SNAKES AS WELL AS SQUAWS. 


Bridal Joys of Three Cœur d'Alene Braves 
Quickly Ended. 

Spokane Spokesman: “Half way up the 
west side of Palmer Mountain there are three 
rude headstones marking the tombs of three 
Klickitat Indian girls, who died in captivity 
many years ago,” said Edward Wanucut, a 
well-known prospector and mine-owner of 
Okanogan. : . 

Many years ago, before the outbreak of 
the Nez Perce war, the Cœur d’Alene Indians, 
who were at that time a warlike race, often 
overran the domains of the Siwash, carrying 
off his horses, his cattle, and not infrequently 
his wife or daughter. 

The Klickitats are great travelers and they 
roam about from one place to another, al- 
ways, however, respecting the property rights 
of others. One night, so the story is told. 
a party of Klickitats were attacked by a band 
of Coeur d’Alenes returning from one of their 
pilgrimages of invasion. ‘he Coeur. d’Alene 
braves were routed, but not until they had 
carried off three Klickitat maidens, who were 
highly prized by the warriors of other tribes 
because, of their beauty, endurance, and skill 
in the preparation of food. The pursuit was 
so hot that the captors found that it would 
be necessary to release the Klickitat women 
or adopt some stratagem. Three young men 
of the tribe volunteered to bring the captives 
to the Coeur d’Alenes provided they were al- 
lowed to have them for squaws. 

“The old Chief reluctantiy gave his con- 
sent, ashehad fully intended that at least 
one of the beautiful captives should brighten 
bis own tepee. It was better than to lose 
them altogether, however, and the three 
braves ok the women toa cave in Palmer 
Mountain. From there they watched the res- 
cuing party on the plains below, and when the 
young Klickitat girls saw their people disa 
pearon the trail of the Coeur d’Alenes all 
their hopes of liberty vanished. One of the 
captives was the daughter of a medicine man, 
and accustomed to handle and capture all 
kinds of reptiles, from which her esteemed 
and highly venerated ancestor was supposed 
to brew his most healing potions. The 
maidens appeared perfect reconciled to 


‘their fate, and the Cœur d’Aiene braves, with 


a touch of that vanity which is so frequently 
found in his civilized brothers, imagired that 
the great personal beauty of a Cosur d’Alene 
had captured and enthralled the hearts of the 


“That night there was a feast, for they had 
not neglected to store the cave with food and 
bearskins. The Klickitat girls laughed mer- 
rily. In Chinook, the universal Indian dia- 
lect, they carried on a sprightly conversation 
with the hated and despised ur d’Alenes 
and sang blithe songs for their entertainment. 
At last the feast was over and the Indians, 
following the tribal customs, married each 
other. 

The last words of the simple and primi- 
tive ceremony had scarcely been said when, 
almost simultaneously, three terrified shrieks 
reverberated through the cavern. In the 
couch of each warrior had been concealed the 
deadly yellow rattlesnake, and each Klickitat 
maiden had held each victim securely until 
the venomous 2 had plunged their fatal 
fangs again and again into the flesh. Each 
couch was literally a den of snakes. 

“The Klickitat maidens were immediately 
put to death by the terrified Coeur d’Alenes, 
but they expected no less, as they had been 
bitten by the rattlers. Only one of the three 
and he was captured and 
burned at the stake near where Fort Spokane 
now stands by the returning Klickitats. 

“The tragedy was so unusual that the 
proverbial stoicism of the Indian did not re- 
strain him from telling the facts before he 
was burned alive, and the Klickitats put up 
the rude headstones of which I spoke at the 
beginning of this narrative. : . 

The tale traveled from one tribe to an- 
other, and even to this day it is a proverb 
among the Coeur d’Alenes that the ‘embrace 
of the Klickitat maiden is death.“

WORK OF STEAM AND ELECTRIC 


CRAFT AT THE FAIR GROUNDS, 


The America, Isabella, and Eicttra, and 
the Columbian Launch Company’s Elec- 
tric Bont Given Trials—The Krupp Peo- 

ple in Germany Are Going to Send the 
Largest Gun in the World to the Fair— 
Novelties for the Moorish Palace—Other 

‘ News from the Exposition Headquarters. 
The preliminary test of steam and electric 
launches at Jackson Park has been concluded. 

The Exposition management has made the 

test to determine whether steam or electricity 

should be used as a motive power for the 
small launches which will be employed in 
carrying visitors during the Fair through the 
lagoons and canals embraced in the interior 
wuters of the park. Safety, comfort, and a 


first requisites. Four companies have entered 
ine competition for the exclusive privilege of 
carrying passengers, and Which one will get 
‘the contract will be determined largely by the 
results of the tests which have been partly 
concluded. 
The first boat placed on trial was the Amer- 
fea, a steam launch owned by C. P. Willard & 
Co. of Chicago. It is 40 feet long, 9 feet 
beam,. carries 49 passengers, draws 32 inches, 
and has a 30 horse-power ergine. The boat 
ran 10 hours over a course of 3.200 feet, mak- 
ing round trips at an average time of 10 min- 
utes each. 
' The Isabella, another steam launch, owned 
by Meeker & Coyne of Chicago, with a carry- 
ing capacity of 27 people, ran 10 hours. The 
average time for the round trip was some- 
thing less than 10 minutes. The boat has an 
Oteldt non-explosive boiler and an engine of 
10 horse-power capacity. Its breadth of beam 


18 8 feet and its length over all 34 feet. 


Electric boats are a novelty in water trans- 
portation. Outside of those at Jackson Park 
it is said there are less than half a dozen in 
the United States. There was a desire to use 
them, if they are practicable, during the Fair, 
because of the fact that they emit neither 
smoke nor steam. The builders of steam 

launches, learning of this, constructed their 
boats to burn hard eoal, which gives out no 
smoke, and by equipping them with keel con- 
densors did away with the appearance of 
steam, so that there is neither sinoke, steam, 
nor puffing. 

The Columbian Launch company’s electric 
boat burned out its armature atter making 


one round trip the day set apart for its test. 


Subsequently it made the ten hours’ run over 
the course. each round trip averaging about 
sixteen and one-fourth minutes. This was at

Being a por- 
tion of the regular appropriation bill the 
World’s Fair will thenceforth have all the 
rights of those bills and cannot be filibus- 
tered against or talked to death as would be 
the case if it were a separate measure. hen 
the Sundry Civil bill goes to the House the 
usual motion will be made to non-concur in 
all the amendments. If the Speaker will rec- 
ognize Mr. Durborow or some other Illinois 
member a motion can be made to concur in 
the World’s Fair amendments, and a direct 
test had on this point. If this motion should 
‘fail the World's Fair amendments would not 
be lost. They would go ikto the conference 
with the other ones. As the Senate conferrees 
would insist on them the subject would again 
come before the house. 

It the friends of the Exposition under these 
circumstances, cannot do something for the 
Fair it will be strange. Meanwhile, the ef- 
fort to get a day set apart in the House for 
considering the bill as reported from the Dur- 
borow coinmittee will be kept up.

Unfitted for the Positions They Qccupy, 
‘Without Proper Comprehension of the 
Rules of Law, Justice, and Honesty— 
Halls in School Buildings a Theory of 
the Past—Council Passes Resolutions on 
Ex-Ald, Burke’s Death. 

The June grand jury finished.its labors yes- 
terday and was discharged by Judge Hutchin- 
sou. In its final report the jury takes occa- 
sion to give the Justices of the Peace a hard 
slap in the face. Matters dubbed “ inhuman” 
and against public morals are pointed out in 
the jail and the County Board is called upon 
to take speedy remedial! action, 

We have been forcibly convinced,” read 
the report, ‘that there are many men occu- 
pying the position of Justice of the Peace in 
this county who are wholly unfitted for the 
responsible position, both from lack of ability 
and want of proper comprehension of the 
rules of law, justice, or honesty. We would 
most earnestly urge such legal enactments as 
will provide a way of selecting Justices 
of the Peace which will secure better material 
and remove the reproach now resting against 
our city and county by reason of the traves- 
ties perpetrated in the name of law. We 
would strongly recommend a law which shall 
constitute an appellate justice court in which 
the Justices of the Peace shall sit en banc 
over an enormous amount of trivial litigation 
which should hever reach the higher court.“ 

The report then refers to the fact that the 
grand jury is made a means of blackmail and 
revenge by many people and that such an 
offense should be punishable by law. | 

The condition and management of the jail, 
the jury concluded, was as good as could be 
expected from the facilities at hand. The re- 
port says: 

The meal served was as good as the aver- 
age workingwan is provided with at his home 
and in sufficient quantity, but cell accommo- 
dations are most shametully lacking and are a 
disgrace to the county. In a large number of 
cells, noue of which were furnished for more 
than two inmates, there were confined three, 
which is inhuman and without excuse. The 
kitchen, laundry, and general domestic faqili- 
ities of the jail are inadequate in every partic- 
ular. There is no proper store-room for sup- 
plies and the whole arrangement of these de- 
partments is such as to cause waste and occa- 
sion filth, and the County Commissioners can- 
not defend or excuss the condition except by 
taking immediate steps to remedy it. 

We e were impressed with the demoralizing 
effect of herdmg the prisoners in the jail, with 
no means of grading them and separating the 
old and hardened criminals from the young 
who have taken their Hirst step in wrong-doing. 
This condition is emphasized in the boy’s de- 
partment, where the hopeless incorrigible is 
locked in the same cell with the boy held for 
his first transgression. Good morals and the 
future welfare of society demand reform in 
these matters.“ 0 | 

The hospital, poor-house, and asylum are 
favorably commented upon, but the report is 
silent on the County Hospital. | 

During the term the jury took under con- 
sideration 311 cases and twenty-one matters of 
complaint. They returned 194 indictments, 
110 no bills“ and left twenty-eight cases for 
the consideration of the July graud jury.

Trouble Brewing Over the Sale of Intoxi- 
cants in the Midway Plaisance.

The City Is No Pauper, 

A member of the Finance committee said 
yesterday: 

„There is no reason for all this croaking 
about the lack of municipal funds. The es- 
timated income for this year, from licenses 
and miscellaneous sources was based upon the 
revenue from the same sources last year. It 
will be largely in excess this year, probably 
$600,000. Of this excess $186,000 has been an- 
ticipated in the appropriation bill, leaving 
over $400,000 to be drawn against for emer- 
gency purposes. Judiciously appropriated 
and carefully expended that amount will meet 
the urgent demanas of the immediate present 
and near future. A careful study of the finan- 
cial resources of the city will open up other 
means of revenue, and enough money can be 
raised to meet every need of the city without 
resort to extraordinary methods, At the same 
time some judicious economy might be prac- 
ticed with great advantage.”

A conference at which another attempt will 
be made to settle the differences between the 
County Treasurer and the Board of Commis- 
sioners will be held in Mr. Kern’s office Tues- 
day morning at 10 o’clock.

THE DAY WE CELEBRATE. 
Another anniversary of American inde- 
pendence has come round, and though it will 
be celebrated with less of flamboyance and 


bloviant oratory perhaps than is customary, 
| there is no reason to infer that the American 


people are losing their respect for the day or 
their interest in its patriotic associations. The 
evolution of Fourth of July indeed follows 
closely that of other days set apart in com- 
memoration of some specialevent. As the 
years carry a people farther away from the 
event itself, which has become ingrained in 
their ideas and habits, its particular signifi- 
eance disappears, and the necessity of pro- 
claiming it grows less and less. The structure 
of liberty is completed and accepted.

There 
is no necessity to boast of them, to proclaim 
them to the world, or even to give to them an 
essentially historical celebration every year. 
Thus Fourth of July gradually has come to be 
a great national holiday—an occasion for rest, 
pleasure, and recreation. The nature of the 
occasion is not forgotten, nor are its patriotic 
lessons disregarded. Only we do not feel it 
necessary to proclaim them in orations or to 
exaggerate them with the noisy emphasis of 
yore. That work is relegated to the young- 
sters, and they will perform it enthusiastically 
and with more or less of disaster to life and

While the birthday of the Republic therefore 
will be celebrated more quietly its observance 
will be all the more earnest and its inspira- 
tions none the less. effective. Patriotism is a 
matter of sentiment and does not necessitate 
outward manifestation by the whole people. 
There will be plenty of individual celebrations 
and many societies which will observe the day, 
but on the whole it will be a quiet anniversary 
this year. Chicago will wait another year be- 
fore it celebrates as a municipality. Next 
year there will be within her gates people 
from all the States and from all the nations of 
the world by thousands. The doors of 
the great Fair will be open on the Fourth of 
July and it will be peculiarly appropriate to 
include in the six months’ celebration of the 
discovery of the American continent one day 
of rejoicing for the birth of the American re- 
public and to associate together the names of 
Columbus ahd Washington.

SUPERIORITY OF DOWN-DRAFT BOILER 
FURNACES. 

About six months ago the down-draft plan 
of combustion was first brought through the 
press to the attention of the public. Tue 
Txreune indorsed it as the best mode yet of- 


4 fered for the cure of the smoke nuisance, and 


A 


a committee of experts appointed to examine 
the matter has recently reported warmly in ifs 
favor. A few of our citizens have been con- 
verted to a belief in its high value as a prac- 
tical economizer, in addition to the solution 
of the smoke problem which it offers to the 
public. They have purchased and placed in 
their works the down-draft fyrnace, and have 
obtained admirable results, fully justifying 
the claims made earlier in behalf of the prin- 
ciple. A few-others are preparing to do the 
same, and half a dozen of these fur- 
naces are about to be set in position for 
furnishing power and heat to the Crim- 
mal Court buildings. But during that 
time four or five hundred of the old style fuel- 
wasting, smoke-producing; nuisance-making 
furnaces have been put in position either in 
new plants or to take the place of old fur- 
naces worn out, so that the nuisance is in- 
creasing faster than the cure. Smoke is being 
turned out at a greater rate than ever from 
the chimneys of our factories, and this in 
spite of the demonstration that the down- 
draft plan of combustion furnishes a perfect 
and easy remedy for the evil complained of. 
If the men who are ordering and paying for 
the construction of the old style furnaces had 
as much sense as donkeys they must know it 
is the height of folly. They must be well 


aware that they are laying themselves open to 


the fines that will be imposed in 
the future upon the proprietors of 
smoky chimneys, and thgt in addition to the 
loss and annoyance thus incurred they are 


| deliberately holding to appliances which cause 


a needless waste of fuel as well as a terrible 
and unnecessary nuisance in their neighbor- 
hood. Many of them act like sensible men in 
other respects, but in this they simply illus- 
trate the incorrigible tendency of poor human 
nature to repeat the same mistakes over and 
over for no better reason than that their 
fathers and predecessors in business did thus 
and so, and therefore they are bound to fol- 
low in the same old tracks. And when caught 
ia the commission of the nuisance and 
“hauled over the coals for it these men hotly 
denounce the interference as an unwarranta- 
ble intrusion upon their rights and privileges. 

The men who thus blunder along in the old- 
fashioned ways with eyes cloged to the march 
of improvement ought to open their optics 
and look around thém. They should see what 
is being done by others. toward abating the 
smoke nuisance. They should take the trouble 
to visit the city plant at the intersection of 
Fourteenth street and Indiana avenue, and 
the Fairbank plant on Blackwell street, near 
the river, and see the good results there 
achieved by using the down-draft plan of com- 
bustion for the complete utilization of the fuel 
and the absolute prevention of smoke. Surely 
they would then be convinced it was to their 
own best interests to adopt the reform’and to 
do so as speedily as possible, since every day 
of delay involves the waste of some 25 per 
cent of coal. 

It is pleasant to know that all the manu- 
facturers of the city are not persistently blind 
in this important matter. Some of them are 
graduall coming round to an appreciation of 
the facts. Within the last week fifteen or 
twenty of these smoke-preventing furnaces 
were placed at different points in Chicago. 
The coming week fifteen or twenty others will 
be added, and there is reason to hope the good 
work will go on till the whole ground has been 


covered, At present it looks as if the greatest 


amount of silent opposition will be met with 
from the manufacturers of boilers and build- 
ers of furnaces in the old way. Naturally

trade asan ultimate condition, he realizes that 
its attainment is not the work of days but of 
years. 


This will not do. 
dured when coming from a paper which pro- 
fesses to have the interests of the working- 
men at heart. The best way to serve them is 
to tell them the truth. Another mugwump 
paper, the New York FEyening Post, says out 
openly that the Democracy is for free trade 
and the platform means it. Why cannot the 
Chicago mugwump concern follow its exam- 
ple? 

The Democratic platform is not for gradual 
or provressive free trade. It is for immediate 
free trade. It denounces all protection as uu- 
constitutional and a robbery. Must unconsti- 
tutional policies be gradually abandoned and 
robbery be renounced only little by little? 
The Democratic plank was adopted after 
debate. It was adopted as a substitufe 
for a protection straddle. It did not mince 
It voiced Democratic sentiment. It 
demanded free trade because protection was 
unconstitutional and a robbery of the people 
for the benefit of a few. The Democratic 
party has spoken its sentiments. No mug- 
wump can pervert or explain them away. 

If Mr. Cieveland is the tariff platform of 
his party then that platform is a free trade 
one and nothing else. By his message 
of five years ago Mr. Cleveland gave an 
enormous impetus to the free trade agitation 
which resulted in the adoption by the Demo- 
crats of the Chicago plank. It owes its ex- 
istence to Mr. Cleveland. It was put in the 
platform for him to stand on and to support. 
If he does not like it he should refusp to ac- 
cept and make the race on it. He should de- 
cline the nomination on the ground that the 
principles of the party are not his principles— 
that they were too radical for him. He will 
not do so. He will accept and adopt the 
plank as it reads. Nor should the workingmen 
take any comfort in the assurance of their 
alleged friend that the Democrats do not in- 
tend to adopt free trade suddenly. This mug- 
wump concern states that the Democrats 
merely mean to cut off the dog’s tail an inch 
at a time, thereby securing for the animal the 
largest possible amount of misery. There is 
no such thing as a “gradual adjustment to 
free trade. The more prolonged the process 
the more disastrous it will be. If the Demo- 
crats were to try to get rid of protection 
slowly, taking off a few per cent yearly, the 
country would be doing business on a falling 
market all the time, causing hard times, bank- 
ruptey, and panic till the “gradual” opera- 
tion was ended, There would be no stability 
in wages or prices. They would be constantiy 
falling. Either cut off the dog’s tail at once 
or let him alone. 

Why does not this professed organ of the 
workingmen tell them that the difference be- 
tween Mr. Harrison and Mr. Cleveland is that 
the former does not want to run the risk of 
injuring millions of “innocent investors, 
tradesmen, and artisans.“ He does not want 
to adjust them to new cheap free trade 
conditions when the present ones are so much 
more satisfactory.

FOR ELEVATED CITY TRAVEL, 

The imperative need for an extended system 
of * L” railroads leading out from the center 
of this city was ably discussed at Thursday’s 
dinner gathering of the Real Estate Board. 
The ventilation of the subject was timely. 


There is a rapid and almost alarming increase: 
in Our business street traffic, which suggests’ 


that something must soon be done more syste- 
matically adapted to meet the imperative 


wants of the people than anything yet undertak-. 
en, The growing number and activity of cable 


cars, horse cars, hacks, private carriages, traf- 


fic wagons, and other vehicles, and of human || 


beings on foot, especially at the street corners 


and crossings, have already made the problem 
Almost 


of locomotion a most serious one. 
every day increases the jam at intersections, 
viaducts, and bridges, the difficulty of travel 
in the business section, and the danger of 
accidents, 


The Alley line recently opened in this city, 


an improvement on the New York elevated 
lines, has already done so much to relieve 
congestion over a moderate area as to suggest 


that the L road offers a solution of the 


whole difficulty. But in order to do that it 
must have a very extensive application, It 
must be built in the principal east to west 


and north to south thoroughfares in the busi- 
ness districts, taking the bulk of the freight 


and passenger traffic overhead and relieving 
the street level from the great bulk of the sur- 


face cars. This would strip the streets of tne 


excessive loads they now bear and render sur- 


face travel safe and easy. The question of 


damages to frontage property to which

WHY ‘OUR | GOLD IS GOING ABROAD 80 
FAST. 

A couple of little statements that have ap- 
peared in the papers within the last day or 
two are significant in connection with the 
Senatoriai vote for free silver. Three anda 
half million dollars in gold has been taken 
out of this country for Europe, and during 
last week five thousand persons started from 
our .shores to cross the Atlantic. The first 
fact fits the second at the rate of $700 per 
head, which is by no means an extravagant 
estimate. Silver dollars cannot be sent 
across the ocean to pay the traveling expenses 
of these tourists, except at their bullion value 
of about 68 cents each. If they are sent there 
at their face value they are returned by the 
next steamer and exchanged for gold, which 
The money that is paid to 
foreign ship agents and owners for passage, 
to vessel officials for fees, to European 
railroads and hotels for 
penses, and to stores in England and 
France for clothing, silks, gloves, jewelry, 
and other luxuries has to be paid in gold, 
which must be sent from this country to foot 
the bills. It is idle to talk about Austrian 
finances as the reason for the movement of 
our gold abroad, and it is idiotic to suppose 
that any amount of legislation in this coun- 
try can elevate by one iota the European 
estimate of our gold as “the one thing need- 
ful” to be spent by Americans traveling or 
sojourning among them. If the Stewart Sii- 
ver bill could become a law at once our 
free silver coinage would be rated by the 
Europeans for just what it is worth in the 
shape of bullion, and they would not want 
to take much of it even on that reduced valua- 
tion, since they have already more silver on 
hand than they know how to sustain at their 
nominal pat. We should place the same esti- 
mate on it ourselves in the practice of buy- 
ing and selling, no matter what the theory of 
the law might be. Abd meanwhile all the 
gold in the country would go out to Europe 
rapidly to pay traveling bills and to meet pur- 
chases of knickknacks bought by tourists or 
merchants, though they could just as well be 
produced at home, Our gold would go to pay 
for the American securities that are now held 
in Europe. And when it had all gone the for- 
eigners would laugh at us and turn up their 
noses at our silly talk about the Amer- 
ivan dollar of 4126 grains of stand- 
ard silver being as good as the gold dollar be- 
qause Congress had said so. They would 
take it at its bulliom value and not a cent 
more, and that also would be its purchasing 
power in this country. 


ALD. SWIFT’S GARBAGE CREMATORY OR-

There can be no 
honest opposition to the ordinance, The proj- 
ect has the approval of the Héalth Commis- 
sioner. A similar one was indorsed by a 
special committee of the Council last winter, 
but no action was taken on it at the time.

The proposed 
erematory ordinance is in excellent hands. 
Let it be passed and acted on.

It will be remembered there wero two 
or three contestants for the office of Collector 
of Customs of the port of Chicago in 1889. 
Mr.. W. J. Campbell was a candidate, 
and was supported by Mr. Farwell, 
and seconded by Abner Taylor. Will- 
iam Penn Nixon was an active 
candidate and was as strongly urged by Con- 
gressman Adams and probably by Congress- 
man Mason also, The contest was a sharp 
one.

Every New-Yorker who went to the Chicago 
convention suffered grievously from the soot that 
impregnates the atmosphere. blackens the build- 
ings, invades the houses. begrimes linen, irritates 
the lungs, fills the nostrils, and chokes up the very 
pores of the skin. [The rainy weather rendered 
it worse. 

The smoke nuisance is worse today in Chicago 
than it ever was in Pittsburg, worse than it isin 
London or even in Birmingham. To New-Yorkers, 
accustomed to pure air and clean clothes, a brief 
sojourn in Chicago has been a really grievous af- 
fliction. 

But will it be a timely lesson to them? The 
smoke nuisance is beginning to afflict New York 
also. Unless early precautions are taken the in- 
creasing consumption of soft coal here will cer- 
tainly reduce New York to Chicago's intolerable 
condition within a very few years. 

There is no need of this. .There are effective 
devices for smoke-consumufig. Proper legal pro- 
vision for their use would spare us this affliction. 
But legal restriction must be Adopted now if it is 
to be adopted at all. If we wait, the “vested in- 
terest in nuisance-making furnaces will acquire 
a “pull” too great for us. If we intend to pre- 
serve our pure atmosphere we must protect it in 
time from a defilement which has already be- 
gun.—New York World.

It does not stand on the 
site on which it was erected, but was moved 
from the site now octupied by a small portion 
of Congress Hall, which last season was the 
summer executive office of President Har-

The first hops of the season teok place this 
evening in hotels. About 9 o’clock in the 
evening they are and last about an 
hour and a half, and then the belles with their 
beaux are ready for a luncheon at the café. 

The cottage colony has all arrived and every 
cottage in the place has anoccupant. Most 
of these cottagers are from New York, Phila- 
delphia. Baltimore, and Washington. The 
New York and Philadelphia business-men are 
enabled to go to and from business every day 
and are thus with their families at night, but 
those who go to Washington are generally 
government officials, mostly members of Con- 
gress, and only come down Saturday and re- 
main until Monday.

They represent the failure of Seward to ob- 
tain the Republican nomination, and in both 
Horace Greeley is pictured as the chief agent 
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the face of the animal, rather than-to hang the 
human head. in front of the animal’s ears as 
is done in this picture. The prominent posi- 
tion occupied by the Tammany Indian gives 
evidence that the politics of that period did 
not differ in some respects from the politics of 
today.

In the two specimens of the caricatures of 
1861, the most interesting is that called The 
Secession Movement.”

He gave to 
the satiric art of caricature a power that it had 
never before known in this country, and sel- 
dom in any country. It is impossible to look 
at this work of his, in the light of what had 
preceded it and of what has come after it, and 
not say that Nast stands by himself, the cre- 
ator of a school which not only began but 
ended with him. He had drawn political 
caricatures before he had Tweed and his allies 
for subjects, and he drew other political cari- 
catures after his destruetive, deadly work 
with them was finished, but his fame will rest 
on his work of that period. 7 
The tounder and chief ‘developer of contem- 
porary political caricature in America, as we 
hold it in the many-colored cartoons of 
Puck and Judge, was a young artist and actor 
from Vienna, named Joseph Keppler, who 
reached St. Louis in 1868 in search of his for- 
tune. He had studied drawing under the best 
teachers in Vienna’s Academy of Fine Arts, 
but a strong inclination for acting had taken 
him upon the stage. During the first year or 
two after his arrival in America he went about 
the country as a member of a traveling theat- 
rical troupe, appearing in the theaters of many 


cities, including those of ; Louis, 
New Orleans, and New “York. His 
hand turn naturally to carica- 


ture, and after vain attempts to sell some of 
his drawings to daily newspapers in St. Louis, 
he started in that city in 1869 an illustrated 
lithographie weekly, in German, with the title 
Die Vehme. The subject of his first cari- 
cature was Carl Schurz, at that time a con- 
spicuous figure in St. Louis. The paper had 
a short life, and was succeeded in 1870 by a 
new venfure called Puck. Two volumes of 
this were issued, that of the ‘first year being 
in German alone, and that of the second in 
both German and English. The enterprise 
was doing fairly well, when Bepple was 
compelled! to abandon it. e went to 
New York City in 1873, where he did 
some work for a weekly illustrated paper 
for a time, and also reappeared upon the local 
stage as an actor. In September, 1876, the 
first number of Puck of -the present day 
was issued in German, and in March, 1877, tne 


The Puck of those early days was a very 
different thing from what it is now. Its 
cartoons were drawn on wood, and were in 
white and black. The drawing was strong, but 
the composition of the pictures was almost 
as crude as that of the old lithograph sheets. 
Keppler at first followed the French and Ital- 
ian schools of caricature, exaggerating the size 
of the heads and the len of legs. He 
very soon abandoned this, however, and 
began to feel his way toward 
the gradual unfolding of what up- 
der his gui lance has become a distinctly 
American school of chricature. Ia 1878 he 
began to draw on stone, and in order to 
_ brighten the effect of his pictures he com- 
menced to tint them slightly with a single 
color. In 1879 two colors or tints were used, 
and from that time on the growth has been 
steady and rapid until the bright and multi- 
colored cartoon of the present day has been 
reached,

HID IDENTITY UNDER A PEN NAME. 


The Conditions Under Which “ Ossip 
Schubin,” the Novelist, Began to Write. 
About fifteen years ago the manuscript of a 

certain novel was handed to Herr Alfred Klaar 

for criti¢ism. The authoress, who called her- 
self Lola Kirschner, was then living with her 
sister, who was devoting her life to painting. 

At that time the novelist must have been about

24, for Dr. Kirschner's somewhat indiscreet 
literary calendar gives 1853 as the year of her 
birth. Her first idea was to become a singer, 
but after a short period of instruction 
she lost her voice. Encouraged by Herr 
Klaar’s favorable opinion of her first attempt, 
she wrote another novel and sent it to Dr. 
Julius Rodenberg for insertion in the Deutsche 
Rundschau, but she concealed her name and 
her sex and styled herself Ossip Schubin,“ 
and Dr, Rodenberg at first took her for a Rus- 
sian who was confiding her talent to him. 
Just then, too, Russian literature was the 
fashion in Germany. The secret of the pseu- 
donym, however, has been out for some time 
now, and since a rtrait of Lola Kirschner 
by Gussow has made the round of the Europe- 
an galleries physiognomists have understood 
why the German woman from Prague with 
the half-Slav face and the capricious features 
assumed the name of Ussip Schubin. 
There is something foreign and capricious, 
too, in her talent, and even in the German she 
writes; and,. in addition, she has a cosmopoli- 
tan power of observation, though her special 
field ig the life of the Austrian nobility. In 
company with her sister, the artist, Lola 
Kirschner has become thoroughly acquainted 
with the society of every European capital 
from Madrid to St, Petersburg, and every- 
where diplomatic and artistic circles have 
been accessible to her.

In Ossip Schubin's method of work there is, 
says a German author who is intimately ac- 
quainted with her, something impulsive, gen- 
ial, and inspired. She tears along the paper 
with her pen, throwing each sheet as it 
is filled on the floor, so that after a few 


| consecutive hours of work her table is liter- 


ally surrounded by a pile of manuscript, to be 
ultimately arranged and numbered. She is 
an artist with an abundance of experiences 

and observations, and material generally, but 

su far as the form is concerned, if by form 1s 

understood the inner form required by Herder 
and Goethe in a work‘of art, she cannot be 

called an artist at all. She is an excellent 

story teller, and she has the gift of character- 
izing | intelligently; but she never restrains 

herself. Hence her ereations often partake of 
the adventurous: and in her haste of concep- 

tion she forgets now and then the physiognomy 

of her characters. She is so impulsive, and 

so unequal in form, that every impression of 
artistic completeness is destroyed; but, on 

the other hand, she is always interesting. 

Tourgeneff seems to have played the greatest, 
part in her literary development, and possibly 
it waz to honor him that she assumed the nom- 
de-plume of Ossip Sebubin.

An Inexhaustible Supply of the Pitchy 
Material—Dug Up with Pick and Shovel 
~Unpleasant Results of the Sean Voyage 
—Successful Test of Asphalt as a Water- 
proofing Material in the Chicago Tun- 
nels—Enormous Amount of Asphalt 
Used in This Country. J 

In the course of a paper read before the 

American Institute of Mining Engineers, pub- 

lished in Good Roads, Col. F. V. Greene of 

New York has given an interesting description 

of the country where asphalt is found, of the 

nature and extent of the supply, and also of 


its adaptability for the purpeses of street 


pavements in large cities. There is now pend- 
ing in Chicago a suit involving the quality of 
the asphalt which is, or shall be, used on 
our city roads, so that the public will be in- 
terested in the details given. 
The asphalt of Trinidad is found in a so- 
called lake,“ situated about 100 feet above 
the sea and about three miles from the shore 
of the island, at the Village of La Brea (the 
Spanish word for pitch). Its area is about 114 
acres; its depth, as far as ascertained by cer- 
tain rude borings’, is reported to be about eight- 
een feet at the sides and seventy-eight feet in 
the center; and underlying it there is said 
to be a bed of blue clay. If these 
figures are correct the lake contains about 
6,000,000 tons of- asphalt. Whether these bor- 
ings are even approximately accurate is, how- 
ever, very doubtful, It is even contended by 
some that the lake is still fed from under- 
ground sources. The only positive informa- 
tion on the subject is the fact that the excava- 
tions of the last tan years, amounting to about 


level, and for “all practical purposes, at the 
present rate of consumption, it may be said 
to be inexhaustible. 

The word lake,“ applied to this deposit, is 
an entire misnomer, It is a level tract of 
brownish material having an earthy appear- 
ance. Cracks or fissures having a width and 
depth of a few feet appear here and there 
over the surface. Some of them are filled 
with rain-water, while others have been filled 
with soul blown there by the wind and giving 
support to a scrubby vegetation. Some trav- 
elers have reported that the deposit is liquid 
in the middle, but such is not the fact.. Carts 
and mules can be driven everywhere on its 
surface, ‘ 

Due with a Pick and Shovel. 

The material is dug with a pick and shovel, 
loaded into carts, and hauled to the beach. 
Here it is placed in baskets, which are carried 
by coohes wading through the surf to lighters, 
and from these lighters it is loaded on vessels, 
During the voyage the material unites into a 
solid mass, and has to be removed again by 
the use of pick and shovel. On being un- 
loaded it is placed for about five days in large 
tanks heated by a slow fire. The mdisture 
is expelled, the roots of trees and 
other vegetable matters are skimmed off the 
surface, the earthy matter with which it is 
combined settles by gravity, and the refined 
product is run off into barrels, The retining 
is in reality a mere heating to a liquid condi- 
tion, in order to allow the sediment to de- 
posit; and great care is taken not to heat the 
material to a point which will in any way 
change its chemical cundition or produce dis- 
tillation. 3 

Refined asphalt is used as a varnish or paint, 
as an insulating material, as water-proofing, 
as a cément in ordinary construction, and, 
lastly, as a cement in roofing and paving com- 
pounds. For all these purposes it is, in its 
natural state, too brittle at ordinary temper- 
atures. It is therefore treated or tempered 
with some form of oil, the kind of oil and the 
amount used depending on the purpose to 
which it is to be applied. For a thin varnish 
it is mixed with one-third of oil of 
turpentine and one-sixth of shellac. For 
paving-cement it is mixed with. one- 
sixth of petroleum residuum. This cement is 
also suitable for coating water-pi ; but as 
these are not subject to atmospheric influ- 


residuum. An insulating material for electric 
cables, called bitite, is also made. Its exact 
composition is not known, but the principal 
ingredient is asphalt. Asphalt paving-cemen: 
is also used to imbed aaked copper wires for 
electrie lighting. Mixed with sand, in 
substantially the same proportions as for pav- 
ing, asphalt has been used to! make elec- 
trical conduits on the “drawing-in system.“ 
As to the importance of using a non-conduct- 
ing material in such conduits, in which in- 
sulated wires and cables are to be placed, 
electrical experts are divided in opinion. A 
serious objection to the use of such material 
in the streets of New York is the escaping 
steam from steam-heating pipes; which fre- 
quently raises ‘the temperature of the sur- 
rounding earth to over 250° Fahrenheit, at 
which temperature the conduit loses its shape 
under pressure. Where such pipes are not 
laid these conduits are believed to be entirely 
satisfactory. 
Bituminous Cement, | 

In masonry construction, for the reasons 
stated, bituminous cement is u only in 
those cases in which rigidity is undesirable 
and impermeability to water is nee ry. A 
notable instance of this is the bck arch 
spanning the large wrought-iron water main 
on the High Bridge, over the Harlem River, in 
New York. It was essential that this arch 
should be water-proof; and, as its 
length is 1.381 feet, a. ductile 
cement ws indispensable on accdunt of ex- 
pansion and contraction. The Cnief Engineer, 
Gen. G. S8. Greene, used a cement mortar, 
made of Trinidad asphalt with the addition of 
10 per cent by volume. of coal-tar residuum 
and 25 per cent of sand. The arch was a seg- 
of radius 2 feet 6 


ment of a circle, ˖ 

inches, and span 17 feet, the thick⸗ 
ness being 12 inches, com of 
three courses of bricks. The first. two 


courses were laid on edge with ordinary 
mortar of hydraulic cement and sand. On the, 
second course a layer of the asphalt-cement 
mortar was laid to the thickness of half an 
inch. Ou this, while still hot, the third course 
of bricks was laid flat, the bricks being dry 
and hot, and dipped in hot asphalt before lay- 
ing. The joints were then filled with hot 
asphalt, and finally a course of pressed brick 
was laid in flat hydraylic cement mortar, 
forming the paving and flooring of the bridge. 
The work is nearly thirty years old, and has 
never leaked a drop. 

Another noticeable instance is the La Salle 
street tunnel under the Chicago River, the 
arch of which was laid with asphalt cement. 
The tunnel has always been perfectly dry; 
whereas the Washington. street tunnel. under 
the same river, the arch of which was laid in 
hydraulic cement, has always leaked so badly 
that at times the tunnel cannot be used at all. 

For the purpose of preventing dampness in 
cellars the sdme form of construction, using 
two thicknesses of bricks dipped, in asphalt 
while hot, and separated by a layer of asphalt, 
is entirely successful. 

The usual method of covering arches with a 
continuous sheet of asphalt is not always suc- 
cessful, as there is an unequal contraction on 
the asphalt and the masonry with which it is 
in contact, which results in cracks, By using 
asphalt as the cement between heated bricks, 
this difficulty is avoided, since the contraction 
in a single joint is almost infinitesimal. 

A special form of damp course is also made 
by saturating hemp, canvas, or felt-paper with 
a mixture of asphalt and very fine sand, 

Asphalt in Foundations. 

Of the use ot asphalt in foundations two 
very interesting examples are given by W. H. 
Delano in a paper read before the English 
Institution of Civil Engineers in 1880, One 
was the foundation of a rock-disintegrator, 
running at a high rate of speed. It was first 
built upon a foundation of ordinary concrete. 
On the opposite side of the street was an es- 
tablishment for paipting on glass and china, 
where fine grades of work were required. The 
vibrations from the disintegrator were 80 
great that the business of the glass- painter 
was rendered impossible. He threatened 
suit for heavy damages, whereupon the foun 
dations of the disintegrator were removed and 
rebuilt in bituminous concrete. The result 
was entirely successful, the vibration becom- 
ing imperceptible. The second case was the 
foundation of a large trip-hammer,, weighing 
forty-five tons, which was erected at the Paris 
Exposition of 1867. In order to reduce the 
concussion, this was built in bituminous con- 
crete, and with entire success,. At the close

Of all the uses made of asphalt, by far the 
most important is the paving of roadways. 
Daring the last twelve 2 — upwards of 
3,500,000 square yards of genuine asphalt 
pavements have been laid in the United 
States. They extend over a length of more 
than 200 miles, and are used daily by probably 
50,000 vehicles. The cubical contents of the 
asphalt. surfaces are over 7,000,000 cu- 
feet. With thew foundations of 
concrete, the total contents are near! 
23,000,000 cubic feet and weigh a million 
ahalftons. The great pyramid of Cheops is 
not quite four times as large. It is sup 
to have occupied the labor of an army of men 
for one or more generations, and has been the 
wonder of the world throughout recorded his- 
tory. It is significant of the resources of the 
nineteenth century in mechanical appliances 
that an equal amount of material could now 
be handled in a few years, in a single industry, 
without attracting any attention.

There is many a member of the Board o 
Trade who makes and losesa dozen small 
fortunes a month in grain deais who couldn’t 
describe the general plan of the average 
gtain elevator, even though his failure 
to do meant hanging. A common 
idea pictures the interior of these big 
storehouses as being an immense cavern 
with dimensions of the size indicated by the

- place that not one person in ten thousand 


ever sees the inside of. A conception of the 
science which has been introduced into every- 
day affairs of late can be well illustrated by a 
brief visit within the walls of a modern grain 
elevator. Behind the scenes at a metropolitan 
theater is scarcely more interesting. 

As in several other particulars Chicago leads 


. pe world in the matter of facilities for hand- 


grain. re are more grain elevators 
in-this city than in any other in America. But 


this array of facts is unsatisfying to the skep- 


tical until the capacity is told. The state- 
ment of this, however, only. forces the coun- 
try to an acknowledgment of Chicago’s 
prominence as a grain ling mart, 

city has twenty-eight stationary grain eleva- 
tors with capacity for handling a total of over 
31,000,000 bushels of grain; New York has 
twenty-seven with total capacity of a little

Chicago's elevators are the first objects to 
catch the eye of the incoming visitor, while 
yet the city hes many leagues away. From 
across many a mile of space the inspeeding 
traveler sees these giant grain boxes not 
wholly unlike unfinished pyramids leaning 
against a gray sky. of thin mist and light 
smoke which rises never so high as to wholly 
obscure their gabled roofs, If the proper 
tfain be taken the more curious traveler may 
be wheeled, train and all, entirely into ana 
completely within almost any one of these

So singularly complete is some such illusion 

that enters the mind of any much-traveled 

person upon entermg one of these million-

leys for working the twenty-eight. elevator 
belts. These belts are inade of india rubber 
and carry steel buckets riveted at regular in- 
tervals along their outside face. As the belt 
travels up one side it carries up full buckets. 
At the top these pass over the driving pulley 
and are emptied as they turn over.. 
From the point of delivery of the belt the 
grain passes by gravity th h imclined 
chutes to the main of the elevator and 


| 


is directed by one or the other of the chutes 


| to any desired point. The grain from the 
elevating belt falls into the mouth of a chute 
which rotates on a vertical axis whose pro- 
longation would pass through its receivi 
end, or mouth. Thus, when swung aroun 
on its pivot its receiving mouth remains un- 
changed in position. The open ends of a num- 
ber of chutes leading ‘to the garners corre- 
sponding to respective bins below are ar- 
ranged in a circle around the revolving chute. 
Each is numbered with the bin it 
leads to, and the revolving chute can be 
swung to connect with any one of these. In 
this way one elevator is made to feed a num- 
Below the chute on the next floor are what 
are known as garners. These are simply 
square bins holding 1,000 bushels each. Im- 
mefliately under each is a platform scale with 
its bin of the same size as the garner above it, 
and receiving grain from the garner, when de- 
sir Here the grain is — 1 — There are 
twelve receiving and sixteen shipping scales, 
each of 60,000 pounds capacity. Much of the 
grain received is simply graded and an equiv- 
alent weight of grain of the same grade is de- 


livered when called for. Other grain 
is received with its identity pre- 
served.“ In this case, the specific 
grain and no other must be delivered 


on call. All the garners, weighing bins, and 
storage bins have sloping bottoms—an inclin- 
ation of six inches to the foot—so that no 
grain lodges in them. Grain is weighed once 
when received and once when delivered. Each 
weighing operation involves the elevation of 
the grain from the lower floor clear to the top 
of the building. 

Thus it will be seen that a vast amount of 
complication is involved in the perpetual fill- 
ing and emptying of bins, due to the receiving, 
delivery, and transfer of grain among the 
number of bins and sockets of the great build- 
ing. The record is kept on a large black- 
board divided into squares each of which de- 
notes a bin and is numberedin accordance with | 
the bin number. The accounting marks are 
made with varied colored chalk to correspond 
with the different classes of grain contained 
in the bin. This great blackboard is a com- 

plete and perfect key to the entire grain con- 
. tents of the massive concern. One function 
of the elevator is the cleaning of grain, some 
of the bins being equipped with winnowing 
fans and screens.

One thing, and only one, regarding the 
authorship of this song is definitely known. 
This is that Henry J. Sayres. favorably known 
as @ composer with Thatcher’s minstrels, 
wrote the first American version of the song, 
which Miss Collins subsequently obtained and 
adapted to her own use in London. 

The song in itself, as every one is aware, is 


a strange mixture of jargon in words set to an

has passed the acme of its success and is now 
on the decline, But for-the lest six months it 


has fairly maddened the City of London. In 
this country, where it passed through one 
of its phases of evolution on the way to popu- 
larity, it did not “catch on.” That is, it did 
not cut such a wide swath im New York as it 
dia in London, simply because it neqded the 
nimble toes, the pliant limbs, and the swagery 
torso of Lottie Collins to interpret it its full 
perfection. 
Discovering It. 

By one of those strange accidents of fortune 
which sometinies elevate the most mediocre 
actresses to a niche in the temple of fame Miss 
Collins discovered the crude air and words, 
got Mr. Angelo A. Asher to rearrange the tune 
and Richard Morton to fix up the words, then 
flashed upon the English music hallſstage at 
Islington, enshrined in lace, and kicked and 
sang herself into celebrity. So pronounced 
was her success that 1 groin was deemed 
altogether too narrow a field for the display 
of her vocal powers and agility, and she was 
promptly taken to the Gayety Music Hall, 
where glory and $500 a week awaited her. 
Previously she had been but a second rate 
music hall singer at a salary of $50 per week. 
So great was her success that she immediate- 
ly attracted the attention of cultured as well 
as ilhterate London. The great dailips print- 
ed columns about the song and Miss Collins. 
\-high arts critic, commenting on “ Ta-ra-ra, 
B om-de-ay in Black and White, says: 

Miss Collins at this moment, June 1, commands 
such audiences as no single, perhaps as no six 
artists together, can command. Some dpubt and 
mystery envelop the origin of the fampus song, 
but thoes who have heard the pathetic and beau- 
tiful air known as Pestal“ can have little 
doubt that Miss Collins’ tune is a modification of 
this air, perhaps broken Gown, simplified, and in 
parts overemphasized by peasant singérs in Eu- 
rope and probably by negro minstrels in America. 
[Tue latter sentence is untrue, as it was never 
sung by negro minstrels in this country, but has 
been heard for many years in the dance-honses of 
New Orleans, Mobile, Covington, Ky., and other 
like resorts. Negro residents of New York can re- 
member having heard the tune thirty years ago 
on Southern plantations.} The dance, without 


| which the words and air were of no effect, was 


composed by Miss Collins herself. Taken alto- 
gether the performance is like noth ever seen 
| or heard before “on any stage.“ There is no 


ace about it, no sentiment, no prettiness of any 
Kind. Its‘merits are srmply grotesqre extrava- 
ance and strengt. . As apiece of music 
it is superior to tunes that of late have won 
music hall ularity. It is the chant of youth 
and higb spirits, of youthful life and energy as- 
serting itself against conventional restraints and 
all traditions Of pradery and pvrimness. It is sung 
in the character of a girl, vulgar but not vicious, 
and a little restrained by respect for appear- 
ances, The singer is an artist to the tips of her

fingers; every note. every one of the poor words 
of the song, is made to tell to the utmost. They 
are delivered with a “conviction ” and a sureness 
of articulation. accompanied with a little know- 
shake of the head, that. if it is tart to play 
to one’s environment, is nothing tirigh 


order to secure the undivided title to “Ta-ra- 
ra, Boom-de-ay.” A version of the song was 
then published, with Miss Collins’ picture in 
red ink on the cover, sold for four shil- 
li Meanwhile a editon was gotten 
out by another publisher, which sold for two 
cents. Hence the lawsuit alluded to, Counsel 
for the defendants said that what the plaintiff 
did was practically tocopy im a servile way 
the American 1 altering words 
rather for the worse. The American render- 
ing to the verse rau: 

I’m a blushing bud of innocence 

Pa thinks I am a great expense, 

Old maids ony | have no sense, 

Boys declare I'm just immense, 

The plaintiff changed it to this: 

I’m a timid flower of innocence, 

Pa says I have no sense, 

I'm one eternal big expense, 

Men say I am just immense, 

Not Tea. Good, 

The difference in the two versions consisted 
in attributing the statement that she had no 
sense to her papa rthan to old maids. 
The next version, which is similar to the 
American version, ended: 

Though full of fun Em never rude; 
I'm not too and I'm not too good, 

The plaintiff’s poetry was not too good, cer- 
tainly. The only reputation which the song 
had acquired was not through the plaintiff, 
but solely and entirely due to Miss Lottie Col- 


lins. , 

Mr. Justice Stérling, in giving judgment, 
said that there was no doubt that the melody 
and refrain, “Ta-ra-ra, m-de-ay, was 
common in America some years ago, even be- 
fore the productror of Mr. Gilbert's cantata, 
and that the defendant’s song was written 
from the American composition. That being 
so, he would refuse the injunction in this case 
provided the defendants undertook to aband- 
on the picture on the title „ and also un- 
dertook not to get up their Fomposition so as 
to resemble the plaintiff’s. ‘Bach undertaking 
having been given, his hip said he 
would dismiss the motion. 

How It Happened. — 

The following humerous. description of the 
court proceedings regarding ‘* Ta-ra-ra, Reom- 
de-ay has been universally circulated 
throughout Great Britain by the publishers 
and has obtained a circulation almost as wide 
as the song itself. It presents a fair sample 
of what the British public call wit and is a 
copy of a species of literature which was widely 
printed in this country some years ago: 

In those days there was a terror in the land. 
even the terror of “ Ta-r-ra-ra,. Boom-de-ay,” 
which was in the mouth of Folly, and ceased not 
from tormenting men neither by day nor night, 
and life grew burdensome because of it. 

Now thegnanner of its coming was upon this 


wise: 

There dwelt in the land one Richard, the son of 
Morton, the maker of verses for the people, even 
Arry and Arriett, who howl them aloud on the 
streets after the fashion of their kind, being the 
children of ignorance. 

And unto this man came a voice from across the 
waters, even the voice of the negro in the camp- 
meeting. and the sound of the miners in the 
camps and the musie which is of America. 

And the voice said unto him: Arise and afflict 
the land with the sound which thou hearest; 
even ‘ Ta-ra-ra, e-ay,' for there is money 
in it—even the money af whe delight in 
sound rather than sense.“ 


So he listened tothe voice and spake unto | 


himself, saying. Lo, I have struck it bright.“ 

Then went he untohim of the Tivoli who assault- 
eth Time with a stick and troubleth the bowels of 
the sheep with horsehair and rosin, taking delight 
in the noise of their misery. For he is a fiddier, 
even Angelo the son of Asher. 

And Richard; the son of Morton, spake unto 
him, saying: Behold, I have a good thing, be- 
ing a tune and the words thereof. It us alter 
thiswith a slight alteration and call it ours. 
Thereby may we afflict the nation with it to our 

t. And they did so. 

Then spake they unte Lottie, the daughter of 
Collins, even she who kicketh up her heels in the 
house of pleasure, which is galled the music hall, 
saying, “ Sing thon this an mae thy foot to 
the melody thereof, that those w isten may be- 
come lunatics because of the folly of the song. 

And she did even as they desired of her. 

So a great maduess came upon them that list- 
ened unto her, and they were filled with the tune, 
so that it clung to them and haunted them whith- 
ersoever they went. :

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CUTTING OUT CAMEOS. 


A NEW BRANCH OF ARTISTIC 
WORK IN CHICAGO, 


Peeping Into the Atelier of 4 Lapidary— 
Portraits Cut in Hard Stone to Order— 
A New Industry in This City—Process of 
Preparing the Stones for Catting-Saws 
Which Are Invisible to the Naked Eye— 
Superiority of a Cameo Over a Photo- 
graph—Exhausting Work, 

That the World’s Fair will contain numer- 
ous exhibits of home production that will be 
a source of great surprise to both visitors from 
afar and old residents of the Garden City is 
no longer questionable. Chicago has entirely 
emerged from the “pork and pumpkin ” 
period of development, as will be universally 
admitted in about a year from now. 

One of the oddest artistic exhibits in prepa- 
ration came within the ken of a Trrsuns re- 
porter a few days ago while calling at one of 
the prominent jewelry stores on State street. 


A party of gentlemen had just paid for and

We often have 
to design and make a number of tools of pe- 
culiar shape before starting on an intricate 
piece of work. 

„Most of these tools are mainly of one de- 
scription. Take up any of those on my 
At one end, you see, is a screw that fits into 
my footlathe; at the other end it 
tapers off, and at the point is worked into a 
sort of circular saw. Thediameter of these 
miniature saws varies from one-half to one- 
fiftieth of an inch. Here is one of tne small- | 
est; you cannot see thesaw with the naked 
eye. The steel must be perfectly tempered, 
and the teeth cut even or they are not fit for 
their task. 

“ For a portrait I first cut around the pen- 
ciled outline until I reach the bottom layer, 
when I slice it off. This is done with some 
of the larger saws.

in every stage of the work, as the tool alone

“Yes, it cortaihlp is exhausting work. The 
eye and the hand must be completely in 
unison, for the most trifling error would ruin 
the work of days or weeks. There is no pos- 
sible chance of rectifying a hasty or injudicious 
move. Take that three-bast medallion for 
instance: that has kept me on the rack for 
many and many an hour. The general run of 
work is, of course, much less exacting. 

In crest, seal, name, or initial work, in 
relief or intaglio, the method is the same, but 
I generally make a wax impression of the 
design before I, start on the stone. These 
commissions when simple are quite reason- 
able in price, ranging as low as $18 But 
when the design is very intricate or orna- 
mental they mag run up to $40 or even $50. 
The lowest quotation for a bust portrait is $50, 
and but few can be done t that rate. 

The carving completed the stone is pol- 
ished, first with a lump of lead or zinc, and 
then with tripoli, rouge, and putty. An ex- 
amination with a glass of great power is then 
in order and any slight defect remedied.

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The Scotch-Irish in the American Revolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Douglas Campbell, a member of the New 
York bar, has just published through Harper's a 
book entitled The Puritan in Holland, England, 
and America,” which purports to be an introduc- 
tion to American history. The work is volumi- 
nous, and, after reviewing the parts of it which 
bear on the Puritan in general, the prospectus of 
the book says: 

There is still another large body of readers to 
whom this book will appeal strongly. This is 
composed of the Scotch-Irish, whose history in 
America has never been written, so that few per- 
sons have any idea of what great numbers of 
them were-among our colonial settlers and what 
they have accomplished for their adopted home. 
Englend their influence was not un- 

rtant. since they furnished to Washington's 
Ca abinet its only New England member, Gen. 
Henry Knox, and to the Continental army Gens. 
John Stark and John Sullivan; while one of the 
met probably — a name to Bunker Hill. 

It was in Pennsylvania and the South, how- 
ever, that their greatest influence was exerted. 
In Pennsylvania they formed almost a third of 
the population at the time of the revolution, and 
that third carried the —4 for independence 
and did most of the fighting for the State. [New 
Jersey also furnished a large number of soldiers 
for Washington's armz.] They formed most of 
the population of West Virginia, the section which 
carri that colony for independence. The 
formed a large part of the population in Nort 
Carolina and South Carolina; Tennessee was 
largely settled by them; and Kentucky 
was almost wholly their colony: As edu- 
cators they tau most of the classical 
schools south 0 New York. They, with 
the Scotch, gave thirty-nine general officers to the 
Continental army, half of its members to Wash- 
ington’s Cabinet, the second Chief Justice to the 
Supreme Court, the first being a French Hugue- 
not, and three of the four Associate Justices. To 
seven of the original thirteen States they gave 
their first Governors, and they furnished nine of 
the twenty-three Presidents of the United States, 
two 2 being of Welsh and one of Dutch de- 
scent, 

Having already shown how many of our Amer- 
— institutions are not of English origin it is 
n the strength of facts like the foregoing that 

r. Campbell controverts the further assump- 
lon of most writers that our people are an En- 
giish race. 

The Scotch-Irish were as un-English as were 
the Hollanders or H enots: Our author calls 
them the Puritans of the South, and with a 
chapter devoted to their histor —showing how, 
through their influence, republican ideas, un- 
known in England, worked in the South and 
West—completes his account of the Puritan in 
America, making a book as novel as it is inter- 
esting, and one which must modify any prevail 
ing conceptions of American history.“ 
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The Vital Issue—The Force Bill Not in It.

German Prosperity. 

Recently published statistics collected from the 
trade associations in all parts of the German Em- 
pire do not convey a very favorable impression of 
the condition of the industrial classes in 1891. 
The statistics are based on reports from 906 
towns and 924 associations, including altogether 
sixteen different branches of trade. In 229 of the 
towns mentioned the rates of wages were lowered 
during 1591, in 670 they remained unchanged, and 
only in seven cases is there any rise recorded, al- 
though there was an increase in the prices of the 
ordinary necessaries of life. The report of the 
founders and engine-makers shows that 
out of 306 centers connected with this in- 
dustry in only two did the wages rise, while 
in seventy-two they fell, and in the rest remained 
stationary. The cost of living increased in every 
case. The depression manifested itself chiefly in 
the largest centers, such as Berlin, Breslau,. Es- 
sen, Leipsic, etc., wherein some cases work was 
totally suspended, and in many others men were 
put on short time. Only one single instance is 
mentioned in which the discontinuance of work 
in this branch of industry was caused by disputes 
between employers and employed. The reports of 
the other branches of trade, especially the statis- 
tics sent by the Miners’ Asscciation, are still less 
reassuring. These returns have been collected 
from every quarter of the empire, and it is unari- 
mously rmed that the workmen cannot, in ex- 
isting circumstances, earn enough for the proper 
support of themselves and their families. 


Recovered His Mind and the Land. 

Denvenr. Col., July 2.—The now celebrated case 
of Andy Adams against Mrs. Warren to recover 
160 acres of land near Denver, worth over $100,000, 
was decided yesterday in favor of the plaintiff. 
In the 60s the land was transferred to J. W. Iliff, 
now deceased, who was Mrs. Warren’s first hus- 
band, to hold in trust for a, Mr. Adams. Adams 
was taken sick and lost his mind. Everything 
that had transpired previous to the sickness was 
a blank to him. Not long ago he met several old 
friends and in the course of conversation the old 
land trade was recalled. It was some time before 
Adams could remember anything about it, but as 
his mind became clearer he gradually remem- 
bered the transaction, and at once instituted a 
suit for the recovery of the land.

FIGHT FOR FREE SILVER 


Will Call Hig Coinage Committee Together 
Next Wednesday~A Brisk Fight sure 
to Result—Democrats Worried Over the 
Situation — Bankers Seriously Disap- 
pointed at the Senate’s Action — All 
Done for Political Effect—No Violation 
of the Modus Vivendi, 

Wasnixoron, D. C., duly 2.—[Special, }— 
Chairman Bland is coming out from the West. 
He has been buried somewhere in the wilds of 
Missouri for a fortnight, but the news that the 
Senate has passed a free coinage bill has 
reached him, and lie is coming as fast as ex- 
press trains will bring him. He has tele- 
graphed that he will be here in time to call a 
meeting of the coinage committee Wednes- 
day. The bill came over from the Senate 


this morning. 

According to the rules 4 the House, it will 
lie on the Speaker's table for one legislative 
day, and will then be referred to the Commit- 
tee on Coinage, Weights, and Measures, The 
House adjourned from today until Tuesday, 
and the bill will not get before the committee 
before that day. 

Pending action on the bill by the commit- 
tee nothing remains to be done except to cre- 
ate sentiment for or against the bill among 
the members of the House, and this the man- 
agers of the representative sides are doing 
with more or less vigor and success. The op- 
ponents of the bill are hopeful. Though not 
overconfident, all the elements are in their fa- 
vor. Midsummer weather and the yearning 
of the House members to get through the ap- 
propriations and adjourn is with them. The 

bsence of many Representatives in their dis- 
tricts and the trouble in keeping a quorum 
are also helps. Nevertheless the free coinage 
supporters are active and determined. They 
are positive that they will get enough signa- 
tures to insure a closure rule if that becomes 


necessary. 

Speaker Crisp and his lieutenants in the 
House find themselves confronted by a serious 
embarrassment. The question they have to 
meet is one that they are not prepared for, 
and in balancing the „ and disad- 
vantages they are required to make compli- 
cated calculations and some nice discrimina- 
tion. The mass of the Democrats in the 
House are glad of a chance to vote on the bill, 
feeling more interest in theirown affairs at 
home than in the broader question of the ef- 
fect upon the country at large. But the man- 
agers, feeling 3 responsibility for the welfare 
of the national party, are in an uneasy frame 
of mind. 

Quite a number of those Democrats who op- 
posed the passage of the Bland * during 2 
early part of the session, not 28 
House to take the initiative, are now the 
opinion that the best thing to do under the 
peculiar circumstances is to pass the Stewart 
bill. The members from silver districts are 
now face to face with the question in such an 
attitude as not to admit of any dodging. The 
only offset lies in the fact that the Democratic 
platform squints decidedly against free coin- 
age at the present ratio. This opens an op 
portunity which some of the anti-silver men 
expect to avail themselves of for an effort to 
amend the bill so as to change the ratio. 

When the committee reports the bill back 
to the House they will ask the Committee on 
Rules to report a special order fixing a time 
for its consideration. The probabilities are 
that the Committee on Rules will make such 
a report, and that it will not include any 
closure rule. If the bill once gets before the 
House. than which there is nothing more 
probable, there will be 4 lively fight, and if 
there is a vigorous and persistent filibuster 
the chances are that a majority of the Demo- 
crats will sign a petition for, a closure rule. 
If they do, at the proper time, the Committee 
on Rules will report a closure. 

Must Make Radical Changes. 

The Democratic leaders in the House have 
at last come to realize that they cannot get 
their pet measures through unless the; make 
a radical change in the code of rules which 
they have adopted in lieu of the business 
methods of the Reed Congress. Three-fourths 
of the session has been practically wasted, in 
spite of their enormous majority, because they 
did not adopt rules that would give a majority 
of members the power to do business. 

Now they want to get a vote on the Senate 
free coinage bill, the tinplate bill, the river 
and harborconference report, and other meas- 
ures, and find that a small minority of mem- 
bers, consisting sometimes of Democrats and 
sometimes of Republicans, are determined to 
defeat them by filibustering which can only 
be suppressed by closure. As this method of 
forcing K- and a final vote on any 
measure is offensive to many Democrats, the 
leaders have been discussing a new scheme to 
attain the same object. 

It is proposed that the Committee on Rules 
shall report a rule providing that on certain 
dates it shall be in order to move to suspend 
the rules and pass public measures which have 
before been partially considered by the House, 
and that in such cases a majority vote shall be 
sufficient to pass such measure, This rule 
will probably be reported to the House next 
Thursday and be adopted without much de- 
lay, as only two dilatory motions can be en- 
tertained pending a report from the Commit- 
tee on Rules. The new rule will open the way 
for the passage of any public bill for the pass- 
age of which the Speaker may choose to give 
recognition, 

[Chicago bankers are surprised at the action of 
the Senate ih passing the Silver bill. It was the 
opinion of a dozen of the leadi bankers yester- 
day that the effect of the Senate's action will be 
distinctly felt and will be decidedly bad even if 
the bill goes no further than the table of the House 
committee, 

»In this country and abroad we bave looked to 
the conservative Senate as a bulwark which 
said a President. 
“The ~-foreigners will be badly scared 
by this (action of Senate. Their 
confidence has been much shaken by the tendency 
ofthe House to look with favor on free silver 
legislation, but they have . 5 that the 
Senate would surely stand in the way of 
any such dangerous „ hen they now 
see the Senate take the lead in the passage of the 
most radical sort of bill for free coinage it will 
be hard to convince them that there is any ade- 
ouate safeguard to protect the country from free 
silver coinage and its certain evils.’ 

There is hardly a prominent banker in Chicago 
who is not strongly o to free coinage legis- 
lation. W. A. Hammond, cashier of the Nitional 
Bank of Illinois, is one of the exceptions, but he 
stands almost alone. As à rule the Chicago bank- 
ers, without regard to party, are not only against 
any free coinage legislation, * they are decided - 
ly opposed to a continuance of the present policy 
for the purchase of silver ballion}

INDIAN DEPREDATION CLAIMS, 


The Need of Amending the Laws for Their 
Adjust ment. 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 2.—It would be a 
great blunder if the act of March 3, 1891, for 
the adjudication of Indian depredation claims, 
should result in disturbances and outbreaks 
among the red men through the want of 
proper amendment. 

That the subject is one also of pecuniary 
importance is shown by the fact that the claims 
filed up to the date of the last annual report 
of Secretary Noble number 7,985, and amount 
to $25,589,006. This includes 1,733 claims ex- 
amined, on which allowances had been made, 
and of which 274 had been actually paid. 

The pending effort to settle these great 
amounts is the result of pledges made nearly 
acentury ago. In the year 1796, Congress 
haying observed that the disposition of whites 
tu take vengeance on the Indians for thefts 


promised to secure idemnity for such losses 
from all Indians holding treaty relations, pro- 
vided the claimants would not attempt % pri- 
vate satisfaction or revenge.“ Of course, the 
claimns were to be well founded and to be sup- 
! by proper evidence. But, this bemg 
the fact, the government undertook to act as 
the agent of the settlers in settling these 
claims, while its own security against loss was 
that it had agreements with Indians holding 
treaty relations, under which it paid annuities 
or owed other sums, and hence it was able to 
deduct from such annuities all amounts it 
might pay on the claims. 
ut, having thus made a general rule, Con- 
gross for along time omitted to supply the 
subsequent legislation needed for carrying it 
into effect. Frum one cause and another the 
claims were suffered to accumulate and were 
not disposed of. However, about twenty 
years ago an important step was taken in that 
direction. Upto that time only 220 claims 
had been acted on, and out of $438,166 claimed 
the sum of $216,380 had been allowed. Dur- 
ing the subsequent years, up to July 1, 1891, 
over 1,500 more had been acted on. The grand 
result was 1,733 claims, with an aggregate of 
$5,668,800 claimed and $2,000,517 lowed, 
There were left on file without examination 
and allowance at that date 6,252 claims, 
amounting to $19,920,205. At the rate of the al- 
lowances already made there would be allowed 
on this last amount a little over $7,000,000; 
aonthe aggregate of $25,589,006, already 
spoken of as examined and not examined, the 
amount allowed would bea little over $9,000,- 


000. 

But the legislation of last year provided for 
transferring the adjudication of these cases to 
the Court of Claims, whereas the previous al- 
lowances had been made by the Interior De- 
partmenf. Besides there had been actualiy 
paid; up to July 1, 1891, only 274 claims, on 
which the total amount was $784,268 and the 
actual payment only $434,570. It will be seen, 
therefore, that only about 3 per cent of the 
claims, in number and amount, bad been act- 
ually paid up to the new legislation of Con- 
gress last year. 

This new law created a lien upon the funds 
of the tribes for the payment of these claims, 
or rather upon all surplus above what is act- 
ually required “for their current and neces- 
sary support, subsistence, and education.“ 
And yet, on looking at the tables, we find one 
of the claims going back eighty years, and 
1.842 of them, 1 $2,917,725, going back 
forty years. A very large majority, in fact 
5,103, invoiving $18,342,042, go back to 1872 
or much earlier. e result i is thus expressed 
by Commissioner — 

It will be seen that many of them originated at 
so remote a period that the present generation of 
indians cannot possibly have any knowledge 
or personal responsibility for them. It thus 
curs that a great hardship is liable to be imposed 
upon the present generation (which is making, 
b | speaking, satisfactory progress in 
civilization) b — children for crimes 
committed by their ancestors, and imposing upon 
them, in their advanced and advanci condi- 
tion, a burden which was created by their 
fathers while yet in a state of savagery. If the 
law is permitted to remain as it is it will work 
great hardship, and will be a matter of very con- 
siderable discouragement to the present, if not to 
future ** —— Many of the Indians belong 
ing to the different tribes wnich are chargea 
—— depredations are poor and struggling to — 

me se ton porting, and the collection of these

unduly punish them for sins of 
which, personally, they are not guilty. It cer- 
tainly would provoke, in many cases, a spirit of 
antagonism and restlessness that would be ver 
hnrtful, primarily to the Indians themselves, an 
might seriously impair the peaceful relations be- 
tween them and the government, in which event 
the unlimited expense of reducing them to a 
state of peace would be far — than the pay- 
ment of these claims outright from the United 
States Treasury. 

This, then, is the basis of the appeal that 
the Interior Department has just made to 
Congress. It points out that the government 
has been for years and scores of years m 
treaties with tribes for the payment of fix 
sums of money, or fixed annuities, without in- 
timating that it had behind it thousands of 
depredation claims, amounting to millions of 
dollars, which it would one day bring up as an

Rapid Increase of Pouslous. 

New York Post: The facts brought ont in the 
Senate yesterday in the debate on the Pension Ap- 
propriation bill ought to startle the country into 
a realization of the perilous length to which the 
pension abuse has been carried. As it came from 
the House committee the bili appropriated over 
$133,000,000. The Senate committee has amended 
this by increasing the amount to $144,966,000. In 
explaining this increase, Senator Stewart said 
that when the bill passed the House early in the 
session it was supposed that there woul be a sur- 
pius for the current year of from 810.000. 000 to $15,- 
000,000, unexpended from last year's * 
tion, but it had since been discovered tead 
of a surplus there would be a deficit of '$7, 600, 000, 
The Senator went on to say 

The Committee on Appropriations had — 
it the Commissioner of Pensions ane ether o 
of the bureau, and learned from them that at the 
present rate of pension N Ou op0 a 
month—it will require $156,000.000 to pay pensions 
in the next fiscal year.

Some of Them Dangerous Because 
of Poor Pavements, : 


_ SLOVENLY SCAVENGER WORK 


All Talk of Improvements Subside 
Without Results. 


NEED FOR REFORM IS IMPERATIVE 


A year ago there was a great deal of discus- 
sion of the problem: How shall the city be 
made ready for the World’s Fair? There were 
meetings in the clubs, in the hotels, in the 
City Hall, and in the wards to debate the sub. 
ject. The Real-Estate Board and the Trade 
and Labor Assembly, the Commercial club 
and the Sunset club, the capitalist and the 

. proletariat talked about it. The Mayor made 
it the subject of some of his mes 
| to the Council and the Alder- 
men introduced ordinances and orders and 
resolutions bearing on it. The park boards 
and the other boards gave it their attention, 
A committee of citizens was sent to Spring-

field to urge the General Assembly to pass a 
law giving the Council the power to levy an 
emergency tax in aid of the movement thus 
inaugurated, as it used to be said, for cleaning 
and beautifying the city. Improvement so- 
cieties were organized with those special ob- 
jects in view. Women’s clubs were formed to 
urge action, The public journals discoursed 
on it daily. But since last summer hardly 
anything has been done to give effect to the 
large promises then made. There are no per- 


formances to speak of and we are one year 


nearer to the time of the World's Fair. The 
improvement societies have either disbanded 


or gone to sleep. The clubs, too, are slum- 


bering. The Real-Estate Board is apathetic. 
Except in the public press and in the 
women’s clubs there appears to be indiffer- 


ence and inaction everywhere. The munici- 


pal authorities are doing little or nothing. 

The streets have been neither cleaned nor 
beautified. The park systems have not been 
connected. The boulevards are yet lighted 
(or alleged to be lighted) with dim and feeble 
gas lamps. The thoroughfares are unpaved 
and dangerous. The alleys are reeking with 
‘ filth, The garbage is yet deposited within a 


few blocks of the home of the people. In 


the business center of the city the 

streets are being torn up to lay 
gas mains, cable lines, and telephone 

and telegraph wires. The rails of the street- 

ear companies stand out over the surface of 

| the streets to the obstruction of traffic and 
travel, and the imminent danger of the public. 

The city looks slovenly, squalid, and conveys 
to the visitor the idea that the municipality is 
either bankrupt or that the municipal officers 
have betaken themselves to some sleepy hol 
low of the lake region. 

And yet the date of the inaugural of the 
World's Fair is near at hand and the time for 
the city to don its reception garments is ap- 
proaching. What are we going todo about it? 

What Will Chicaco Do About It?

WHERE PESTILENCE LIES IN WAIT. 


Alleys and Streets That Reek with Foul 
Garbage and Other Impurities, 

The streets and alleys of the city are in a 

frightful condition, The streets are broken, 


unrepaired, and, in many places, impassable 


for vehicles. The alleys are crowded with 
garbage boxes filled with disease-breeding de- 
cayed vegetables, with manure-boxes hidden 
beneath their contents. These are disease pro- 
moters. Many alleys have not been visited 
by the wagons to carry away this refuse for 
four or six weeks. 

Families reside along the sides of these 
alleys, : 

As. soon as hot weather comes a fearful 
death rate must ensue among those people. 

The‘crematory for consuming garbage has 


been ebandoned. The dumping ground tothe. 


southwest of the city, to which garbage was 
formerly hauled, cannot be reached because 
of high water, so’officials say, and the result 


is that garbage is dumped on vacant lots in 


ee districts all around the edge of the 
city. 

Residents in those localities protest and in 
some instances secure injunctions, but even 
in such cases unscrupulous contractors dump 
garbage near those small cottage homes at 
night. 8 | 

Disease and death will grow fat on Chicago 
as soon as the sun comes out unless these con- 
ditions are changed. 


The Health and Street Departments are 


still ‘drawing salaries. They appear to be 
doing little beyond that at present. 

The continuous heavy rains have washed the 
streets, driven the water and filth into cellars 
and basements, and in some parts of the city 
made the streets presentable in this way. 

Danger in Unpaved Alleys. 

The disease-breeding alleys are found in 
the most dangerous form in the unpaved 
alleys. There bursting garbage boxes lie un- 
touched for weeks, for the wagons cannot

penetrate the alleys. Horses mire in them, 
and no attempts are made by the Health De- 
partment to remove those reeking boxes of filth, 
and the noisome odors from them are inhaled 
day and night by people living in the locality. 
An artist and a reporter for Taz Trrpunz 
made a leisurely journey through the city 
studying the alleys and streets. Below will 
be found a record of afew of the delectable 
alleys which will enrich the druggist, doctor, 
and undertaker and aid in reducing the popu- 
lation as soon as the hot sun comes out and 
wakes up their pestilence-producing agencies. 
Around Lundy lane and Thirty-fourth 
street there are no garbage boxes. Kitchen 
refuse isthrown on the streets, in alleys, and 
vacant lots. Dead dogs and cats abound. - 
Through a large territory north of Archer 
avenue near Thirty-fourth street alleys are 


impassable and are reeking with filth.* Diseases 


resulting from filthy environments are numer- 
ous. 

Sixteenth street on both sides of Blue Island 
avenue is distinguished by its broken paving, 
deep mud, and overflowing garbage boxes. 
Both Health and Street Departments could find 
work there. 

On Twenty-second street east of Blue Island 
avenue the paving is worn out, torn up, and 
— by mud. Teams stick there daily. 
Teamsters have thrown boards and heavy 
timbers in the mud and made,at some points 
a sort of corduroy bridge over the deepest mud 
holes. , 

Roadways around Thirty-seventh and Long 
John streets are impassable to teams. : Alleys 
have long since been disused. Teamsters in 
stabling their horses take them through the 


yards, The alleys are given up to mud, 


manure, and garbage. 

Ashland avenue south of Twenty-second 
street cannot be traveled. A few of the alicys 
reeking with filth further north are those 
east from Clinton, between Adams aud Mon- 
roe; east from Desplaines, next Sguth of 
Adams; east from ‘Halsted, next south of 
Adams; south from Jackson, next east of 
Halsted. 

Under the Nose of the Police. | 

The alley running west from Paulina street, 
next the patrol barn of the Hinman Street 
Police Station, is one of the vilest in the city, 


It has long been impassible to vehicles. N oth- | 
ing buta duck could go through it. The | 
odors from it penetrate houses two blocks 


away. On hot days the wagon crew of the 


police station leave the barn and stand around | 
the station a half block away to escape the 


fearful breath of that alley.

The alleys here are but ten feet wide and are 
lined by homes of the poorer class. 


Where “ Fresh Milk” Is Kept. 


On Maxwell street just below Canal street 
milk cans were perched jauntily in reeking 
garbage boxes and labeled fresh milk.“ 
The alley on Bunker street between Canal and 
Clinton, filled with garbage boxes, mud, and 
filth, contained a disconsolate looking horse 
hitched to a peddler’s wagon. He bore a pa- 
tient look. He was resigned to his fate, and 
was waiting for the weather to change and 
dry up the mud so he could go home and eat. 
The alley on Clinton street, between Maxwell 
and Wilson, is a sort of Rocky Mountain pass. 
reeking with filth. De Koven street, east from 
Canal, is impassable. Teamsters who were 
compelled to.drive there persuaded the houses 
they worked for to plank a wagon-path 
through it for the ordinary uses of traffic. | 

The Nineteenth Ward is miserable through- 
out. It is bounded by Van Buren, Twelfth, 
Throop street, and the river. Its alleys are in a 
frightful condition. Garbage boxes, decaying 
animal and vegetable substances, broken bpt- 
tles tossed out by the hundreds of buyers of 
old bottles, rags, and iron, together with the 
deep mud, make them impassable and nui- 
sances. | | 

Ald. O’Brien of that ward asked the Council 
to revoke the. contract of Mr. Fox for The 
cleaning of alleys in that ward. Assistant 
Health Commissioner Kellogg said the Nine- 
teenth Ward was no worse than other wards.

Along in the Bohemian district on Paulina, 
Laflin, and Throop streets, from Eighteenth 
to Twenty-first, the alleys are uncleaned and 
filthy. This is one of the most crowded tene- 
ment districts in the city. The children live 
outdoors. When warm weather comes the 
inortality among the little ones will be fear- 
ful. | 

Drivers of patrol-wagons and fire-engines in 
the southwest part of the city have diagrams 
of broken streets over which it is unsafe to 
travel. They cover many streets. 

The First Ward is the cleanest in its alleys 
of any in the city. This is due to the patrol 
system in operation there. Its streets are in 
miserable condition in many places. ; 

On Lincoln avenue, between Sedgwick and 
Garfield avenue, the paving has been worn out 
and tramped to pieces. The street is muddy, 
si®ppy, and full of water. On Garfield avenue, 
between Osgood and Sheffield avenue, the 
paving blocks are loose and afloat on the 
back water. 

The alley between Seminary and Clifton 
and Garfield avenues and Center street has be- 
come so swampy that wagons cannot get in to 
rescue the garbage boxes. 

Residents near the alley between Leavitt 


and Hoyne and Congress and Van Buren 


streets say it has not been cleaned or visited 
by representatives of the Health Department 


for six weeks. ! 


Monroe street from the depot to Halsted 
atreet bas been so badly cut to pieces by

ONLY ONE PAVED ALLEY, 


Wretched Condition of Thoroughfares in 
the Twenty-second Street Police District.

Veteran Night Cabmen Tell Where They 
Experience the Most Difficulty—J. F.

tion-Dr: C. Warrington Earle Explains 
the Situation on the West Side, 


The veteran night cab drivers at Clark and 
Madison streets, who for years have driven re- 
porters to late fires and murders, and who 
because of their swift and safe driving are 
supposed to know every missing paving 
block, were called on. They made the follow- 
ing statement: | : a 

4. As to the miserable streets for driving, we 
would particularly mention Monroe street, 
from Canal street to Ashland avenue. It’s 
practically impassable. West Adams street is 
but little better. Halsted street, from Ran- 
dolph to Van Buren, is dangerous for a good 
rig. An inexperienced driver cannot get 
through without a break-down, Common ev- 
eryday drivers wear life-preservers when they 
venture in there. West Harrison street is 
bad clear out to Western avenue. 

„On the South Side State street, from Six- 
teenth to Thirty-ninth, is miserable. On the 
North Side Clark street is rocky,“ torn to 
pieces by big wagons. Dearborn avenue, up 
to Chicago avenue, is as bad.

ribl worse than hard- frozen plowed ground. 
Lincoln avenue 1s in such shape that the boys 
who study the streets so as to save their rigs 
do not drive on it.

WHAT A PATROL-WAGON DRIVERSAYS 


J. P. Godart Gives a Realistic Description 
of Some North Side Streets. 

J. P. Godart, driver of the East Chicago 
avenue police patrol wagon, said: 

„Wells street is very rough from the river 
to Chicago avenue. La Salle avenue is getting 
bad elear from the river to Clark street. 
Franklin and Market streets from Chicago 
avenue to the river have miserably poor pav- 
ing. Wesson is almost impassablé from Oak 
to Chicago avenue. Crosby street is very 
rough. Policemen are tossed from the wagon 
in a lively drive through that street unless

they hold tight to the seat rails. Indiana 
street. from river to lake is the worst 
street for driving over on the North Side. 
Vehicles are broken on that street daily. 
Clark street from Chicago avenue to Division 
is dangerous. Oak street from Clark to Lar- 
rabee is rapidly growing worse for driving 
purposes. Chicago avenue froin Clark street 
to the lake is rough and dangerous. Illinois 
street from Clark to the lighthouse is in hor- 
rible shape. A fire engine responding a few 
nights ago to an alarm got stuck on that 
street in a portion which had once been paved 
with cedar blocks. Erie street from the river 
to the lake, Superior from Wells 
to State, Cass and Dearborn from Chi- 
cago avenue south, and Rush street north 
of Ohio are dangerous for light vehicles to 
drive over. Only heavy iron-bound rigs such 
as patrol wagons and transfer trucks can safe- 
ly travel these roads. 

An illustration is given herewith of Milton 
avenue just north of Chicago avenue. This 
was once paved with cedar blocks. They are 
torn from their places. The street is trenched 
with deep cross-gullies. Old barrels, large 
stones, garbage, and dead animals litter the 
streets. No vehicles apparently drive through 
the streets any longer from Chicago avenue to 
Oak street. Children have playhouses built 
of strawberry boxes in the high, dry places in 
The al- 
leys leading off from it are in a miserable con- 
dition. 

On Chatham court, next south of Elm street, 
there is a picturesque water scene as shown in 
a cut with this report. That ig not a World's 
Fair lagoon. The water has stood there so 
long that a green scum has formed over it. 
The truthful artist shows a cat walking on 
those waters, or rather on the scum above 
them. The heavy wagon observable in the 
foreground, formerly used for hauling gaspipe, 
has been apparently abandoned in midpond. 
This street is impassable for anything except 
birds which do not alight on the way over.

Expert Opinion on Chicago’s Streets by an 
Old Cab-Priver—A Dissenting Voice. 


John Mackin, business agent for Thomas 


Mackin, the North Side property-holder, said: 
The at and alleys in the suburban part 
of the city are in far better condition than the 
streets and alleys down-town, except in the 
First Ward. Aldermen of the outside wards 
have better pulls than those of the down- 
town wards.” | 

Leroy Payne said: I do not want to talk 
of the condition of the streets or alleys. 
If I shopld say the alleys are 
dirty some one wovld put a lot of 
filth in the alley off my barns and come at 
me the next morning and say: Lou are a fine 
man tokick pn the alleys; look at the alley 
leading off your own barns.’ Quote me in 
THR Trrsuve fs saying that all the streets of 
Chicago are smooth as glass, all the alléys are 
exuding heliotrope, and all the sidewalks in 
Chicago are smooth as billiard tables. Say 
for me that there has never been a city in the 
history of the world where sidewalks and 
streets were so level and where alleys were so 
helꝛotropy.“ 

John Reed, the policeman who watches the 
Haymarket Square, said: “ At Union and 
Randolph streets the street paving is so 
broken that it required six horses to haul over 
a load that two horses ordinarily pulled. The 
alléy running north of the Desplaines Street 
Police Station off Desplaines street is impas- 
sable. Garbage-boxes are unemptied and nu 
rigs can drive through the alley. Saloons 
fronting on the alley close their doors and 


policemen sleeping in the station are com- | 


pelled to leave their beds and rooms on ac- 
count of the intolerable stench.” 

The alley between Blue Island avenue and 
Brown street, south of Taylor street, is one of 
the most pungent on the West Side, It is 
impenetrable by anything less aqueous than 
a duck. Overflowing garbage boxes and

two months crowd its entire length. The 
blacksmith who has a shop at the center of 
this alley always wears rubber boots when he 
appears at either mouth of the alley. 

The Metropolitan Cab company at No. 39 
West Adams street was visited. Manager 
William Moy said: All the streets of the 
West Side are horrible. I will refer you to 
the most veteran of our drivers, Silver 
King.’ ”’ 

Silver King.“ who for twenty years has 
driven cabs and carriages about Chicago, 
said: “Excepting Jackson and Washington 
streets all the West Side thoroughfares are 
spring-breakers. Adams, Van Buren, Mon- 
roe are all horrible. Dearborn avenue, be- 
tween Kinzie and Chicago avenue, and Cass, 
La Salle, Franklin, and Market are all night- 
mares. Rush street, right in front of 
the Virginia Hotel is impassable. 
Wabash avenue south of Twelfth and State 
south of Sixteenth are horrible. There are 
few streets about the business part of town or 
out in the close residence districta, where an 
inexperienced driver will not break his rig to 
pieces at night. The paving of the mostly 
used streets in Chicago is the poorest of any 
large city in the United States. People think 
they will repair them. Rats! They will not, 
and visitors to the World’s Fair will find in 
Chicago the most poorly paved city of any 
large municipality in the world.“ 


TRAVEL OBSTRUCTED IN THE WEST. 


Dr. C. Warrington Earle Points Out Im- 
perfections— New Viaduct Néeded. 

The time was not long ago when it was im- 
possible to get from the West Side to the cen- 
ter of the,city without risk of accident to one’s 
ee The pavmg of Washington and 
Jackson streets from Halsted to the river has 
somewhat remedied this. Somebody is enti- 
tled to credit for that paving. 

Other streets that are now in bad condition 
are noticeably Adams and Monroe. Lake and 
Randolph streets are in terrible shape for 
light vehicles.. Fulton and Walnut streets are 
somewhat better. The paving on them im- 
proves a8 one goes westward. The north

and south streets between Halsted and the 
river ate in miserable condition. I tried to 
drive over one of them recently from Twelfth 
street to the Kinzie Street Depot. It was al- 
most impassable. Between the mud and the 
cuttings made by heavy teams the streets are 
well nigh impassable. I had to walk my 
team all the way. 

The north and sonth streets between Hal- 
sted and Ashland avenue are bad and tnere is 
not one single excellently paved street in that 
district. - 

Streets between Ashland and Western ave- 
nues have been somewhat improved in the 
last few years, but there are more poor than 
good ones there. Yet there are ons or two 
streets that a person may travel long distances 
on overt good pavements. The same is true of 
some cross-town streets between Western ave- 
nue and Garfield Park. On California avenue 
from Kinzie street to Twenty-second street 
there is excellent paving. 

Here is something that appears to me to be 
urgently demanded: That a street be opened 
to vehicles across the Kinzie street railway 
tracks, between Rockwell street and Kedzie 
avenue. There is a stretch of one aud a half 
miles of Kinzie street absolutely shut off from 


vehicular use. Ther- is a viaduct for pedes- | 


trians at California avenue but no croas- 
passageway for rigs.

the resolutions offered by Ald. O’Brien, were 
in a measure exaggerated. There is plenty of 
room for improvement, but the contractors 
are doing fairly well. The contract calls for 
tri-weekly service, and inquiries proved that 
thus far the terms are lived up to. In a tour 
through the district bounded on the north by 
Polk street, on the south by Twelfth street, on 
the west by Halsted, only three garbage boxes 
were found filled. Ihe greater portion of the 
contents of these were ashes and sawdust, the 
sweepings of adjoming properties. In a few 
cases ends of vegetables were found in the 
alleys, having been thrown there in defiance 
of the ordinances, 

The t objectionable features were the 
stablings piled up in the alleys back of the 
numerous barns throughout this portion of 
this ward. The scavenger contractors, how- 


the duty of the owners to do 80. and it is the 
duty of the Health Inspectors to enforce the 
ordinances in this respect. 

Another objectionable feature is the placing 
of the garbage boxes on the sidewalks along 
the curbing. The lids of those boxes were 
torn off long ago, and when the receptacle is 
only half filled the disgusting. contents are 
plainly visible and the odor arising f them 
is most obnoxious. It is the duty of the ward 
inspectors to see that these boxes are properly 
covered, 

That the scavenger service this year is bet- 
ter than last year, or any previous year, is ad- 
mitted. The deaths in the ward for Januar», 
February, March, April, May, and June are 
100 less than for the corresponding months of 
last year. The complaints from the ward last 
year averaged between 80 and 100 daily. Now 
they seldom exceed five or six daily. Ald. 
Powers says that the sanitary condition of the 
ward has not been so satisfactory for years. 
Commussioner Ware says that one of the 
difficulties of the situation is the distance of 
the garbage haul. it is difficult to find dump- 
ing grounds within the city, and in some in- 
stances a team can haul but two loads a day 
to the dump. 

“* Crematories,” he said, are the solution 
of the situation. One crematory would an- 
swer the purpose of several dumps and the 
Sanitary conditiog would be improved 
50 per cent by the establishment of five or 
six crematories in different portions of the 
city, as Ald. Madden’s committee recom- 
mended last winter, on my suggestion. Par- 
ties from Pittsburg and Iowa were ready to 
come here, establish the crematories, and 
take the risks if the Council would give any 
guarantee that they would be used. The 
Councii refused to give the guarantee, and we 
now suffer through its failure.“ 


BRIGHT SPOT IN THE PICTURE. 


Extended Improvement Being Made by the 
Lincoln Park Commissioners, ; 

Gen. Joseph Stockton of the Lincoln Park 
Board toid of the work the Commissionegs 
were doing in the way of road-making.

foot on each side for the maintenance 
of the boulevard. In my judgment, this 
amount was sufficient to maintain the boule- 
vard, but the board deemed it best to have it 
changed to the actual cost of maintenance. 
The inatter is in the hands of our attorney, 
who is revising the ordinance. The Lincoln 
Park Board has always insisted upon having 
a provision made for the maintenance of all 
boulevards under its control. We expect to 
have the boulevard connecting the North with 
the West Side system completed before the 
opening of the World's Fair. 

„ Jhere has been a great deal of complaint 
on account of the condition of Pine street 
from Pearson t Pak streets. The reason this 
street has not been improved before is that the 
street was to be widened fifty feet to make it 
a boulevard 116 feet wide. The property-own- 
ers on the east side of Pine street from Oak to 
Chestnut streets have deeded to the Lincoln 
Park Board the desired fifty feet. But be- 
tween Chestnut and Pearson streets negotia- 
tions are still in progress. We hope to have it 
all completed by next spring. A 

„The beach drive is to be completed from 
the inlet north of North avenue to Fullerton 
avenue by Sept.1. The board has the plans 
ready for a bridge across the inlet and it will 
The contracts for the 
continuation of the beach drive from Oak 
street to Ohio have been let and the con- 
tractors are now putting in the breakwater. 
We hope to have a greater part of this 
work done by next spring or early next sum- 
mer. A beach similar vw that in Lincoln 
Fark is to be built. It will be forty-six feet 
from the water’s edge to the step, then a 
promenade twenty feet wide, a lawn fifteen 
feet wide planted with trees, a bridle-path 
twenty feet wide, another lawn fifteen feet 
wide planted with trees, then the roadway 
fifty feet wide, next to this on the west side 
will be a lawn fifteen feet wide planted with 
trees, a sidewalk twelve feet wide, and from 
that to the building-line a lawn twentys feet 
wide. This will make one of the finest drives 
in the world, and from Oak to Ohio streets 
the improvement is all to be made without 
expense to the Park Commissioners or to the 


city.“

the question of how equitably to distribute the 
$250,000 appropriated for the care of 1,744 
miles of unimproved streets, fer it must be 
‘understood that the figures are not more than 
25 per cent of what is actually needed for that 
purpose. No locality can be given the atten- 
tion to which it is entitled. The result is dis- 
satisfaction all around. 

The increased annual mileage of improved 
streets increases the burden of the department 
without a corresponding increase in the rev- 
enues allowed with which to do the work. The 
inability to properly repair and clean the 
streets cannot and should not be charged 
against the departments under such circum- 
standes. It is useless to gay that with an in- 
creased valuation on real estate the tax levy 
would add to the revenue of the city an 
amount sufficient to cover any emergency. 
Experience proves that under our present sys- 
tem of making assessments such a thing is 
and will continue to be impossible, 

It is evident that some heroic ‘measures 
must at once be taken if the city is to be 
placed in a condition to impress favorably the 
people of the world who -will visit us next 
year, and to that end I would suggest the pas- 
sage of an ordinance to regulate the cleaingn 
and sprinkling of all improved streets by spe- 
cial assessment. The burden thereby im- 
posed would not exceed $7 per annum for 
each twenty-five feet of frontage, whereas it 
now costs that amount to do the sprinkling 
alone. The benefits to be derived from such 
a system are many. | 
The saving to the department of $280,000 
now expended for street sweeping, added 
to the amount now available for repairs, 
would be ample for all present needs.

The dirt which is now allowed to stand with- 
out removal all summer, causing foul smells 
and Creating disease, would be known no more. 
The health and happiness of our citizens 
would be increased.

A saving of not less than 
half a million annually could be made by the 
prompt removal of the present filth, which un- 
questionably rots the pavement, if allowed to 
remain. Many thousand dollars would also be 
saved annually on account of accidents which 
now occur by reason of the inability of the de- 
partment to make necessary repairs. 

Too much importance cannot be attached 
to the necessity of doing away with the prac- 
tice now in vogue of passing ordinances for 
street improvements and for the opening of 
streets and alleys, and repealing them afteran 
enormous expense has been incurred in their 
preparation. The records show that the cost 


and trying cases in connection with their con- 
firmation range from $75 to $15,000, all of 
which in the case of ordinances repealed must 
come out of the funds set aside for other pur- 
poses. It is estimated that 10 per cent of or- 


‘dinanees passed are repealed after prepara- 


tion and before confirmation and 5 per cent 
after confirmation, and that the total annual 
expepse on this account amounts to $50,000, 
which sum could be used to good advantage 
in the execution of much-needed improve- 
ments. 

The question is, How can this practice of 
repealing ordinances be stopped? The State 
law does not empower the Council to pass or- 
dinances abridging the powers to it delegated. 
I can therefore only suggest that a rule be es- 


tablished requiring a three-fourths or four- 


fifths vote of all the members elected for the 
passage of all repealmg ordinances where ex- 
penditures of the character named have been 
made. While this would not be a complete 


bar to the nefarious practice it would mini- 


mize the evil and save to the taxpayers a vast 
sum annually.

BELIEVES IN SPECIAL ASSESSMENT. 


Ald, Powers Thinks That the Only Way 
Out of the Dilemma. 

The cnly feasible remedy for the present 
state of affairs is the special assessment plan. 
We cannot raise money enough by general 
taxation, hampered as we are by the 2 per 
cent limit for street cleaning, street lighting, 
and other municipal pyrposes. The only way 
in which the money can be raised 
is by special assessment. The Cor- 
poration Counsel has already given 
an opinion that that is within the 
law. That being the case we ought to adopt 
the plan. I am sure that if the matter were 
submitted in a proper spirit to the Council it 
would be adopted. A great many people 
have an idea that the Council exists only for 
the purpose of obstructing public improve- 
ments. 

I need hardly say that this is not the case. 
But: the impression is created in this way: A 
number of excellent men, who pose as repre- 
sentatives of the better classes. as they call 
them, get together in a club-room, organize 
themselves into a committee, telephone 
to the newspaper offices to send a re- 
porter, and after a few hours’ conversa- 
tion launch some brand-new scheme on 
the community. On examination it turns 
out that this scheme is largely in the interest 
of the promoters and their associates, that it 
is intended to benefit the wealthy who shirk 
payment of their due proportion of taxation, 
and who call themselves, without the right to 
do so, the better element.“ Such schemes 
only beget contempt among the masses, and 
the Aldermen as the representatives of the 
people ignore them and their hobbies. They 
then denounce the Aldermen. I never knew 
an instance when any project for the public 
improvement which was reasonable, feasible, 
and general in its character did not meet with 
the serious attention and the favorable action 
of the Aldermen. 

Now, I think that this special assessment 
plan for cleaning and improving the public 
thoroughfares, as it has been outlined by cer- 
tain clergymen in the Twentieth and Twenty- 
first Wards, is feasible and reasonable, and 
that if properly presented to the Council will 
almost certainly be adopted. 

As I understand it, a special assessment for 
cleaning the streets and keeping them in re- 
pair will not exceed the amount now 
voluntarily paid to street sprinkling com- 
panies by the resident property owners. 
That voluntary tax falls now largely 
on the renters. The owners: should 
‘bear the burden. It has been objected that 
the humbie property owners could not stand a 
special assessment. This is not true. There 
is no property owner who will not bear this 
slight addition to his public burdens during 
the Worid's Fair. The renting class would all 
favor it, and no Alderman need fear to make 
enemies by advocating, supporting, and vot- 
ing for the scheme. 

I also believe that worn-out streets should 
be repaved, and unpaved streets should be 
immediately improved, whether the fronting 
property owners object or not. The streets 
are for the public use; they cannot be used 
unless they are properly paved. Paving al- 
ways adds more to the value of property than 
it costs. 

As to the lighting of the public ed 
fares gas is a poor excuse. Chicago streets 
will never be satisfactorily lighted until there 


And the Council should make liberal appro- 
priations for electrie lighting each year until 
that time arrives. In the meantime I see less 
objection to paying the electric light compa- 
nies so much per lamp for lighting the public 
thoroughfares than there is to paying a higher 
proportionate price to the gas companies for 
their taltow dips.

HORSES AND VEHICLES INJURED. 


Men Who Drive Tell à Disgrateful Story 
of Neglected Streets. 

The opinions of those who are constantly 
using the streets for driving purposes are given 
below: | 

Frank Parmalee and the Superintendent of 
the Parmalee lines, Mr. Simon—The streets 
leading to depots have generally been put in 
fair condition. Kinzie street was simply hor- 
rible until repaved recently. Washington 
street’ from the river to Halsted is miserable, 
so is Market between Madison and Randolph. 
Sherman street, between Van Buren and Har- 
rison, along the Rock Island depot, is tough 
traveling. Congress street, betweem Michigan 
ana Wabash avenues, is impassable, but on 
the completion of that new hotel it will 
probably be made fit to use. Canal 
street from Lake to Kinzie is in bad shape. 
The trouble is that on tearing up the streets, 
which they are constantly doing, they do not 
replace the paving well. The West Side 
Street Car company is doing a good deed. It 
is paving the streets slong its Van Buren 
street loop in splendid style. 

Mr. Stockton, manager of the Stockton & 
Co. Transfer line, said: 

„A great trouble with our illy-paved streets 
is caused by street-car tracks. They are sel- 
dom kept in good condition. The granite 
blocks are lvosely laid. Horses pull off 
their shoes while stepping on them. 
The short streets and the alleys run- 
ning from State to Michigan avenue for 
eight blocks south of Lake are in poor condi- 
tion, Drivers of vehicles have become so ac- 
cusiomed to miserable streets that they no 
longer notice- them. A great trouble is that 
in repairing streets that have been torn up 
little care is exercised in replacing blocks. 
They are thrown in loosely, and when torn 
out by a horse’s hoof they are not replaced 
until a great hole is tern in the paving by 
horses’ feet ripping out thé adjoining blocks. 
All the transfer companies have a complaint 
to make that they would like to see ventilated 
through HE Trisunz. All the down- 
town houses have been sweeping. nails— 
straight and crooked, thrown aside from 
boxing goods for shipment—into the alleys. 
We have eight of our dest horses 
laid off because of having picked up 
these nails. Weshot one of our best horses 
last week because of an injury of this sort. 

‘There's an ordinance against sweeping

Caryl Young of the Caryl Young Transfer 
company paid: The streets of Chicago are 
in a miserable condition. So are the alleys. 
Takea look down this alley from Washington 
to Jackson street, between Michigan avenue 
and Wabash avenues. it has been impass- 
able. It’s one of the most important alleys 
in the city, They are now beginning to re- 
pair it. 

„We should at least aie passable streets in 
the down-town district. But these streets are 
constantly, being torn; up. The blocks on 
being replaced are merely tossed. in and are 
torn out by the first horse passing over them. 
Monroe street between Halsted and Canal is 


impassable. The blocks there were worn out 
two years ago. The street is disused by 
vehicles.” 


A foreman of J. V. Farwell & Co. 's stable 
said: | 

„Chicago streets are practically impassable 
in many directions. Milwaukee avenue north- 
west of North avenue is badly broken. The 
most careful driving over it is required. 
Madison street west of Campbell avenue is 
bad, | 
Our drivers tell me that when they strike 
California and Sacramento avenues they get 
out. and walk and ‘shoo’ the horses along. 
Hoyne avenue from Madison to Harrison is 
in miserable condition. Blocks are out, and 
the street is full of holes, by driving rapidly 
over which springs are broken. Elston road, 
from the Black Hawk Distillery UNown to 
Walker & Oakley’s tannery is simply horrible. 
All down-town delivery wagon drivers walk 
their horses there, and even then it is almost 
impossible for the driver to stick on the 
wagon.”’

Experience has convinced the people of Chi- 

cago that reliance on our present organized 
system for keeping our streets and alleys 
clean is not only useless, but wasteful and ex- 
travagant. A prudent business man engaged 
in any business readily sees when the methods 
employed are not effective or producing the 


best results. He immediately sets to work. 


upon an improved method, keeps on perfect- 
ing the methods employed until the desired 
results are obtained. Not so with city govern- 
ments. The methods condemned in previous 
years as useless, wasteful, and extravagant are 
continued by one administration after another 
and evidently no thought i is given toimproved 
methods, | 

We have suffered so long in the matter of 
filthy strepts and garbage-covered alleys that 
some new method or system must be devised 
in the interest of the public health. The city 
is divided into police districts, so situnted that 
it would be an easy matter for citizens to 
lodge complaints as regards the condition of 
streets and alleys and the removal of garbage, 
dead animals, and the like. Would it not be 
well to make each police station. a heaaquar- 
ters for the superintendent of such districts? 
The districts in charge could be the same in 
extent as that covered by the police of such dis- 
trict. The cleansing of streets and alleys, etc., 
could be in the charge of a Sergeant of police, 
his inspectors to be members of the regular 
police force, but specially designated as sani- 
tary policemen. The contracts, if to be let by 
the Health Department, would cover the fur- 
nishing of horses and wagonsin specified 
numbers for each district, the eity providing 
the dumps or crematories necessary for the 
disposition of the garbage collected. This, at 
least, would be a vast improvement over the 
present practice, in that the citizen could 
make complaint of unemptied garbage boxes 
or nuisances of any kind to the officer on that 
beat and this would result in the prompt re- 
moval of the source of complaint. 

This city has grown so large and covers too 
much territory to ask that all complaints 
should go to one central office, It involves 
too much red tape and delay. Ido not look 
for any improvement on present methods as 
long as politics dominate and control munici- 
pal affairs, and there is no choice between 
parties in this respect. The agitation by Tun 
Tn has set our citizens. a-thinking, and 
out of it will evolve a movement productive of 
goed resulta. 

I hope the day is not far distant when our 
atmosphere will be purified to the extend. of 
the removal of garbage and other organic 
matter detrimental to health, and that, when 
we complain of contaminated water, city offi- 
cials will offer something of more value to 
us than an annlysis by Professor Somebody or 
Other. 

The future great city of this continent will 
be that city whose sanitary methods fully 
meet the wants and needs of its inhabitants. 
Its sewerage system must be up to every re- 
quirement, its water supply pure and uncon- 
taminated, its streets and alleys paved, and its 
garbage removed during the midnight hours; 
in fact, the face of nature changed to meet 
the wants and needs of its inhabitants. Such 
acity would be a magnet to draw to its 
bosom the wealth and culture of a continent. 
We of Chicago have the opportunity. Let us 
avail ourselves of itand attain that position 
lamong cities in a sanitary sense that we have 
obtained by our business methods in a com- 
mercial way.

(CULLERTON TALKS OF A REMEDY. 


How He Would Have the Streets and Alleys 
Put in Better Condition for the Fair. 

I agree with Tag Trisune that the condi- 
tion of our streets and alleys and the facilities 
for pubic lighting are scandalously inade- 
quate. I have tried my best in the Council to 
remedy this state of affairs, but our resources 
are not sufficient. The tax levy is ridic- 
ulously small and the assessment of 
property ridiculously low. I venture 
to say that the business property in Chicago 
is not assessed at more than one-eighth of its 
value. The Assessors vie with one copier in 
keeping down official values. 

I suppose it is too late now, but I think that 
if the matter had béen taken up earlier, the 
Assessors brought together and talked to by 
the Mayor and some of the leading citizens, 
including the newspaper editors, the valuation 
could be raised sufficiently to meet the emer- 
gency of next year. Of course nothing can 
be done for this year. 

We made as large an appropriation for 
street-cleaning purposes last spring as the cir- 
cumstances of the city and the amount of 
money at our disposal would permit. Rigor- 
ous economy should be used in the expendi- 
ture of this money. A better organization of 
the street-cleaning force should be made, and 
to that end there should be something near to 
permanency in the character of the employ- 
ment of the members of the Street- 
cleaning brigade. Supt. Burke's idea 
of a uniformed force for the central 
portion of the city is a good one, and might, 
with advantage, be developed. But until the 

assessment is raised no great progress can be 
made.

It is es- 
pecially suitable for the down-town wards 
and those lying east of the Stewart avenue 
railroad trunk lines—that is to say, the First, 
Second, Third, Fourth, and Thirty-second 
Wards. Those wards lie between the central 
portion of the city and the World’s Fair. I 
firmly believe that the great majority of the 
property-owners would not object to special 
assessments for the cleaning of the streets of 
those wards, and measures should be taken at 
once for the repaving of all the worn and 
broken streets of that section and the paving 
of those hitherto unpaved. There are not 
many of the latter. 
dustry on the part of the city authorities and 
the Aldermen of the wards in question, who 


are, as a rule, public-spirited, enterprising, - 


and progressive, would bring about some rad- 
ical and much desired changes. 

Why would it not be a good plan for the 
Mayor to call those aldermen and the mem- 
bers of the World's Fair Directory residing in 
the section together and talk over the matter? 
Much good would result, Iam sure. 

The plan of lighting the thoroughfares lead- 
ing to the World's Fair, which I proposed last 
summer, is progressing satisfactorily, as I 
understand. The South Park Commissioners 
have agreed to put in the electric 
lights and lamps along Grand, Oakwood, 
Drexel, and Michigan boulevards. The city 
appropriated $20,000 to pay for the lights for 
this year. That will be sufficient. It will be 
more than sufficient if the South Park Com- 
missioners are not more expeditious than they 
have been in putting in their plant. The 
Superintendent of Electric-Lighting, as I un- 
derstand it, is doing his best, altnough he is 
hampered in some quarters, to extend the 
electric-lighting on the South Side. The city 
electric-lights should be extended along Micb- 
igan boulevard to meet the electric-lights at 
Thirty-fifth street, 

As to the paving of the streets in the South 
Division that need to be paved the Mayor 
should at once direct his Corporation Counsel

WHAT GEORGE R. SWIFT ADVISES, 


There Should Be a Conference of City om- 
cials to Discuss the Matter. 

In order to properly prepare the city for the 
great influx of people expected next year an 
early start should be made. Much has to be 
done, and a systematic course must be pur- 
sued in order to accomplish it. The city offi- 
cials should meet in conference; discuss the 
problems, formulate plans, and methodically 
and earnestly carry them forward to consum- 
mation, 

The streets and alleys of the central and 
business portions of the city, and the main 
thoroughfares leading there from north, south, 
and west, should receive immediate attention. 
Citizens or corporations having underground 
rights or privileges in said section should be 
called in at an early date by the city officials 
and informed, that any contemplated altera- 
tions or improvements in that direction must 
be decided upon this summer, and put into 
execution not later than this fall, notifying 
them that it would be the unswerving policy 


of the City Government not to al- 
low the digging up or opening of 
any improved street or alley after 


Dec. 1, 1892, until Nov. 1, 1893, except in most 
urgent cases for repairs. All alleys connect- 
ing with and contiguous to improved streets 
should be paved. The reasons therefor are 
obvious. The cleaning of streets and alleys, 
removing of ashes and garbage, should be 
done under the supervision and direction of 
the Public Works Department, either by the 
city or by contract, with one responsible- 
party, who should be held to a strict perform- 
ance of his cwuntract, thus avoiding conflict 
and insuring better service at less cost. The 
present system has evils so apparent 
attending its workings as to call earnestly 
for a speedy change for the betterment of the 
service. All contemplated changes in loops, 
curves, and rails of the street railroads in the 
central portion of the city and on main lines 
should be the subject matter of an early con- 
sultation between the city authorities and the 
corporation managers, and any changes de- 
cided upon should be put into execution early 
this fall, so that the streets may be properly 
and permanently repaired before the winter 
sets in, 
Things to Be Done, 

All garbage and litter in all parts of the city 
should be gathered daily and burned. 

The posting of bills and distribution of cir- 
culars should be positively prohibited in the 
central portion of the city. The electric 
lights.should be placed in all the alleys of that 
part of the city. In all parts of the city 
where the streets are improved and where the 
property is.closely built upon, no more wood- 
en sidewalks should be allowed, stone or 
cement being substituted where a walk is 
worn out. The improved streets should be 
swept as often as necessary to keep them 
clean, and the accumulations carted away the 
same night in which they are swept up. 

The dredging of the river should be fre- 
quent enough to keep draws in condition to 
allow quick passage of vessels so that no in- 
terruption of traffic should occur. The con- 
templated viaduct at Rush and Water streets 
should be decided upon and built this season. 
Uninterrupted travel between the West and 
North Sides should be provided for by means 
of a viaduct from the intersection of Kinzie 
street and Desplaines street and Milwaukee 
avenue to East Kinzie street, with approdches 
and viaducts from Canal and Clinton streets. 
The approach to Twelfth street viaduct from 
Clark street should be rebuilt, enlarged to a 
proper width and the viaduct extended over 
the street and steam car tracks to Seventeenth 
street with approach to Eighteenth street, 
thus making an outlet from the business por- 
tion of the city that would be quite advan- 
tageous. No doubt arrangements could be 
made with the roads interested to make such 
improvement at theirown expense, the bene- 
fits accruing to them being quite apparent. 
So far as possible the erection of 
buildings in the -center of the city 
should be carried on within the area 
of the proposed improvements, thus 
preventing the use of the sidewalk space and 
half of the public street, as is now the case. 
The suggestion made, some days since, by 
Mayor Washburne to widen Michigan boule- 
vard from Twelfth street to Randolph should 
be carried into effect and the additional width 
turned over to the South Park Commissioners 
for supervision and maintenance. P.1lk street 
should be widened from State street to Fifth 
avenue, 

, Ways and Means. 

As to ways and means: 

Viaduets and approaches should be built at 
the expense of the railroad corporations. 

The widening of Polk street should be paid 
for by benefit assessments. To raise funds 
for properly cleaning the streets and alleys of 
the central or business section special assess- 
ment could be resorted to, and in view of the 
enormous and increased rentals it would not 
prove an appreciable burden. 

Perhaps the most important subject under 
consideration is the disposal of the garbage in 
the city. 

Furnaces of tried and proved pattern should 
be erected in the three divisions of the city at 
once. Four could be built at an outside cost 
of $40,000, with capacity sufficient to dispose 
daily of all the garbage ofthe city. We are 
now paying $30,000 per annum for removal of 
dead animals; that sum could be saved 
if furnaces were erected and the 
amount applied to the cost of 
collecting the garbage, as there is no doubt 
the present contractors for removing the dead 
animals would do so for the carcasses if. the 
alternative was burning. These furnaces 
could be built in sixty days, funds necessary 
for cost and maintenance could be spared 
from the general fund, which will this year be 
augmented some half a million dollars from 
increase of licenses over estimated receipts. 
One item up to date, that of peddlers’ licenses, 
shows an increase of $20,000 over total receipts 
of last year. Saloon licenes will add some 
$300,000 more, 

Other sources of increased revenue can be 
pointed out by those familiar with the city 
finances, None of the suggestions are im- 
practicable nor difficult of solution, if the city 
authorities, legislative and administrative, are 
backed by the hearty codéperation of the peo- 
ple. There is no doubt that the City Council 
stands ready at all times to push public im- 
provements if left to its own judgment and 
choice. Times innumerable have Aldermen 
introduced measures of benefit and as often 
been obliged to ask for ap annulment of their 
actions from pressure made by interested 
property-holders, who, from selfish motives, 
could not de made to face the necessity of 
contemplated improvements. 

On the other hand the great body of our 
citizens are loyal to the best interests of the 
eity of their pride, and will willingly pay 
taxes, if results in way of honest work and 
permanent improvements are shown, Busi- 
nese-like, they want adequate return for the 
expenditure of their moneys. Means should 
be adopted to raise sufficient revenue to allow 
the city government to keep pace in public 
improvements with those of the individual 
citizens.

The trouble bas been don years that the 
money appropriated for cleaning has been ex- 
pended to reward political favorites and to 
employ bosses, not street-cleaners. Then, 
again, a large portion of it, probably 
two-thirds, is expended in reparing a 
which, if taken in time, would cost little to 
repair. This is where defective supervision 
comes in. If, when the blocks are word or 
the hole begins to appear the defect is 
promptly remedied it will cost but little 
When this matter is neglected the damage ex- 
tends and the cost of repairs increases. It 
costs more to clean a worn street than it does 
to clean a well paved one. Half of the money 
for street cleaning is expended on worn-out, 
decayed streets. This expense could be 
avoided if there was judicious and careful 
management. 

Then, as to the repairs of the so-called un- 
improved streets, it is merely money wasted. 
You can’t repair an unimproved street, When 
athoroughfare is used to any considerable 
extent it should be paved, no matter whether 
the non-resident owners of fronting property 
object or not. A street is dedicated for pub- 
lic use, and when it is necessary, in order that 
the street may be used, that it should be 
paved then it should be paved. Now, if 
streets that are much used are paved, and if 
the repairing of improved streets is proverly 
attended to, the money appropriated for 
street-cleaning purposes each year will go a 
long way; it will go all the way. 

The street-cleaning force should be well 
organized; the members of it should have 
guarantee of permanence in their jobs. They 
should not be employed in the name or on the 
pretext of charity or to reward political serv- 
ice, They should be employed because they 
can efficiently perform the work for which 
they are hired. 

Then, again, it should be made the duty of 
the police force to properly enforce the ordi 
nances in respect to throwing papers or dirt 
or débris on the streets. If that is done there 
will be no necessity for frequent cleaning in 
the unused streets of the residence districts, 
but until the laws in this respect are enforced 
those frequent cleanings will be necessary or 
the city will become unsightly. 

Street Railways at Fault. 


Another point: The railroad companies 
and the street car companies should be com- 
pelled to comply with the terms of the respec- 
tive ordinances in reference to properly lay- 
ing the crossings and paving those portions of 
the streets about their tracks, Their rails 
should never be allowed to stand over the sur- 
face of the street. Ifthe terms of the ordi- 
nances in this respect are complied with there 
will be fewer accidents and fewer breakdowns 
te complain of. The present condition of the 
streets around the street railway tracks is pos- 
itively scandalous. In every block there are 
break-downs and delays as the result of failure 
to comply with the too modérate terme vss the 
ordinances. 

It may be that during the next seat extra 


putti the city into presentable condition. 
If that is the case I don’t see any objection to 
a special assessment in the business wards or 
in those lying between the business center and 
the World’s Fair grounds, but I do not believe 
that a resort to a general system of special 
assessments for the city will be necessary. I 
am sure it is not desirable, and that people i in 
the outlying wards wold be justified in ob- 
jecting to it. Down-town property, which 
owes its enhancement in value to the aggre- 
gation of business houses in that quarter, can 
stand a special assessment for street-cleaning 
and for many other purposes of general util- 
ity. But the homes of the people should be 
taxed as little as possible, 

There can be no efficient system of scaven- 
ger service in Chicago until the garbage is 
burned. The estabiishment of crematories in 
various districts of the city, along the river, 


they cannot possibly give offense, is a first 
preliminary to satisfactory work. The sooner 
the Council and the city authorities decide 
this the better. It is absurd to say that the 
city has not the money to do it. An eggressive 
Mayor and a wide-awake Controller could find 
$300,000 for this work, without adding a dollar 
to the appropriation or incurring a cent of 
debt. The revenue from saloon licenses and 
from other licenses, if efficiently collected, 
will far exceed the estimates of the Finance 
committee adopted by the Council when the 
Appropriation bill was passed, 

Before anything is done there should bea 
meeting of the members of the Council, the 
heads of the city departments, and of repre- 
sentative citizens with practical ideas. Three 
hours honest discussion would result in the 


feasible scheme that might be devised at such 
a meeting.

MAKE SUGGESTIONS, 


What Gahan, Kent, Noble, and Martin Con- 
sider the Best Methods of mat 
the Condition of the Streets The 
cial Assessment Scheme et. 
Real-Estate Men Give Their Views and 
Write of the Present Condition of the 
City. 


It is useless to assert that more for 
street-cleaning purposes can be saved from the 
general fund than we have appropriated this 
year.. The only hope of relief in that direc. 
tion lies in an increase of the assessments in 
the principal towns of Chicago, and I should . 
say the increase ought to be sat ip, 
business center, where the assessment 
present is wholly iuadequate. If that fog 
crease is made we can make a larger 
appropriation for street-c but 
in my judgment this will not bea wholly ef, 
fective plan. I think that the Special assess. 
ment plan might be tried with advantage in 
the First, Eighteenth and Twenty-fourth 
Wards. The propertyowners would hardly 
object to an assessment for street cleaning: in 
those wards, It would add to the value of 
their property, which has been enchanced by 
the growth of the city, and not through the 
exertions or enterprise of the owners, 1 
think a tax for keeping the t in 
those wards clean and in thorough repair 
would be equitable and would be indorsed by 
a majority of the voters.

able. When a proposition is made in the 
Council or elsewhere for the paving or repav- 
ing of those thoroughfares objection is made 
by the Aldermen representing the wards, 
They complain. that such proposals are an in- 
fringement of their privileges and rights, and, 
strangely enough, a majority of the Council 
agrees with them. This is in accordance with 
what is called Aldermanic courtesy,” a fic. 
tion ox à fact, as you may take it, which has 
done more to retard desirable improvements 
than anything else I know of in connection 
with our city government, 

I have been intormed that a tax for keeping 
the streets clean and in good order will not 
greatly exceed the tax now voluntarily paia 
for sprinkling the streets; that is to say, when 
the repairs and cleaning are done by special 
assessment. 

I have advocated, since I became a member 
of the Council, the lighting of the down-town 
portion of the city by electricity, and much 
progress has been made in that direction. A 
large appropriation for the extension of the 
electric light plant was made this year. It 
ought to be promptly utilized, but the Super- 
intendent of Electric Lighting seems to be 
hampered in his plans for the better illumina- 
tion of the busi ess district by the demands 
of the Aldermen for lights in their respective 
wards. The appropriation is thus frittered away. 
The Superintendent is also hampered by the 
rather conservative policy of the Controller, 
who does not seem to favor electric lighting. 
If there is not sufficient money for the exten- 
sion of the electric light plants in accordance 
with the needs of the city and the demands of 
the people, Ijsee no objection to entering into 
agreements wits the private électric compa- 
nies for this purpose. it can be done on 
equitable and moderate terms. The agree- 
ment need not be permanent, and arrange- 
ments can be made by which the 1 
lights put in for leasing purposes can become 
the property of the city on an appraised valua- 
tion. 

Concerted action on this question, as in 
most other progressive proposals, is neces- 
sary. The united support of the public press 
will do much, 

But it so happens that on most occasions the 
organs of public opinion, so-called, are as dis- 
cordant as the Aldermen in their Councils. 
I think that if the Mayor called together the 
members of the Council and representatives 
of the leading citizens in public meeting, 
some plan could be devised on which all 
could agree, and the city could thus be put in 
excellent order for the recéption of the 
World’s Fair visitors—in such order as will re- 
flect credit on the city and be in accord with 
the progressive spirit of the period, and the 
world-wide reputation of Chicago.

lighting, and telephone service, and digging 


up the streets should be prohibited for the 
next two years. 

What has become of the movement to raise 
money by special assessment to put the streets 
in order? That impresses me as an excellent 
plan for the purpose. The new auxiliary of 
the street cleaning department—the corps of 
men in uniform—also. strikes me as an im- 
provement on the old method.

MANY OF THE CAUSES. 


WHY THE STREETS ARE IN SUCH 
AN AWFUL CONDITION. 


The Reasons Are Pientifal, According to 

' George F. Bissell, Some of Which Are 
Avoidable and Others Unavoidable— 
Contractors Are Derelict~ Washington 
Hesing Says More Money Is Abqjately 
Necessary—Judge Prendergast and Dr. 
Thomas Give Their Views. 


Filth in streets and alleys comes from 
causes avoidable and unavoidable. Among 
the former are the practices of janitors and 
others throwing sweepings and litter on the 
streets, bill-posters scattering papers, con- 
tractors using wagons in removing earth ex- 
cavations, which -by overloading and loose 
‘bottoms scatter vast quantities of dirt. There 
are stringent ordinances against these of- 
fenses, but our police magistrates will not en- 
force the penalties provided. 

Late Commissioner (now Congressman) 
McGann assured the writer that he bad re- 
peatedly caused the arrest of parties guilty of 
these offenses and furnished the requisite evi- 
dence, but that the magistrates in every case 
dismissed the offenders without penalty, on 
the ground that they all do it. The pres- 
ent administration has had a similar experi- 
ence. Maj. McClaughry says his mea have 
become discouraged; they have apprehended 
offenders, only to be derisively sent out of 
court when the evidence was presented, until

Our dirty streets and filthy alleys I will admit 
are not due entirely to lack of funds, because 
our municipal corporations in this country 
are not conducted on strictly business princi- 
ples. This is the fault of our system of gov- 
ernment. It is the natural, legitimate result 
of a government for the people, by the peo 
ple, and with the people.” 

Yet many improvements could be made. 
Every policeman ought to be a sidewalk and 
street inspector, a5 in Europe. He ought to 
be compelled to report immediately any de- 
fect in street or sidewalk, and to arrest on the 
spot any person found throwing paper in the 
street or depositing ashes and garbage where 
they do not belong. This would do away with 
many useless drones in the City Hall, give the 
policemen something to do, would render the 
streets and alleys much cleaner, and very 
materially lessen the cost of sweeping the 
streets and of doing the scavenger work. 

I have always believed that all moneys for 
street cleaning purposes were as honestly ex- 
pended as public moneys generally are, that 
no one administration was more to blame 
than another. None ever had money enough. 
The following estimate, iu my opinion, is what 
the city needs next year in order to present a 
half-way respectable appearance. If we do 
not get this sum ail thegnes, all newspaper ed- 
itorials, all women’s municipal leagues will be 
of no avail. I would divide the paved streets

And then there 
should be some substitute for the common 
ugly garbage boxes in the alleys; for after 
what can be shoveled out is taken away, 
there is left a festering wass to breed disease, 
If these were removed and large iron buckets 
provided, they could be easily emptied into 
the wagon and could be kept clean, and the 
labor would be lighter than shoveling from 
boxes, And the garbage wagon should call 
every day. 


Bat the money? What is our money worth 


if we cannot have cleanliness and health? 
Who shall do the work? It is the duty of the 
city authorities charged with this duty to see 
that it is done, and if they will not do it turn 
them out and put in others who will. It is 
with the people; it is our city, our home; we 
have to share its fortunes; and tne people 
must learn what it is to have the responsibility 
of self-government put upon them, and to 
meet that responsibility or accept the conse- 
quences of dirt and disease. We need a re- 
vival, & great campaign of cleanliness, a war 
against filth, and then we may enjoy the bless- 
ings of health and beauty.

WHAT SHOULD BE DONE BEFORE ’93. 


Marvin A. Farr Says Our Streets and Alleys 
Are a Disgrace. 
In view of the near approach of the opening 


of the Columbian Exposition, the most im- 


portant consideration now before us as citi- 
gens of Chicago, if we have any local pride, 
any desire to gain the favorable consideration 
for our city of the people of the world, is to 
put our streets and alleys in order. Common 
decency, self-respect, ordinary sanitary pre- 


eaution ought to be incentive enough. If not 


we have a special incentive now. This Ex po- 
sition is Chicago’s opportunity. The impres- 
sion made on the public at that time will be 
lasting and its influence in the future immeas- 


urably great. 


We have magnificent business structures. 
Our stores and factories are not surpassed in 
excellence and extent. Our residences are 
beautiful and ornate. But our streets and al- 
leys, leaving out a few well known exceptions, 


are shamefully bad in appearance and condi- 


tion. 
There are hundreds of miles of streets un- 
paved which are impassable except in dry 


weather. The paved streets have been hastily 


ana badly done by incompetent contractors, 


and the work inspected and accepted by less 


competent officials. They are subject to 


constant tearing up for underground work. 


They are not adequately cleaned and most 


are filled with obstructions. Even 
now it is exceedingly difficult to drive a pri- 
vate vehicle through the business district, and 
driving generally throughout the city is fraught 
with constant peril by reason of the cable and 


electric cars and the crossings at innumerable 


points of surface steam railroad tracks. 

All of these evils are susceptible of remedy. 
Much can be done before the opening of 1893.

k. . DREYER MAKES A SUGGESTION. 


Divide the City Into Sanitary Districts and 


Clean Them with Subscription Funds. 


The Chicago Real Estate Board has always 
taken the largest interest in the matter of the 
cleanliness of our city and, during the last 
session of our Legislature, a large committee 
from the Board was sent to Springfield, spend- 


| ing a month there in urging proper legislation 


upon the question. Their purpose was to have 
a bill passed levying a tax of 
six mills payable in 1892 and 1893 
to be used in cleaning the city and Nncreasing 
our police protection during the World's Fair, 
the tax so coliécted to be equitably divided 
between the three divisions of our city. P 

Owing to reasons best known to our repre- 
sentatives from the West Side the bill was 
defeated, they giving as their reasons for this 
opposition that their districts would not get 
their due proportion of the tax, notwithstand- 
ing the assurance of our board that an equi- 
table distribution should be provided for. 
The committee was still in hopes of the pas- 
sage of the bill with the favorable interest of 
the Speaker, Mr. Crafts, but owing to the ab- 
sence of its friends when it came up for final 
passage it was laid on the table. 

It is now too late for any action of this nat- 
ure and we can only use such means as are in 
our hands to the best advantage. 

The example of the Centennial at Phila- 
delphia is before us to show us the danger in 
similar situations, even when every available 
means has been taken to guard ‘against fevers 
and contagion. Our city authorities are doing 
what they can, but the public money available 
for this purpose is notoriously inadequate. It 
seems to me that every citizen who desires the 


| welfare of our city should be willing to con- 


tribute what he is able to for this cause, there- 
by not only protecting the visitor, but his own 
family from sickness. 0 

I would, therefore, suggest that, as a special 
assessment does not appear feasible, the city 
be divided into sanitary districts, as is done 
in many continental cities; that one district 
should consist of the territory bounded 
by Twenty-second street, Ashland and 
North avenues and the lake; that es- 
pecial attention should be paid to 
this district which will be necessarily most 
brought under the observation of visitors and 
from the condition of which they will form 
therr opinions, good or bad, of Chicago; and 
that this district, at least, should be put in a 
condition of which we should not be ashamed 
and which would reflect credit upon our city. 
The rest of the city should be divided into as 
many districts as is deemed advisable by the 
city authorities and a responsible man ap- 
pointed for each district and paid by the city 
to organize a committee in his district whose 
duty should be to raise sufficient subscriptions 
from property-owners to keep the district in a 
cleanly condition. While it might not be pos- 


sible to obtain subscriptions from all, I am 


confident that enough could be secured by a 
proper orgarization to keep up a respectable 
show of cleanliness. 

I think this plan perfectly feasible and that 
the details could be easily arranged, and,

Mr. Kadish Wants a Committee Appointed 
to Learn About Garbage Crematories. 
The question.of the disposal of garbage has 
been satisfactorily solved in many cities, 
Why cannot a committee of competent men 


be appointed by the proper authorities of Chi- 


cago to visit places where methods have been 


fl adopted to meet this vexing question, inves 


tigate thoroughly the different plants, ascer- 
tain the cost of erection of crematories or 
other establishments for the same purpose, 
learn the proper location of same, and deter; 


mine the cost of removal of the dangerous. 


and loathsome material? I am informed that 
St. Louis has lately adopted the so-called Merz 
system for destroying garbage, and it is re- 
ported that it works satisfactorily. The same 
system has also been adopted in Milwaukee 
and Detroit, and is in operation in Buffalo and 
other Eastern cities. The Merz system was 
introduced in Chicago several years ago, ex- 
Mayor Roche and Health Commissioner De 
Wolf having first examined the plant at Buffa- 
lo, and, being convinced of its effectiveness, 
permitted the erection of a garbage reduction 
establishment at Morgan and Twenty-second 


streets. 

By the Merz system, the grease having first 
been extracted, the garbage is converted into 
fertilizing material, thus changing the city’s 
offal into mercantile commodities of consid- 
erable value as a fertilizer. for which there is 
an ever increasing demand. The plant at 
Morgan and Twenty-second streets was finally 
abandoned, partly on account of the com- 
plaints from those living in the neighborhood, 
who objected to the unpleasant odor emanat- 
ing from the works, and partly for the want of 
material, as the scavengers found it more 
profitable to use the garbage for street filling 
and the feeding of swine. As all new inves- 
tions are subject to improvement, 80 with 
the Merz system. ye: late im- 
provement, the gases arising from 
the works are carried a 
burned, so that no unpleasant odor can offend 
the neighborhood except that which escapes 
during thé transportation, and that can be 
obviated by the use of hermetically sealed 
wagons. The burning of garbage by house- 
keepers cannot be recommended too highly, 
as it would reduce the quantity to a mipvimum 
and save the city a considerable amount of 


nder the boilers ana 


afforded to the street-cleaning movement. 

Another cause is the stabling of hundreds of 
horses on the streets during the day. The 
horsehitching habit obstructs business, en- 
dangers life, and is a nuisance of huge propor- 
tions. The Council should abate it in the cen- 
tral district without delay. 

The foul contents of alleys (some of them 
in the very heart of the city) constantly find 
their way to the streets. Some are unpaved, 
and of course filthy, The Council will render 
a great service in the interest of cleanliness by 
passing an order requiring all alleys in the 
central part of the city to be paved with gran- 
ite or asphalt, where not already so paved. 

The unbusinesslike system, or rather lack 
of system, by which the alleys are cleaned— 
partly by the Street Department and in part 
by the Board of Health—is an evil, Divided 
responsibility causes the work to be in- 
efficiently done, and the Street Department is 
kept busy not a httle in cleaning up the filth 
scattered by employés of the Health Depart- 
ment. The entire street and alley cleaning 
should be done by one contractor—then the 
responsibility for bad cleaning can be located, 

Street-cleaning contractors, by not immedi- 
ately reinqving sweepings when collected, are 
responsible for unnecessary filth. _ 

One Unavoidable Cause, 


One of the unavoidable causes of unclean 
streets—unavoidable until a wiser policy pre- 
vails—grows out of the vast expanse of un- 
paved streets and alleys and the filth that con- 
stantly drifts from them on to improved 
streets. This is the outcome of the wretched 
policy by which the residents on streets are 
allowed to determine when ‘and how their 
streets shall be improved, and is an effectual 
bar to any harmonious system of street pav- 
ing. Accordingly we have cedar block pave- 
ments, macadam, asphalt, granite, and mud 
roads allin the same neighborhood, On one 
of the best South Side streets four different 
kinds of pavement may be found in a single 
mile. In this matter the Common Council 
and the Board of Public Works should be 


; 


supreme, and the whole system of street im- 


provements planned with reference to the 
public requirements and without regard to 
clamor of individual objectors. If this pol- 
icy had prevailed during the last four city ad- 


ministrations we would have today a thor- 


oughly paved and clean cify within the entire 
district of the old limits instead of the patch- 
work of pavements and mud which nowerxists. 

But why cannot our improved streets be 
kept in a more cleanly condition?) The au- 
thorities say, Because the means provided are 
utterly inadequate, and there is no reason to 
doubt their statement. Chicago has now 
practically 800 miles of paved streets, and the 
total is increasing at the rate of 100 miles per 
annum. To repair and clean this enormous 
mileage (and of course a corresponding mile- 
age of alleys) the last year’s appropriation 
was $530,000. Much the larger portion of this 
is swallowed up in street repairs, A sum 
equal to this whole amount is insufficient for 
street cleaning alone if thé work is to be 
properly done. 
ities are doing all in their power with the 
means at their command. In the face of this 
controlling consideration, improvement and 
municipal order associations are powerless, 
except to stimulate individual efforts and a 
healthier sentiment. | 

It has been suggested that a public) subscrip- 
tion be started to supplement the appropria- 
tion for this object. Obviously, this would be 
neither practical nor just. The conviction is 
gaining strength that the true solution of this 
problem will be found in providing that 
street cleaning and repairing shall be done by 
special assessment on the abutting property — 
if not through the entire city, at least in the 
central district. A petition will soon be pre- 
sented to the Council asking that this be done. 
It should be the first duty of our municipai 
government to find some equitable; plan for 
the adoption of this system, for it is certain 
that unless new methods are devised, or addi- 
tional means provided, and unless a deeper 
public interest is awakened in the subject on 
the part of our citizens, we shall hear our city 
spoken of in 1893 as the most slovenly munic- 
ipality to be found in a civilized country.

MONEY IS ABSOLUTELY. NECESSARY. 


Washington Hesing Thinks Streets Cannot 
Be Cleaned Without Adequate Funds. 
You ask what is the best manner in which 

our streets and alleys can becleaned. John 

Sherman said “the way to resume was to re- 

sume,“ and so I say, the way to clean our 

streets is to clean them, But this prompts 
another question: how can the streets and al- 
leys be cleaned if the City of Chicago hasn’t 
the necessary money? And how can the city 
obtain the requisite funds in order to assume 
an air of metropolitan cleanliness and not dis- 
grace itself during the World’s Fair. period? 

Chicago cannot possibly (and it doesn't 
make any difference who is Mayor or what 
the political complexion of the administration 
is) ever have clean streets and alleys under 
our present system of assessment because the 
necessary money can never be raisett. 

Let me quote a few figures: | ’ 

Our assessment this year is $256,000,000, 


which enables us to levy a tax of $5,120,000. 


Our assessment ought at least to be $400,000,- 
000, which would be only one-half as large as 
Boston—and does any enthusiastic Chicagoan 
believe that we are only one-half as rich?— 
thea we could raise $8,000,000 for general 
purposes besides the amount raised from 
licenges and could spend at least approximate- 
ly the amount necessary to clean our streets. 
But so long as the rich do not pay their taxes, 
for the poor pay enough, this same condition 
of things will exist. 

We have in Chicago 800 miles of paved 
streets more than twice tne number in New 
York—and 2,000 miles of unpaved streets, 
whereas New York has none. and yet our total 
appropriations for ali cleaning of streets and 
alleys is only $700,000, while New York pays 
over one million and a half. In other words,

This amount is necessary and not one cent 
less, an amount which is far less in proportion 
to the mileage than is appropriated in any 
city in this country, and not more than is ex- 
pended in any of the capitals of Europe when 
the difference in the price of labor is consid- 
ered. 

If we cannot have an honest assessment, 
and are constantly hampered by our unfortun- 
ate constitution of 1870, which compels us to 
live from hand to mouth and to pay out of 
our current receipts for permanent im- 
provements—a part of which, in my opinion, 
posterity ought to bear—then there is 
only one other way to clean. our 
streets and alleys, ,and that is by 
special assessment, for Tthen each property- 
owner would be sure to receive the value of 
his tax. This system is practical and would 
be most economical. Experience everywhere 
teaches that the burning of all garbage is

PRENDERGAST FAVORS ASPHALT, 


To His Mind That Pavement Has Fewer 
Drawbacks than Any Other. 

From some years’ familiarity with street im- 
provements m passing on assessment proceed- 
ings therefor in the County Court, and from 
investigations that 1 have made since leaving 
the bench, I am satisfied that there is but one 
cure for the intolerable noise and the jolting 
and jarring found in the central portions of 
the city, and that 1s to pave all the down-town 
streets with asphalt. 

This same pavement,’ as seen on Dearborn 
avenue, Warren avenue, Prairie avenue, Jack- 
son boulevard, Ashland avenue, Ogden ave- 
nue, and Twelfth street, is the only pavement 
approaching perfection for the outside streets 
and residence streets. It is an essential thing 
in the laymg of the pavement that the 
very best product be used. The use of 
any imperfect asphalt makes a very 
bad job. The. only objection to the pave- 
ment is slipperiness in wet and sleety weather, 
but this same objection applies to all pave- 
ments toa greater or less extent, and the ad- 
vantages of the former throughout the re- 
mainder of the year are so manifest, so great, 
as to render this objection insignificant. 

There is nothing to prevent the Common 
Council from ordering any number of streets 
throughout the city improved by one special 
assessment proceeding, provided that the im- 
provement is contiguous aud connected by 
crosa-stréet improvements of the same kind. 

As to the plan of a daily or frequent clean- 
ing of streets by special assessment, it would 
please me to be able to state as an opinion 
that it can be done by special assessment, but 


I fear that that view will not be regarded as 


settled in the law until the Supreme Court 
shall have passed on it favorably. Without 
such a decision of the Supreme Court the 
power of the Common Council to clean 
streets by special assessment cannot but be 
regarded as in doubt, and there is no rea- 
son why a test case cannot be made up 
and taken to the next October term of the Su- 
preme Court to settle that question, so as tc 
enable the city to exercise the power as to all 
streets, or all that the City Council may select 
during the World’s Fair or in subsequent 
years. : 

The plan of making and maintaining public 
improvements by special assessment contains 
great merit, because tne cardinal principle of 
a special assessment proceeding is that the 
cost must not exceed the benefit to the proper- 
ty assessed, nor exceed the proportionate 
share of the cost of the improvement which 
the lot ought to bear.

WHAT THE REV. Di. THOMAS ADVISES. 


Make the Officials Clean the City or Turn 
Them Out—Need of Cleanliness. 

There is more dirt, more filth in Chicago 
than in London, Paris, Berlin, Brussels, and 
all the great cities of Europe put together. 
Dirt is disagreeable; filth is dangerous. The 
mud, dirt, and smoke can de endured; but 
they add largely to the labor and expense, and 
lessen greatly the comfort and pleasure of 
living; the filthy alleys endanger heaith and 
hfe. The loss to our city from avoidable 
sickness and death is every year far greater 
than would be the cost of keeping it clean and 
healthy. , 

The mental and moral effects upon the 
people are bad, the presence of ditt and filth 
and having to live in them is depressing, dis- 
couraging, and lowers the tone of being. One 
thinks better, feels better, is better, is more 
cheerful, kind, and hopeful, if the streets and 
alleys are clean, and the yards and homes are 
neat, bright, and cheery. Now, is it necessary 
that all should be wealthy to have these better 
conditions; the poorer streets and homes 
should share in this common geod, and the 
general joy. Money property is valu- 
able only as it adds to the 
value of life, and in no other 
way could these essential forms of value be 
so certainly, so largely, and so cheaply se- 
cured as by the united effort of all to make 
this a clean, pretty city; to throw off this 
gloom and despair of dirt and discomfort and 
put on the garments of light and beauty. 

And this, not for one summer, but for all 
the summers; for it will not be questioned 


but the residents who have given the matter 
any attention are not disposed to have their 
fears allayed by the statement of Health 
Commissioner Ware that decomposable veg- 
etable matter will not produce disease when 
allowed to pass through the stage of decom- 
position in a thickly-settled neighborhood. 

The men who have entered into the contract 
with the Lincoln Park Commissioners to fill 
in the lake for 1,000 feet, more or less, from 
the former shore line do not seem to be over- 
particular as to the character of the filling 
used. The contract provides as follows: 

All the filling shall be solid and of good quality, 
such as ashes, cinders, clay, earth, broken bric 
stone or plaster, loam orsand. The filling shall 

free from such decomposable matter as street 
sweepings, wood shavings, manure, straw, hay, 
grass, garbage, or any other matter which, in the 
opinion of the Commissioners of Lincoln Park. or 
their Superintendent in, charge, mer be detri- 
mental to public health or the Stability of the 
filled ground.

** So far as known no decomposable animal 
matter has been dumped, but it is hard to tell 
what has been thrown there during the nights. 
The worst slush and mud that could be 
gathered from the streets has been dumped 
cart load after cart load at the foot of Chi- 
cago avenue. The Park Board recently put a 
stop to this, but work was carried on during 
the night, and the yelling at the horses to force 
them to draw ‘their heavy burdens through 
tne fillmg ‘to the water edge was a 
great annoyance to the people in 
the vicinity and it was almost 
impossible to . a good night's rest for 
several weeks. night work is still gomg 
on back of the water works, but it is a little 
farther removed from the houses and con- 
sequently not so exasparating. : 

* The material now being dumped at the 
foot of Chicago avenue is largely street sweep- 
ings, grass, manure, old paper, old pieces of 
boards, barrels, and limbs of trees. This of 
course is being mixed in with proper filling, 
such as ashes, cinders, and broken bricks, but 
it will nevertheless pass through a decompos- 
ing stage. ‘There is another thing going on 
that I do not see how the city authorities can 
tolerate. The barges filled with the filth that 
is dredged from the Chicago River are being 
unleaded into the lake all the way from the 
foot of Oak street down to Indiana street. A 
row of piles has been driven out in the lake 
and it is supposed that these piles indicate the 
limit of the section of the basin to be filled, 
but these barges are bemg unloaded both in- 
side and outside the piles, and the indications 
seem to be that the boulevard is to be thrown 
still farther out than the provisions of the bill 
passed by the last General Assembly. will 
allow. Whether the State hasa representative 
on the ground to see that its interests are be- 
ing protected or not, I do nat know. 

Polluting the Water Supply. 

“This filth, however, must be exceedingly in- 
jurious and will most certainly pollute the 
water supply, or rather keep it po luted after 
the river has receded to its natural stage. If 
the germs of disease are not to be found in 
the material taken from the botton of the 
Chicago River, that catches all the sediments 
from the great quantities of sewage emptied 
there every rt do not know where they can 
be found. Complaints made to the city au- 
thorities are apparently useless. 

A resident of Oak street describes the stuff 
du d on the new “ground”’ as sickening. 

Ine loads contain every imaginable spe- 
cies of offal, and I have not the slightest 
doubt that the fillings of garbage buxes are 
dumped there during the haurs of night. The 
stench is horrible when the wind comes across 
the lake, and when it is amalgamated with the 
fumes of the varnish factory at Delaware 
place and Pine street the effect is powerful 


enough to drive rats from a glue factory. The |

Of 
course if animal matter was being dumped 
there would be danger, and we would stop it, 
but decaying grass and such materiais will 


not harm any one.“ f

missioners, said that it was a violation of the 


contract for any of the people who are acquir- 
ing the newly-made land to use any material 
other than solids, such as good earth, stones, 
ashes, or bricks. g 
„The danger is not to the people in the 
neighborhooa,”’ he said, but will be to those 


who buy this property from the men who are 


making the land and excavate for the purpose 


| of building. There is no danger in using 


street sweepings for a park, and that is why 
the city is using this kind of filling back of 
the Water Works.

Alleys Should Be Paved, 

The paving of alleys is akin to this matter 
because many unpaved alleys are impassable 
to the garbage wagons. The 2 can help 
themselves on the alley problem, for they can 
in many localities, pave their own alleys with 
cinders and ashes without expense, and then 
have a pavement better than any other for 
their needs. Where the alley is below grade 
as is often the case here, the cinders and 
ashes should be carefully spread over the sur- 
face of the alley every day or two, with a 
slight rise in the middle of the roadway, and 
then the whole area covered by the ashes and 
cinders should be sprinkled with water until 
it is thoroughly wet down. In a few weeks 
an alley can be greatly improved in this way 
and any man or woman can dothe work. In 
a few months a first-class pavement will de 
the result of the labor. 

The condition of Chicago streets and side- 
walks is not such as to fill any Chicagoan with 
pride. Great reforms are needed in street 
cleaning, and I am satistied in the Street De- 
partment, as well as in the Health Depart- 
ment, the best results will never be attained 
under the contract system. In the first ward, 
where the work is done by the Street Superin- 
tendent’s employés,it is done much better 
than auywhere else. 

It seems a mistake to have the work of 
keeping the city clean done by two different 
departments. Better work would be done by 
one great department devoted to the one 
great business of keeping streets, alleys, and 
public places clean. There might be a Street 
and Alley Cleaning Department, with a re- 
sponsible officer at its head, and then the Su-

West Side Streets and Alleys, 

The streets and alleys of the West Side fol- 
low the rule of all the great cities of the 
United States, being comparatively clean and 
well paved where the people who live upon 
them are prosperous, and neglected and ill- 
paved, orunpaved and foul, just in propor- 
tion asthe dwellers are poor and lack influ- 
ence. 

Jackson boulevard is admirably cared fot 
to give the owners of horses an opportunity to 
speed them. The streets and alleys less than 
a mile south of Jackson boulevard, where the 
Italians and Russians rarely own anything but 
children, are calculated to produce an epidem- 
ic, kill the children, and verify the statement: 
“From him that hath not shall be taken, even 
that he hath.”’ é 

Desplaincs street, from Polk to Taylor, has 
been for months a swamp, dank and foul 
with sunken, rotting, wooden pavement far 
beneath its troubled waters. N 

The alleys of the whole Forgotten Region“ 
comprised in the Seventh and Nineteenth 
Wards are impassable ten months of ordinary 
years and all of this one; and no system of 
garbage collection would render them whole- 
some which failed to grade, cleanse, and pare 
their roadways, as a first step towards sys- 
tematic removal of unwholesome matter. 

Curiously enough, nearly ail these obnoxious 
alleys are above grade, and would be still 
further injured if the dwellers in them should 
be induced to spread clean ashes upon them, 
a measure commendable wherever the alley is 
below grade.

SPLENDID PROGRAM ARRANGED BY 
THE BUREAU OFFICERS, 


Mr, Thomas will Maintain an Orchestra of 
120 Players, Give & Popular Concert 
Every Afternoon, and a Number of 
Higher Grade Pe aandes During the 
Exposition Choral and Other Elements 
of the Tonal Art Provided For~Notes of 
Interest from the World of Music. 


Last night brought, in the now quiet world 
of music, one occurrence to whiet more than 
passing interest attaches, and which possesses 
more than merely local significance. After 
long months of silence the Bureau of Music 
of the Columbian Exposition has spoken, and 
it must be said has spoken well, Thursday 
last was given to the public the first 
“declaration of faith of Mr. Thomas and 
Mr. Towlins, the two directors in whose 
hands has been placed the care of music at 
the Exposition, And with the declaration 
came a statement which, while it brought 
joy to the directors and their secretary, and to 
the public gave assurance that ali projected 
plans would be carried out, furnished, at the 
same time, an explanation of the unbroken 
silence which for many months Messrs, 
Thomas, Tomlins, and Wilson had 80 
firmly maintained. They were unwilling, 
it seems, to reveal their plans until they had 
received official assurance that these plans 
could be properly and successfully executed. 
Wednesday the Exetutive committee gave 
them this assurance by appropriating $175,000 
for an orchestra during the Exposition, and a 
circular outlining their intentions was immedi- 
ately issued. Although this circular is striking- 
ly barren of detailed information, sufficient 
facts are given to reassure the public that 
music will receive a splendid representation 
at the Exposition, and to arouse keen interest 
in other and more explicit announcements 
which it is hoped will soon be made. 

With $175,000 Mr. Thomas will be en- 
abled to maintain a _ first-grade - or- 
chestra of 120 players during the entire 
six months of the Fair. This orchestra will 
give apopular concert 1 afternoon, and, 
of course, will be one of t important ele 
ments in all the festival concerts, By ar- 
ranging for a series of daily orchestral mat- 
inées Mr. Thomas completes preparations 
for a feature of Fair the 
musical educational value of which can- 
not be ‘overestimated. There will be 
in attendance at the Exposition thousands 
of persuns whose only knowledge of instru- 
mental music consists of such as has been 
gained by listening to the playing of the coun- 
try brass band. Of the iffinite tonal com bi- 
nations and effects obtainable in an orchestra 
they have absolutely no conception, and the 
music Mr. Thomas and his 120 musicians will 
furnish them daily free of charge will be to 
many of them a veritable revelation.

In addition to these 156 orchestral concerts 
there are promised fifty-two high-grade or- 
chestral concerts in Music Hall; and some 
thirty international concerts, which in all 
probability will be directed by the great 
composers who have been invited to visit 
the Fair as guests of the Exposition, and as 
representatives of the music of their respective 
countries. These international concerts will,

Chamber musie concerts and organ recitals 
complete the list of instrumental perform- 
ances. 

Choral music will receive equally atnple 
representation in the Exposition. Announce- 
ments will soon be made by the Bureau of 
Music looking t organization of chdruses 
throughout the vountry, and these, together 
with all choral societies, wilh be invited to co- 
‘operate in the many mass concerts of the Fair. 
For the higher grade choral music and the 
oratorio performances a smaller body of sing- 
ers will of necessity be u A. The works to 
receive production are as yet unannounced, 
but the classics of Bach and Händel, with 
sufficient proportion of the modern 
writers, are reasonabiy sure of a bear- 
ing. The choral concerts announced 
are: Twelve in Music Hall; three series of 
oratorical festivals by united American 
choral societies; six series of popular miscel- 
laneous festival concerts by American sing- 
ers; and twelve children’s concerts by Sunda’ 
school, public school, and specially organize 
children's choruses. In addition to these will 
be series by German and Swedish singin 
societies, and doubtless by oth¢y nation 
choral organizations,
